Effort To Amend House 
ltules Defeated. 


HEPBURN ROUNDLY SCORED. 


ARBITRARY POWER OF THE 
SPEAKER TO CONTINUE. 


OLD OFFICERS AGAIN CHOSEN. 


Republicans Spend Three Hours In 
Caucus and Oppose All Efforts 
For More Liberal Rules. 


NOT A SINGLE CHANGE MADE. 


Washington, Nov. 30.— 1 The caucus of 
the Republican members of the House 
was held In the Hall of Representatives 
this afternoon and lasted about three 
hours. Speaker Henderson and the old 
officers of the House were made the 
unanimous choice of the caucus and the 
major portion of the time was devoted 
to an effort, led by Representative Hop- 
bum. of Iowa, t.o effect some change# 
In the rules of the last Hou.se. Mr. Hep¬ 
burn has made a similar tight for liber¬ 
alizing of the rules at the opeeilng of 
each Congress for a number of years, 
but without success, and to-day he wa.n 
again unsuccessful. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, presided over 
tl*» deliberations of the caucus and Mr. 
Loudenslnger, of New Jersey, acted as 
secretary. There were 146 of the 198 Re¬ 
publican members of the House pres¬ 
ent. Mr. Liicty, of Iowa, placed Gen. 
Henderson in nomination for Speaker 
and he was unanimously chosen as the 
candidate for the caucus. He was es¬ 
corted to the chair by a committee 
consisting of Mr. Payne, of New' oYrk; 
Mr. Tawuey. of Minnesota, and Mr. 
Lawy, of Iowa. 

In response to his enthusiastic recep¬ 
tion. Mr. Henderson addressed the 
members of the caucus as follows : 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlcmrn of the 
House of Representative? To he called 
by your command a second time to the 
highest office which, under the Consti¬ 
tution. It will be possible for me to occu¬ 
py. Is un honor which words will not en¬ 
able mo to bear testimony to sufficiently. 
To the old members who have served 
With m*- for years and when acting in 
tb** capacity of tho presiding officer, I 
must expn:<«B my most grutrful apprecia¬ 
tion Of the confidence which you have 
placed in me uml the unbroken Influence, 
without any effort un my part, to bring 
me ns.tin to the chair of thle House, and 
to the new members who have «w quicRCtd 
in whnt stvurs to be tlu ». uilm. nt .-f tlit 
old mem burn and of the country I want 
to cypres* rr\y grateful thunks. ’ 

Tho dutle# before un in thir Congress 
will b** onerous ones The Republican 
party never atunds still, but kerna at 
work. Tim last Congress, which started 
In with thirteen majority, ha* been so 
fur upproved that the Republican party 
has again been put In control, starting in 
with thirty-nine majority. Thin show- 
Lh« appreciation ot the American people 


and Is a tribute to the wisdom of the last 
Congress. We arc confronted now with 
work which will affect the minds of the 
people at th* elections next year. Every 
Republican wdll be upon his mettle. We 
will expect the same from the opposition. 
There is always more activity at every 
Congress pree*dlng a congressional elec¬ 
tion than at any other time.

by a standing committee to consist of 
thirteen member?, and have jurisdiction 
of ail proposed legislation concerning the 
census niul the apportionment. 

Resolved, further. That there shall ho 
appointed to serve during the Fifty-sev¬ 
enth Congress u select committee on In¬ 
dustrial arts and expositions, to consist 
of nine members, which shall have Juris* 
diction of all matters except those relat¬ 
ing to the revenue and appropriations re¬ 
ferring to the Centennial of th*> lxmlsiana 
Purchase and proposed expositions. 

Resolved, further. That th«* select com¬ 
mittee on the examination and disposi¬ 
tion of documents of the Fifty-sixth Con¬ 
gress shall he continued as a select com¬ 
mittee in the Fifty-seventh Congress.

He 
then offered iui succession a« distinct 
amendments the four modifications of 
the rules which he had suggested in bis 
argument. These were in turn voted 
down. The highest vote which any of 
i them received was forty-one. No ques¬ 
tion of policy was broached at the cau¬ 
cus to-day.

BY VACCINE VIRUS. 


Experts Say Dry Weather and High 
Winds Have Distributed the 
Tetanus Germ. 


Mr. Hepburn Immediately offered an 
amendment providing that the rules 
should be adopted temporarily for forty 
days, at the end of which time thr»v 
should be placed before the House for 
conr! deration. He made an c-.imest 
argument In favor of this amendment, 
Palming out four materia; changes 
which he believed should be made in 
tho rules as they have existed for sev¬ 
eral Congresses.

Mr Hepburn contended that the pres¬ 
ent rule? gave the Speaker entirely b)<> 
much power, and he made the point 
that there was nothing In th»* Cotfirtl- 
ttiLlon which required that the pre*-dlng 
officer, ch«*en by the House. should ba 
a member of that body.

body asserting that not a single cose of 
lockjaw has resulted from Injection of 
vaccine virus. Every one has been due, 
it finds, to the atmosphere and telluric 
conditions which have prevailed during 
the last six weeks. 

There had been a long period of dry 
weather with high winds, so that teta¬ 
nus germs, nays the committee, which 
have their norma! habitation In the 
earth dust and dirt of stables, had been 
constantly distributed in the atmos¬ 
phere. 

in the committee's opinion vaccina¬ 
tion Is harmless though care should be 
I exerclsr-d in the treatment of the 
wounds.

Republicans Fail To Stop 
Castlcman’s Salary. 


PARK BOARD HOLDS MEETING. 


MB. KINKEAD WANTED PRESI¬ 
DENT TO ACT WITHOUT PAY. 


OLD OFFICERS REELECTED. 


Mr. Charles Meriwether Will Be 
Chosen Secretary In January— 
Salary Now $1,600 Year. 


MAY BE RAISED $20 0. 


At the meeting of the Board of Park 
Commissioners yesterday Mr. R. C. 
Kink*ad tried to put through a resolu¬ 
tion to reduce the salary of Gen. John 
B. Castleman. president of the board, 
from $2,500 a year to nothing The reso¬ 
lution was defeated. It Is not known 
whether Mr. Kinkeail had any Idea that 
his resolution would be adopted, hut he 
offered It and put himself on record by 
voting for it. 

Gen. Castleman was re-elected presi¬ 
dent and Mr. Louis Seelbach vice presi¬ 
dent. Mr. Kinkead nominated Col. Mor¬ 
ris B. Belknap for president of the 
board, but the Democrats have a ma¬ 
jority and Gen. Castleman was re-elect¬ 
ed. Gen. Castleman, however, voi d for 
Col. Belknap and Col. Belknap voted for 
the General, the exchange of courtesy 
making no change In the result. Thru 
Mr Kinkead offered the resolution to 
cut the president off from any salary 
at all. Mr. Kinkead said h<* thought 
the president should serve without pay. 
The resolution was lost, the Democrats 
voting against IL 

Consequently, Gen. Castleman will 
continue to draw $2,500 a year for his 
services. The president of the board 
has always drawn ft salary and Mayor 
Grainger and the other meml>eca 
thought that the General was entitle 
to it, for no man has taken a deeper 
interest in the park system nor done 
more towards advancing Louisville's 
reputation as a city of beautiful parka.

TURNED DOWN 

BY STATE AUDITOR. 


He Refused To Pay About $4,500 
Worth of Claims Allowed By Cir¬ 
cuit Judge Moss. 


Pinevllle, Ky.. Nov. 30— [Special.]— 
Mr. IL W. Slusher, Deputy Sheriff of 
Bell county, returned from Frankfort 
till* evening, where he has been to set¬ 
tle up the taxes for Bell county for 
Sheriff Broughton. The StAte Auditor 
refused to pay nearly $4,600 worth of 
claims which he presented. He refused 
to pay any claims that related In any 
way to the kuklux trials which were 
tried by a special term of the Bell Cir¬ 
cuit Court lost September. Included In 
this was the entire Jury Haim for try¬ 
ing the alleged kuklux from Letcher 
county which was transferred here on 
motion of the defendant's attorneys by 
Circuit Judge M. J Moss, and which 
amounted to something over $ 2 , 100 ; also 
the entire witness claims which were 
allowed by Judge Moss at the special 
term for bringing the Commonwealth's 
witnesses from Letcher county, which 
amounted to nearly $1,000. The Auditor 
also cut the county Jailer's claim down 
$300. that amount being his allowance 
for keeping these men from Letcher 
county. Besides this the Auditor re¬ 
fused to pay any claims which were 
presented by City Judge Bos worth, of 
MUldlesboro. for trying cases in hla 
court, which amounted to nearly $ 200 : 
the Haims of John Turner. Assistant 
Chief of Police of Mlddlesboro. for ar¬ 
rests he had made and the Halm of 
Frank Cecil. Deputy Sheriff, for arrests 
he hod made. Blusher said th*- Auditor 
told him that Judge Moss had been car¬ 
rying things with too high a hand. At 
the last term of court ten persons were 
sent to the penitentiary for various 
terms, most of which were long ones. 
These claims were bought by various 
persons and a majority of the losses 
will fall on R few Democrats who 
bought them from these persons. 

Three years ago this question was de¬ 
cided by the courts. During the fa¬ 
mous French-Eversole feud several 
cases were transferred from Perry 
county to Knox county for trial, the 
witness* claims alone amounting to 
over $5,000 The Auditor refused to pay 
them, but the courts held that he must 
pay them It will be Impossible to get 
wltnes*p* from Letcher county to try 
the rest of the alleged kuklux gang If 
these Halms are not paid.

Sheriff Hippie communicated by tele¬ 
phone with the genera! office at Chica¬ 
go yesterday morning and learned that 
the money orders Issued by the Amer¬ 
ican Express Company were genuine 
and that there had been no attempt to 
defraud. Late la*t evening cruet of 
P-dlce Adam* received telegrams from 
Howard’s wlf * ai Toledo asking that he 
be cared for. and he will be detained in 
New Albany until some of h's friends 
come for him.

Worth of Pearls In An Old Tobacco Tin.

and sapphires, rubies and emeralds; of 
stilts of armor, crowns, sword-scab¬ 
bards. chains and rings blazing with 
gems; although, as a traveller recently 
declared, "one cannot ♦full to ga*p with 
amazement at the spectacle of hun¬ 
dred* of beautiful pearls worth probably 
£60.000 contained in an old tobacco- 
tin.*’—(London Tit-Bits.

Among the countless treasures of the 
Shah ure a flawless uncut ruby said to 
be us large as u hen's egg and of a 
value which no one has ventured to es¬ 
timate; n turquoise as long as a man’s 
finger; and a belt a foot wide which Is 
so closely set with many-hued precious 
stont'S that It is one unbroken Liuze of 


diamonds and emeralds, pearls and 
rubles.

Indian Prince's Treasure. 

Of all the native Princes of India the 
Gaekwar of Baroda is the richest In 
gold and jewels, a more catalogue of 
which would fill some of the world’s 
richest millionaires with despair. One 
of his moat interesting, though by no 
means most valuable, possessions Is a 
carpet, ten feel long and six feel In 
width, composed entirely of a ground¬ 
work of exquisite pearls on which Is 1 
traced a design in diamonds. This car- 
Pet, which certainly ha* no rival In the 
W' rid. Is said to be worth £300.000, or 
£5,000 a square foot. 

Of much greater value than thla car¬ 
pet of gems is a matchless collar, con- ( 
slsting of five rows of diamonds and 
two of emeralds, the sb/nes being of 
graduated sis** from that of a walnut 
to Hie size of a pen; from this collar 
of <00 of the most perfect stones In *x- 
latence hangs us u pendant the famous 
"Star of the .South" diamond, one of the 
most magnificent diamonds the world 1 
has ever .s*en. 

The Czar of Russia has a treoaure¬ 
house tn each of his many palaces, any 
one of which might well satisfy the am- * 
Lit ion of an> monarch in the variety j 
and value of Us contents. Two crown* 
ttlunc are valued at £3,000,000; and the 
Jewels In the Winter Palace, which In¬ 
clude many of the choicest gems in the 1 
world, are valued at many millions , 
more. 

Th** treasures of the Kremlin are said, 
on authority, to Ik? worth over £ 100 . 000 ,- 
000; and the gold on the walls of the 
Palace *.f Tsarskoye Selo, with Us walls 
anti celling*; uf arnher, tiff’tolae-shell, 
Ivory und mother-of-pearl, ha* been 
valued at nearly u quarter of a million 
pounds. 

But It is doubtful whether the Czar's 
wonders of gold and Jewels can rival 
those of the Multan, th** .»■ cumulations 
of centuries of pred<ce**,ors. The Sultan 
is as careless of his treasures as the 
Shah, and the room In which they are 
kept has rather the uppeu’unce *'f a 
lumber-room than a treasury of count¬ 
less millions.

Thomas Burris Thinks Father-In-Law 
Buried $8,000 In Gold On His 
Little Farm. 


FOUR CONTEST SUITS 

FILED AT RUSSELLVILLE. 


Fight Over Two County Offices and 
the Mayoralty and Entire 
City Council. 


Ripley, O., Nov. 39.—fSpeclaJ.]— 
Burled somewhere within the limits of 
his little farm, near Carrtown, Ky., in 
Bracken county, or hidden away in some 
mysterious place in one of the outbuild, 
lngs, Is a treasure of $8,000, all In gold, 
for which Thomas Burris Is diligently 
searching. 

The story came out through Burris' 
visit here to consult Edward Caldwell, 
an old darky, who has some local repu¬ 
tation as a "glass-reader," and invoke 
th* powers mysterious to ass st him In 
the search for the burled treasure. 

Burris’ home wat* shared by his fa- 
ther-ln-law. where the latter was pa¬ 
tiently waited upon and cared for by 
his daughter and her husband, and It 
was the understanding that the gold 
would revert to the Burrises at the death 
of the father. Occas.onaUy the old man. 
at some seeming neglect or abuse, would 
take from his trunk the bag of gold and 
slip across the threshold and hide t 
away; then w'hen the discontented mood 
had worn off he would silently bring it 
In and place It in the trunk. After one 
o! these periodical spoils a short time 
ago, wht*n the old man had carried the 
treasure out of the house, he sickened 
and died. During h«» Illness he was not 
able to disclose the biding place. Hence 
Burris’ visit to Ripley. Burris said that 
Caldwell, being told the story, stepped 
Into an adjoining room and "lookt-d In 
the glass, ’ then reappeared and quite 
accurately described the farm and its 
surroundings He said that the gold whs 
on the farm, Burrts think* so, too, as 
the father was too old and feeble to get 
far from the house or to dig very d*t*p 
or climb very high.. 

Caldwell und Burris will in a few days 
look over the land, nnd the f irmer gives J 
strong assurances Urnt he will uncover j 
the g jld*

THE LIFE STORY OF VALLEE 


iEPARED MEALS FOR PRESI¬ 
DENT DAVIS AND HAND¬ 
LED MUSKET 


IN BATTLE OF WILDERNESS. 


N*w Orleans?. Nov 30.—Out at th«* 
liome- f t th? L:;tl^ Sister* of the Poor In 
New Orleans one may tind Kitting In 
the sunlight on the upper gallery the** 
days an old tnan. ftflne 1 "f facs and 
wearing a figured anl tootled valve: 
cup. who w»U. if his pipe be drawing 
well when the visitor conus upon biro, 
tell a Hfs story which sound* like a mas¬ 
terpiece of fiction. And in the telling 
lie will. If he goes wronf at any point, 
t>« prumpted by another figure, almost 
as ancient and fully as picturesque as 
himself—the heroine of hi* story. 

They ar<*. these two. Jean Baptiste 
Vallee. chief dt fiilstne. aged ninety or 
thereabout.* and ti.s wife, aged eighty, 
and Irlah recently come tn the home 
fr .in St Joseph. Lm.. where all they p*- 
was destroyed by the ll.ime* 
which recently swepr that town. 

"1 an» a cook.” said the old man to a 
repor’.».r of the Tliue*-P°tn«M rat. spe ii:- 
Irg in Che squeaky voice of great ag»* 
ar>d In Engllsn that bears only a slight 
accent, "and ! hav* cooked for many 
years, and in many lands, and for tnon- 
orch and Pres-dents and Generals But 
I'm mord than a cook. I am a soldier. 
My fa»her marched with the Emperor, 
and his son marched with Lee. Though 
a chef, i have. 1 say, heard cannon r-ar 
and budetn shig. and now that I am g t- 
t.ng old I'm fond of looking hack ©v»-r 
what I hAve done, and 1 cannot, 1 say. 
when l do look back, dtc.de wherein my 
greatest glory lies—In the meals ! pre¬ 
pared for Mr Dsvis or in the bullets I 
fired for Gen Lee." 

Having said this much, the old man 
9s wont to relapse into silence for a 
while and puff at his pij-e tl i th • smok** 
comes In clouds. Then, when that hap¬ 
pens, he ink «he ft* m between 

nis lip'*, dear* his throat and resumes: 

' I am getting old. I w*a« bom In Nor- 
h**Ti Jy 4 - nine years ago"- 


"Some people say you arc 103," his 
wife and prompter is given to declaring 
at that point, and a twinkle flashes in 
her blue Irish eyes as she speak*. 

"People will talk, you know!" 

And the blue Irish eyes of his ancient 
helpmeet twinkle again thereupon, and 
she observes, dryly: 

"He's »u vain!" 

Then, having sAld that, the old lady 
lapse* into silence again, and Jean Bap¬ 
tiste Valtee resumes his story: 

"I wan bom In Normandy, as 1 mJd. 
ninety-nine years ago. and when I grew 
to be i. young man I was drafted into 
the army. For ten years 1 served the 
tri-color. Then I was discharged, and 
1 made niy way to England, where I 
cocked a meal—I forget who for. but 
tor com* of the nobility. And it w.is 
s’-tch a meal that they said to me. ’You 
shall cook for the Queen." and sent ms 
to Scotland to do so. 

"I went to Perth. and for fifteen 
days 1 cooked aud cooked, and when 
the Queen ami Prime Albert and th 
royal party came such a dinner as they 
never saw Icforc was ready for th.m. 

"After they had eaten they Inquired 
who the cln f ra\ and when they found 
out, this one and that one said.**! must 
have Valtee; Vallee makes life a hap¬ 
py state.* 

"I could not serve alt of th*m all th 
time, of course—not even Vallee could 
dp that—so 1 cooked a little while for 
each of them—two weeks hen- and two 
weeks th*te. you know, and *o or. But 
they did mot pay me—me, Vallee. Air 
what do you think of that? Even the 
Queen forgot to pay-*' 

At that [K>lnt the old lady usually in¬ 
terrupts again, saying. 

"That was his own fault, air. He 
went from one place to another so fast 
they could never tell where Vallee was. 
and Jieople like Queens and princes 
can't bother themselves with looking 
for those who do not come ami get 
th«hr money-" 

Here the old man. who has been puff¬ 
ing 141 his pipe while Ireland’s still 
loyal loyalist defends the memory of 
Victoria, break* forth again with: 

"Well I should like to be paid now', 
with Interest; It would make m* rii h. 
However, when they did not pay me. 
I went to the Camerons and cooked tor 
them They had Just (’omc from China, 
those Cameron*, and they were bero*r;. 
and deserved Vallee.'* 

"Then I came to Amer1c;«. and Com¬ 
modore Vanderbilt sent for me. and w 
made a dost and 1 cooked for him .^h 
was In New Y**rk then—she. my wir* 
there—and I met le:r, and—and—you 
understand-” 

At that the old lady laughs, and say? 

I had Just come from Ireland ! ad- 
tn rvd him; but he did nr.t know It. it 
was my secret, and he never found It 
out till long afterward. Listen to him 
and you will hear Just how it was." 

The old man. when she finish**, re¬ 
sumes: 

"One day while I was cookiuc for 
Commodore Vanderbilt on his yacht he 
told me we were going to take n voy¬ 
age. and vrt did lake It. We went to 
Nicaragua and as won as we got then? 
they took our boat. They said we had 
come to aid Gen, Walker, aud would 


not believe ub when wv said we had 
not. 

"Well, U was a long time before I got 
back to New York, and when I did they 
told me 9 h* had married and gone 
away. Then l went to Washington and 
cooked for President Buchanan. Then 
I got tired of Washington and caone to 
New Orleans, nnd finally went to Gal¬ 
veston. 

"I arrived In Galveston about ten 
years after l began that eventful voy¬ 
age to Nicaragua. And what do you 
suppose 1 saw in Galveston? My wife. 
She was a widow* then, and I married 
her at last. 

"Then we moved to New Orleans, and 
the war broke out about that time, and 
Mr. Davis ^-nt to me and asked how 
Valtee would like to cook for the Pres¬ 
ident of the Confederate States. I told 
him rh.tr nothing would please Vallee 
more, and *o we reached an agreement, 
ant! 1 went to Montgomery with him. 
and then to Richmond when w*e moved 
th«- capital there. 

"The Generals used to corn** to Mr 
Davis then and say to him. *We want 
.4nin**thlng good to eat to-morrow—lend 
ui< Vallee;* nnd I used to go with them 
and cook and tight. I didn't cook any. 
I tell you. when the battle of the 
Wilderness was in progress. For seven 
days Vallee's bonds touched nothing 
but n musket, and Vallee's nostrils 
smelled nothing but powder, and Vul- 
h-e'ii ears heard nothing but the noise 
of battle. Ah? I shall not forget those 
seven days 

"Weil, Valle • got the smell of the sea 
In his nose on a trip he made to Roan¬ 
oke island with Gen. Wise, and as he 
could not gvi out he took a place un a 
blockade runner. And then he lived. 
Indeed. Many and many a time did 
Vallee's ship slip between the Yankee 
vessels so close that he might have 
Hung a biscuit Int * their portholes, and 
many and many a day did we race 
away ftom them, laughing at the shot 
they sent ufter us. 

"However, once an accident happened 
and Vallee w;i prevented from getting 
i>aok t<* Wilmington. Ho had to go to 
Halifax, and had t-» stay there. He 
wrote his wife a letter telling about it 
and received no answer. lie wrote her 
again, and again received no answer. 
.Sin* had given him up for dead and re¬ 
turned to New Orleans. 

"After two years—long after the close 
nf the war—Vallee. Journeying through 
tho South, met a friend, who told him 
where hl< wife ua.*, und he came here 
and found her once more. 

"We moved t«» Si Joseph then, and 
lived tln-rv- till the big fire. Then the 
good mother here gave us a home after 
that— w* lost everything in the name*— 
and Vallee and his wife will not be 
parted any more. 

"One thing, though. If Vallee could 
i:et a pension from his State he would 
be happy He doesn't care *o much 
about the money, but It would prove to 
ail the world that Vallee served the 
Confederacy well, and he Is proud of 
that service. Ai*k In your paper if 
there be any left who remember Vallee 
they mention to the Pension Commis¬ 
sioner who lie is. Then ht* will get his 
pension."

TWENTY PEOPLE BELIEVED TO

ACCIDENT HAPPENED IN FOG. 


One Boat, Having About Two Hun¬ 
dred Passengers On Board, Sank. 
But Most Escaped.

They 
plied between San Francisco and Sau* 
salito. a suburb across the bay In Ma¬ 
rin county At SauaalUo a train con¬ 
nects for Row Valley and San Rafael, 
where many San Francisco business 
men make their summer and winter 
homes.

OLD MAID 


Not Intimidating Enough 
To Nullify Marriage. 


AFTER JUDGE TONEY. 


W. T. BURCH WANTS TO SWEAR 
HIM OFF THE BENCH. 


HUMLER & NOLAN MUST PAY. 


Judge Toney 1* strongly of the opin¬ 
ion that while marriage Is a contract, 
and that while all contracts made un¬ 
der duress are void, yet when the ter¬ 
rifying power Is an old maid, the mar¬ 
ital contract Is not thereby voidable. 
This was his ruling yesterday In dis¬ 
missing the stilt of Clarence E. Par¬ 
sons for divorce from Pearl N. Par¬ 
sons. 

Parsons alleged In his petition that 
his wife's (Lunt had forced him into the 
marriage—or as Judge Toney termed It, 
‘•duress of imprisonment." 

Judge Toney, In citing tho alleged 
facts In the case, said "she (the aunt) 
followed him to his room, where he 
went to change his collar, and told him 
he dare not slip away from her; that If 
ho tried to slip away from her It would 
be th» worst day's work he had ever 
done." 

Parsons yielded and married Mlf*s 
Faille Boswell's niece, and then, shortly 
afterwards, sued for divorce, which 
Judge Toney refused to grant. In the 
course of his opinion the Judge said: 

•'The record is silent as to the cause 
or causes that put the old maid In mo¬ 
tion In the premise, nor is It particu¬ 
larly material. Conceding that the 
wrath of the old maid was sufficient to 
Intimidate a man of ordinary nerve, 
yet It. In law, did not and does not 
constitute duress per mlnas, nor Im¬ 
prisonment sufficient to set aside a mar¬ 
riage as void." 

Seeks To Swear Off Judge Toney. 

Attorney W. T. Burch has filed an 
affidavit In which he seeks to Bwear 
Judge Toney off the bench In the case 
of Carrie Lapp, administratrix of Joh.. 
Lapp, against the Supreme Lodge of the 
Knights of Honor on an Insurance pol¬ 
icy for $2,000. Mr. Burch states in his 
affidavit that Judge Toney has ex- 
presred an opinion on the case, and also 
that Judge Toney Is hostile to both 
himself and client. Judge Toney will 
pass on the affidavit to-morrow. 

The history of the case is as follows: 

John Lapp shot himself August 19. 
1897. He had an insurance policy for 
$ 2,000 In the Supreme Lodge of the 
Knights of Honor. The company re¬ 
fused to pay the policy on the ground 
that he had committed suicide while 
sane. Lapp’s administratrix. Carrie 
'' I*app. sued the order for the amount 
of the policy. 

On the first trial Mrs. Lapp won. A 
verdict for $ 2,000 was given, bnt It wa«» 
set aside by agreement. Tho second 


trial resulted In a hung Jury, and now 
Mr. Burch wantu a different Judge to 
try the case. 

Would Not Grant Injunction. 

Judge Miller yesterday refused to 
grant an injunction In the suit of Ilum- 
ler & Nolan to prevent Sheriff Bell 
from levying an execution for $250 on 
a Judgment given In favor of Frank I*. 
Kenney, The suit arose out of an elec¬ 
tion bet In the gubernatorial race of 
1899. Kenney bet $500 that Goebel would 
be tho next Governor. Humler & Nolan 
were the stakeholders and decider! 
against Kenney. lie sued Humler & 
Nolan for the $500, but he was only 
given judgment fi*r $250, as It was 
contended, and the court so act^d that 
he had authorised the payment of half 
of the bet. 

Humler & Nolan sued out an Injunc¬ 
tion and set up a counter claim of over 
$ 2 o 0 , alleged to be d — for borrowed 
money and merchandise. 

Judge Miller said that while the pro¬ 
visions of the code were conflicting, he 
believed that the enforcement of a Judg¬ 
ment could not be stopped for the pur¬ 
pose of allowing Hur.iler & Nol ui to 
m l up and assert a claim which existed 
before the giving of the Judgment. 
Judge Miller said that his ruling would 
not go Into effect until December 14 In 
order to allow' Humler & Nolan to take 
an uppeal. 

Dismissed Black’s Suit. 

Judge Field yesterday dismissed the 
suit of former Patrolman Thomas E. 
Black against the city of Louisville and 
Board of Public Safety for back salary 
from September 1, 189(1. and for rein¬ 
statement as a policeman. Block alleged 
that he had In effect been dismissed on 
political grounds. 

Judge Field's ruling was that the Cir¬ 
cuit Court had no power to review the 
action of the Board of Public Safety. 

Three Indictments Against Perkins. 

The grand Jury presented three In¬ 
dictments against M. K. Perkins, charg¬ 
ing hint with Obtaining money under 
false pretenses. It Is alleged that he 
passed two worthless checks for $30 and 
$12 on C. Rosenfidd A: Co., and one for 
$30 on Spurr'er & Co,

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The Louisville and Nashville and the 
Southern railway and o*her noad° enter¬ 
ing Southern territory are moving cot¬ 
ton on flat cars, something the railroads 
have not resorted to for twenty years. 
This extraordinary condition is brought 
about by the great scarcity In freight 
oars. The railroads prefer not to move 
cottrsi In this manner as It abrogates 
the Insurance, but it ts not a matter of 
choice with them. An official of the 
Southern railway tolcl a reporter for 
the Courier-Journal yesterday that the 
Southern was running from 200 to 400 
cars short every day on Southern move¬ 
ments and he also said that the South¬ 
ern rokds had never experienced so 
much difficulty in securing cars. The 
Southern railway has an order for 4.000 
new' cars, which are being turned out as 
rapidly as possible and are being 
pressed into service and all roads are 
using cars that have been long retired. 

The Louisville and Nashville Is com¬ 
pelled to use express cars for the move¬ 
ment of merchandise. It may be weeks 
before the shortage Is relieved, os a 
supply of cars cannot be expected until 
the grain movement in the North and 
the cotton movement In the South 
ceases, or at least grows lighter. It was 
said here yesterday that considerable 
cotton wna being ruined In the South 
for wont of car a to move It.

Thirteen Prisoners Given From Two 
To Ten Years For Larceny 
To ftlanslaughter. 


FMfty-flve ycais In the penitentiary Is 
a long: retribtiUon for crime. This was 
the sum total of the sentences 
yesterday by Judge Barker In the Crim¬ 
inal Division on a bate* of convicted 
criminals. The number of them was 
unlucky—thirteen. The averag • to the 
man was four and three-thirteenth 
year'. The maximum sentence was ten 
years for murder and the minimum t"‘> 
years given In several cases of house- 
tuvaklng ami grand larceny. 

Tho great bulk, of convicted felons 
«ro sentenced on the last Saturday of 
each mon'th. Any one who attends tlUs 
legal function need not expect to call 
upon his reserve fund of sympathy. 

Judge Barker sKa on the bench with 
a bunch of Indictments, properly ar¬ 
ranged by Deputy CTjrvult Clerk War¬ 
wick Miller. And then follows the regu. 
Jar formula. 

“Louis Champion.” 

Louis Champion, a negro. Is brought 
fhom the guardroom by two Jailers. He 
stands immediately before Judge Bar¬ 
ker. 

“Lou's Champion, you were indicted 

by n grand jury, of which - was 

foreman of the charge of housebreak¬ 
ing To this charge you pleaded not 
guilty, but a Jury found you guilty nnd 
fixed your punishment at five years in 
the penitentiary. What have you t*> say 
why the sentence of the court should 
not be passed upon you?”

PROMINENT MERCHANT 

OF PADUCAH DIES. 


Mr. M. K. Scott Was a Member of 
the Lopez Expedition In Cuba 
Where He Had a Romantic 
Experience. 


Paducah. Ky.. Nov. 30.— [ Special.]— 
Meldon Kenyon Scott, aged sixty-nine, 
died this afternoon from cirrhosis of the 
liver. He hud b--:n in ill health for 
several years. Mr. Scott was one of 
Paducah’s leading business men, being 
jiresident of the Scott Hardware Com¬ 
pany, a whoheale nnd retail firm. At 
the age of twenty In New Orleans he 
joined the Lop?* expedition for sendee 
In Cuba. Shortly after reaching Cuba 
h*» was made prisoner by the Spanish 
cr.d was sentenced to ten years hard 
labor in the sliver mines of South 
America. He was carried to Spain In 
chain*, but after reaching Cadiz his 
sentence was commuted. 

He married Miss Lizzie Applegate tn 
Louisville in 1858. thaler In the same 
year Mr. Scott came to Paducah. In 
1865 he opened a small tin shop with 
$150 capital. In 1870 with the late L. W. 
Emery as his partner, he started a 
wholesale tin and hardware store. The 
firm of Scott, Stevens & Co., was es¬ 
tablished in 1882. This concern is now 
the Scott Hardware Co. He contributed 
largely to the growth and development 
of Paducah. He was very wealthy.

ATTACK AMERICA’S POLICY. 


COLOGNE VOLKS ZEITUNG SAYS 
TBEATY RIGHTS WERE 
OVERRIDDEN. 


DUELING LAW CONSIDERED. 


German Manufacturer Says Special 
Tai-iff Measures Should Be Taken 
Against United States. 




SECRETARY HAY CRITICISED. 


Berlin. Nov. 30.—The session of the 
Reichstag, so far. has been quite un¬ 
interesting. With the exception »»f the 
dueling Interpellation, the House lias 
been occupied with discussing the law 
piO’Udlng for reform In the relations 
between sailors and their Captains, In¬ 
troducing more modern conceptions of 
tho rights of labor. The bill, however, 
falls to Interest the members and the 
debates have taken place to empty 
benches. The bill’s end is Invisible, 
since the Socialists offer over one hun¬ 
dred amendments and the Reichstag 
b* gins the tariff debate December r. 

The dueling debate attracted the 
closest attention of the country, owing 
to Ihe sensational character of the ln- 
sterburg affair, and showed that the 
untl-duclirg sentiment Is strongly 
grdkvlng In ^he Reichstag. Even the 
Conservative* omitted their usual plea 
for* military* duels. Some quarters ex¬ 
press the view that dueling Is now* so 
fully condemned by the country's sent¬ 
iment and that the end of It Is near. 
Leas optimistic people, however, ajwtert 
that the speech of the Minister of War. 
Gen. von Gossler, charges nothing and 
promises no radical step against duel¬ 
ing, while Emperor William’s energetic 
action In removing the regiment’s Col¬ 
onel. meets with great praise. The pa¬ 
per* ixdnt out that His Majesty’s de¬ 
cree of 1R97 does not go far enough to 
prevent duels, and that It Is still pos¬ 
sible for officers to compel duels un¬ 
der It. 

• • • 

Isthmian Question Discussed. 

American questions attracted the 
usual amount of attention this week. 
While the action of the United States 
on the Isthmus of Panama Is admitted 
by fair-minded papers to be in accord¬ 
ance with treaty rights, the Cologne 
Volks Zeltung makes It the subject of a 
sharp attack. It asserts that the lesson 
leamable by the isthmian occurrences 
Is that the North Americans. In spite 
of the sovereignty of other countries 
and In spite of solemn treaties, will 
act In each case as It suits their self¬ 
ish alms. The paper sharply criticises 
the United States for preventing Co¬ 
lombia from landing troops at Colon 
and says that, therefore, the friendly 
relations between the United States and 
Colombia Is the friendship of the cat 
and the mouse. The Cologne Volk* 
Zeltung finally admits the United 
State*’ rights under the treaty to pro¬ 
tect Itshmlan traffic, "but only If Co¬ 
lombia expressly asks for such protec¬ 
tion, w'hlch she has not done." and the 
paper considers the present action 
"usurpatory." 

The Cologne Volks Zeltung also takes 
offense at Secretary Hay’s recent 
speech characterizing as "braggadocio" 
his references to the United States* 
"unlimited power and gigantic military 
deeds." 

• • • 

Competition Dangerous. 

The tariff discussion also continues 
to be directed at the United States. At 
a meeting of the manufacturers of the 
Cologne district, the secretary, Herr 
Steller, referred to the threatening 
American competition, adding that It 
w*as necessary that the tariff policy of 
Germany should take into consideration 
"this overpowering competition.'’ 

He claimed that the United States 
does not want commercial treaties, since 
those that had been drawm up remained 
unconfirmed by the Senate, and aseprt- 
ed that even the new German tariff con¬ 
tains no duties approaching the United 
States duties. The secretary also said: 

"We must adopt special measures 
against the United States and must 
disregard the question of the renewal 
of the commercial treaties with other 
countries. We must adopt a tariff pol¬ 
icy similar to that of the United State* 
And must also denounce the present 
treaty with the United States." 

) Secretary Stellar added that the 
Unltod States occupies an unfavorable 
position In the tariff question. She has 
tariff controversies with various coun¬ 
tries and would avoid a tariff war with 
Germany If the latter gives similar tar¬ 
iff treatment in relation.

Anti-Chamberlain Excitement. 

The AntW’hamberhUn excitement Is 
subsiding. The students of Erlangen 
and Strassburg declined to take part In 
a demonstration against the British 
Uolonfal Secretary, taking the ground 
that his utterances wer»» not Important 
enough to Injure the German army. 

The Government has decided to estab¬ 
lish a bureau of labor statistics, appar¬ 
ently similar to the one at Washington. 

Hauptmann's Jew drama, "Der Rothe 
Hahn/' which la a continuation of "Die 
Blb*-rpelz." had Its first |»erformance 
this week at the Deutsche Theater and 
was a disappointment. The crltl* s ad¬ 
mit that it has some strong passage*, 
but say the work is not even. The 
public received the play coldly.

Employe In Walter J. Bennett. 


WAY PRESENT STRUCTURE IS 
CHARACTERIZED. 


DISGRACE TO COMMUNITY. 


Jailer Fflanz Indorses the Report and 
Makes Suggestions For the Im¬ 
provements. 


ALL-NIGHT SALOONS AGAIN. 


The November grand Jury made Its 
flrml report yesterday and It Is mainly 
devoted to the presentation of the great 
necessity for a new county Jail. The re- 
ftort, which was eigned by Foreman A. 
H. Brachey and Indorsed by all the 
members. In sepftking of the need of 
the building, says that "as a place of 
detention of persens charged with 
crime, we regard it a blot on our boast¬ 
ed civilization und a disgrace to this 
community.” 

The water supply and sewage of the 
jail is characterized as follows: 

"The water supply and sewage are In¬ 
adequate, and tl>^ ventilation so bad 
that pronounced discomfort is experi¬ 
enced in summer and winter; as a re¬ 
sult of these things the health of the 
Inmates Is liable to serious Impairment. 
The limited space within the Jail causes 
tco great a concourse of prisoner* In 
the corridor* by bringing hardened 
criminals Into close association with 
others In temporary c<jnflnement for 
some minor lnfructlon of the laws; this 
companionship can only result In evil, 
as 11 offers abundant opportunity to the 
vicious elom^nt to propagate their Ideas 
and theories of higher crime. M 

The herding together of a large num¬ 
ber of prisoners. Is characterized as 
most deplorable, but unavoidable, and 
In thla connection th*e following high 
tribute Is paid to the management of 
County Jailer John K. Fflanz: 

*‘\W are of the opinion the manage¬ 
ment of the Jail is goood; the various 
officers appear to be alert and prompt 
in itie performance of their duties. The 
kitchen, corridors, cells are clean and 
in good order, and the food served the 
prisoners Is wholesome and properly 
cooked." 

"We wish to impress upon the minds 
and hearts of our people," further says 
the report, "and those who are vested 
with power to remedy the great evil 
of the antiquated place of Imprison¬ 
ment, termed TTlr County Jall,‘ that 
they are maintaining In this great com¬ 
mercial and manufacturing city, the 
(.ghuenth In population of the cities 
of the United States, an establishment 
for the confinement of lawbreakers, 
that l« unfit In this day for the purpose. 
On account or the unfitness of the pres- 
€-nt jail building, w’e are constrained to 
say thaf we believe It a menace lo the 
h alth of the Inmates and a school for 
the propagation of crime. We, there¬ 
fore, earnestly recommend the prompt 
building of u new Jail of a character 
creditable to the city of Louisville and 
Jefferson county, and hope early action 
will be taken to this end." 

"I heartily appreciate the Indorsement 
of my management," said Jailer Pflnnz. 
"but I much more command the gtand 
Jury’s recommendathm of a new Jail. 
My suggestion la this: 

"The front, or so-called new part of 
the Jml Is tn go d sanitary cumdlik/n, 
venttlit’on and otherwise. Th* rear, or 
old Jail, Is a disgrace. It Is lacking in 
every sanitary necessity—sewerage and 
plumbing. 

"The old Jai.I should be torn down 
and In Its plac^* tihere should be erected 
a three or four-tier mod rnly-eonstruct- 
ed addition, and thlw should b? orescent 
shaped In order to furnish ample air 
and light. 

"Thie work could be l*egun In the tot¬ 
ter part of the spring and eoni^d-iiiied by 
fta.ll without serlou* Inconvenience, os 
the number of lrmates then run from 
im to 125. We could acornn.modabe them 
in the rew Jadl. 

"As the county jailer I most sincerely 
urge that the proper city and c »unty 
auDlvoritlcs act nml act i»rotnpt1y in the 
cae •. And in thi*» connection 1 would 
suggest that a chapel be made a part 
of the new amv»x—to be used by tn4nf.$- 
ters of all Churches. 

"Aside from the questions of safe¬ 
keeping and health, I especially recom¬ 
mend thi's nddliUion bur the purpose of 
separating crlmina.1 fl-dgUng* from fult- 
grown lawbreakers* The yc^ung ore t<o 
apt pupils In crime. With errinrg d 
quarters we could keep them apart, but. 
os it te. they must mingle with Lie 
hardened and be initiated In the same 
sotexjl." 

With reference to the crimen Investi¬ 
gated, the report f*iy»: 

"We And a torge per (vnt of the 
cns?s In* stl?aifd by us during the 
month, wer*- eases of cutting and shunt¬ 
ing among the lower class of nejpi es— 
m>?it of surch owes* originating m the 
low rdtiss bar-rooms which th^y fre¬ 
quent. We -recommend that greater 
cure be exercised In the tesuanc? of 
saloon licenses and the suiqucsslon of 
•all night* saloons wb'ch are fruitful If 
crime." 

It is also recommended that the fHty 
Council pass ordinances netH*SMary to 
require railroad conipKnUes to rreot 
gates a.i dangemua cn«ss.' mgs. 

"The Irs* ,.f pfic* nt unguard'd erv^- 
Incs in Crescent IT.I1. Impels u*» to make 
this recommend at bon "

Has a New Chinese Cook. 


"The greatest event of the week for 
our little home was the arrival on Fri¬ 
day night of our new cook from Shang¬ 
hai. One of the missionaries engaged 
him for us. He has been cook or "boy" 
in the mission for years. It Is funny 
how the servants Just go the rounds. 
He comes to us for $4.50 (gold) a month 
and does cooking and "boy plggeon." 
You can never know what "boy plg¬ 
geon" Is until you have been in China. 
The "boy" Is usually the "main stay of 
the household"—he cleans the house, 
waits on the table attends to the lamps, 
oils the floors all over the house every 
day. goes on errands. In fact does ev¬ 
erything but cook and make beds. Out 
here a house Is not considered complete 
without a “boy." It makes no differ¬ 
ence how old he Is—"boy" signifies his 
work not his age. This "boy" has 
learned thoroughly to do either cooking 
or "boy plggeon," so for us he will do 
both. The old cook readily acknowl¬ 
edged that he had no sense about cook¬ 
ing. and that we had been both pa¬ 
tient and kind trying to teach him. He 
showed the new cook where everything 
was, and so relieved me of that task. 
These Chinese servants all have the 
same way of doing things, so a new 
cook can come in and go right on with 
his work and one scarcely knows the 
difference. You cannot Imagine what 
a perfect delight It Is to me to go to 
the table feeling thrtt everything will 
be properly cooked and nicely served, 
for he also waits on the table very 
beautifully. 1 do not have to give that 
part of my home life a single anxious 
thought, for he has proven himself ful¬ 
ly capable of seeing to It alone. I have 
had so much trouble tn trying to train 
nn Ignorant hoy who could not sp'.ak 
English and I could not speak his dla* 
| ec t—f or every province has Its own 
dialect—that 1 appreciate my trained 
cook more than I would otherwise do. 
But enough about my cook except the 
name, "Ah San.” pronounced like a in 
can and do not sound the n. It means 
No. 3. That Is the way Chinese boys 
are named, No. 1, No. 2, No. 3 and so 
on according to their arrival on this 
mundane sphere. 

"Dr. Trawick Is ev*r *0 busy now. as 
Dr Feam Is away and he has all the 
work to do. You s e? a call to the home 
of a patient here means so much more 
than it does in America. 1 mean os to 
the length of time. The chair-bearers 
have to be sent for then sometimes it 
takes an hour or more to reach the 
place A doctor in China does not con¬ 
tinue his visits to the patient untl. h* 
Is well or dies, and then sends in his 
bill, but he is paid each vte.t, nnd nev¬ 
er goes unless sent for. He never men. 
tlons money or sends in a bill-the chair- 
bcareis collect after each visit. It cer¬ 
tainly Is more agreeable to the physician 
than the American way. for l e is per¬ 
fectly sure of his pay. ’Hie coolie never 
fergets. Sunday afternoon Dr. Trawick 
was called to see a patient at the Chi¬ 
nese Imperial Custom*. Th»re are rto 
Chinese employed except as servants— 
foreigners entirely, nuctly college men. 


This Is a very elaborate system, embrac¬ 
ing all of China. I think.

He had come to invite us to 
a feast Aft<*r sipping his tea In the 
expressive way (making as much nois- 
drawing It In as possible) *nd Chatting 
(If you please to call It that) on th* 
u*ual subjects of the weather nnd flh^h 
like, he and his attendants took their 
departure, to call on Dr. iParker. pr. 
Trawick had Invited him before he left 
to call on us at our home, so as h^ was 
returning from Dr. Barker s. he met Dr 
Trawick at our gate and there was 
nothing else for him to do but to cal I 
on U4» at our own little Anglo*Chinese 
home. We showed him into our P r ^*Hy 
little parlor. He was much interested n 
the pictures and my growing plants, in 
our pretty big r*d lamp o* well as our 
pieces of bric-a-brac. In the dining 
room he was pleased with the cut glass, 
silver and chafing dish. We had tea 
brought In and served In some pretty 
little Japanese cups, so altogether m- 
was sufficiently entertained. He left 
and. of course, according to custom. Dr. 
Trawick followed him out to the street 
gate and saw him In his chnlr. The old

Some Things the Chinese E.^t. 

“You suggest that 1 give you some re¬ 
cipes for Chinese cooking. This Is al¬ 
most Impossible, for they have not Un- 
same things that we have. However, I 
will try and tell you of a few dishes 
which may be Interesting. Ah you 
know, rice Is the principal article of 
food for rlc h and |n#or, old and young. 
It looks strange to se»* a tiny Chinese 
baby— one In America th*.> Kami* ag** 
would be lying In Its dainty crib fed 


by a nurse or Its mother, while thin 
little Chinaman* Is trying to feed hlm r 
self his own rice with a Uny pair oC * 
chopsticks. These people eat very lit¬ 
tle bread, rice takes its place. There Is 
no bread like ours eaten by them. They 
do not eat rice with chopsticks, but 
hold a bowl of rice In the left hand 
up to the mouth like a cup and with 
chopsticks In the right hand—elbows 
out—they lltemAlir shove It Into the 
mouth. A Chinaman can eat three 
bowls full while a foreigner Is getting 
through with one. There arc two qual¬ 
ities uf rice—the white, like we have 
at home, and the yellow. The latter Is 
the food of the poorer clasHes, os it is 
cheaper. They cat a great deal of 
meat, and It Is generally deliciously 
prepared. They cook a fowl Just to the 
point when it can be brought to the 
table whole, yet can be ’carved’ with 
a pair of chopsticks, and It Is Juicy and 
nice. They use a vegetable oil—bean 
oil they call it—a great deal for frying 
purposes. In fact they use It entirely 
when we would use either lard or but¬ 
ter. At an ordinary meal for a fam¬ 
ily in moderate circumstances, they 
have besides rice from two to five other 
dishes. Our own Chinese tiffins, which 
we have occasionally prepared for us 
by the hospital cook, will consist of 
four or five dishes, usually a fish served 
whole and we pick off blls*just as we 
want them, each person with his own 
chopsticks—there is never an extra pair 
with the dish. Then there will be eggs 
cooked In various ways—one favorite 
way Is cheese omelet or finely chopped 
meat put on the omelet. A slice of this 
Is lifted up with your chopsticks, put 
on top of your bowl of rice, then your 
'bit* of fteh on top of that. Then for 
another dish they usually have ‘.sav* 
—anything like cabbage. lettuce, 
greens, beans or peas Is called ‘tsay.* 
They have many kinds of *tsay’ which 
we never have In America. Tins is < 
cooked In bean oil—of course. 

"Each kind of *t?ay* has Its own pe¬ 
culiar flavor. Another dish, a meut of 
which they are very fond, is wlmt they 
call ’so fun.’ It Is a kind of hash with 
little or no gravy. The m»*at te cut 
like potatoes when cut to fry ‘shoe 
strings.’ Instead of like our usual way 
of making hash. This Is searoned with 
oil. They have many kinds of oft with 
which they season things, and they use 
little or no salt or pepper. ‘Meat balls* 
te another ravorlte dish, and very nic# 
they are. They are boiled. If soup is 
used, they all reach Into the same big 
bowl with a peculiar little china spoon 
which Is given *0 each person. I do 
not recall a single vegetable which ws 
have at home on a Chinese table. The 
Chines** raise these vegetables, but en¬ 
tirely for us foreigners. They do not 
eat them themselves. Their fruits, too, 
are entirely different from ours. They 
have peaches, but they are not Just I ke 
our ’home peaches.’ The pears are 
beautiful to look upon and are Juicy, 
but have no taste and are hard, never 
mellow’ like those we have always been 
accustomed to see at home. Their per¬ 
simmons. which are ripe now Instead of 
after frost, are large und red and look 
like a tomato. Thv grupea rtre like 
California grapes and are really very 
nice l said I had never seen any 
familiar vegetable on a Chinese table. 

I w’as mistaken, they cat cucumbers, 
but not like we do. In early spring we 
see the children on the street*, tiny tot# 
three and four years old, eating im¬ 
mense cucumbers right nnd ten Inches 
long. imnvI and all. as they would an ap¬ 
ple. Think of It! one mouthful would 
kill an American child of that age. The 
Chinese consider cucumbers a gTeat del¬ 
icacy. and. really, they are ns nice nnd 
crisp here as wc find them nt home.’’

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GRADED LESSONS 
FOR SUNDAY. 

For several years the Idea has been 
fcalnlng ground among Sunday-school 
workers that graded lessons were as es¬ 
sential to the permanent success of a 
Bunday-schoo! as they are to that of a 
day school, and that the time has gone 
by when one selection from the Scriptures 
Is as suitable for the study of the little 
children In the primary classes as for the 
adults In Bible classes Graded lessons 
have therefore been prepared for several 
of the denominations, although a general 
series of the kind bns not been adopted. 
The International Sunday-school Associa¬ 
tion. the body which prepares the Inter¬ 
nationa! lessons. Is now making pluns to 
meet the new demnnd, and a forward 
step will be taken by It when, at Its an¬ 
nual meeting In Denver next June, a se¬ 
ries of advanced lessons for older stu¬ 
dents will be ottered by a subcommittee, 
of which the Rev. Dr. A. E. Dunning, 
of Boston. Is chntrmnn. Sentiment In the 
association Is by no means unanimous 
In favor of the adoption of this special 
course of lessons, and strong opposition 
Is expected from some of the conserva¬ 
tive Southern members, but there is lit¬ 
tle doubt of their ultimate adoption 
Along the same lines, a special series of 
lessons for young children Is to be pro¬ 
posed. to cover one year’s study. The 
plans for these were prepared by over 
fifty expert teachers, and the system has 
been arranged along tho best pedagogical 
lines. All the topics have not been de¬ 
cided upon, but half of the total num¬ 
ber of lessons are to be from the Old 
and half from the New Testament. They 
will not be arranged chronologically; 
will bring In some nature study, and will 
lead the children definitely toward tho 
two great church holidays, Easter and 
Chrlstmaa.

Following the suggestion mads by the 
Ecumenical Missionary Conference, which 
met In New York In 1900, an Interdenom¬ 
inational committee. In which Baptists. 

Episcopalians, Meth¬ 
odists and Presbyterians were repre¬ 
sented. has prepared a course of lessons 
on missions, designed to give students In 
a systematic way concise information on 
the history of missions. The actual work 
of preparation was done by Louise Man 
ntng Hodgkins, Professor of Literature In 
Wellesley College, who has Just returned 
from a tour among the foreign mission 
ary stations of the world. Six lessons 
are In the course, the general subjects 
being as follows: Paul to Constantine, 
Constantine to Charlemagne. Charle¬ 
magne to Bernard of Clalrraux. Bernard 
of Clairvaux to Luther, Luther to the 
Halle missionaries, tho Halle mission¬ 
aries to Carey and Judson. A text book, 
papers, tables, etc., have been prepared 
for the course, which Is being circulated 
by an interdenominational conference of 
women’s foreign missionary societies. It 
Is designed to follow this course with 
others similarly prepared, which will 
treat of missions In different countries.

FijThere are a good many very es¬ 
timable people who think that the 
ATnlted States are badly in need of a 
national flower. They can hardly deny 
Shat we have got along reasonably well 
without one. but they are quite ready 
to point out that we once had no rail¬ 
roads. telegraphs, telephones or many 
^Ether improvements now regarded aa 
ptecessarles of life. This familiar argu¬ 
ment proves no more than that we 
ahuuld be mentally hospitable to sug¬ 
gest Ions. rtut it remains to be demon¬ 
strated how the happiness of the great 
common people would be promoted by 
(the adoption of some flower as a na¬ 
tional emblem. 

Unhappily, if we concede the deslr-- 
ability of a national flower, or weed. 
We seem to have little prospect of ob¬ 
taining one. on account of the great 
differences of opinion with reference to 
iwhat particular plant should bo chosen. 
•The rose and the lily are already pre¬ 
empted. The golden rod, the cornflow¬ 
er. the laurel, the columbine, the trail¬ 
ing arbutus, the pond lily, the carna¬ 
tion find probably others have their 
r.dmlrers and advocates, but there 
poems to be little hope of an agree¬ 
ment among the various partisans. If 
they were fully at one. however. they 
would constitute but a small minority 
of the American people, who somehow 
refuse to be roused to their deplorable 
condition from the want of a national 
flower. 

r Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Fpringfleld Republican, has been mak¬ 
ing a study of this question with the 
gld of a recent book. It reaches the 
conclusion that only four countries 
have national flowers generally ac¬ 
cepted. and thiee of these are now’ one. 
England got the rose as a legacy from 
the "w'ars of the roses." Scotland 
adopted the thistle, though the reason 
I* obscure, unless It be because It 
matched the motto. "Nemo me impune 
lacvsslt’*—ro one hurts me with Im¬ 
punity. Ireland has the shamrock, 
which St. Patrick used to Illustrate the 
doctrine of the trinity. The same mo- 
tlv - seems to have prompted the orig¬ 
inal use of the three lilies of France, 
but the fleur-de-lis was the emblem of 
the Bourbons, now out of the royal 
business 

It would seem from these examples 
^thn» national flowers have not been 
adopted by popular vote, but, like Top- 
my. have slmpty "grow’ed." p. - 
thM affords the best way of treating 
th« question. Walt till something tx> 
®ur* to point out some particular flow¬ 
er as the peculiarly appropriate em¬ 
blem of our nationality, and It will 
pdopt Itself. 


Buller received the Victoria C’ros®. I have 
not spar* to tell the whole story here, 
| but jHitflce It that it was won at the 
dnhlobnne mountain, in Northern Zulu- 
land. Duller was the first to ascend this 
mountain In the gray dawn of the morn¬ 
ing. and when he and hi* force had to 
retreat before a body of 23,000 Zulus, and 
down mountain heights that tested the 
skill of goats, ho was the last to descend. 
Again and again he remained behind 
everybody else, covering the retreat of 
those he had sent down, and with s*.*ven 
men trying to keep at hay u whole army 
of tr'umphant foes. In that retreat ho 
saved the lives of no fewer than four 
men. and. In fact, earned the Victoria 
Cress not once, but four times. 

"Never has Uuiler allowed a soldier’s 
life to bo lost If by any chance It could 
have been saved: never has he retreated 
from the task of saving another man’s 
life because his own happened to be In 
danger. This Is the explanation of that 
awful seem* between him and the hapless 
Oapt. Carey, after that officer had fled, 
leaving the Prince Imperial to death at 
the hards of the Zulus. The story has 
been often told, but probably Pomeroy 
Colley's version is the correct one: 
•Where are your men?* asked Buller. 
‘Mow many did you loser ‘They are be¬ 
hind me—I don’t know’ now,* stammered 
the* unfortunate man. Then said Buller. 
savagely: ’Ton deserve to be shot, and 
I hope will be. I could shoot you my- 
s**tf ’ anu then turned his back upon hint. 
This reveals the stern side of Buller’s 
character." 

After this It need occasion no sur- 
rrlse that Gen. Buller hcllographed to 
Gen. White that If the latter had to sur¬ 
render his superior would share the re¬ 
sponsibility. nor that all his soldiers 
and the masses of the British people 
would sustain him in his position. The 
British love fair play, and the man who 
win stand by his subordinates Is sure 
of their esteem. Buller has missed the 
peerage that was once thought to be 
in his grasp, but to be loved by his sol¬ 
diers and b 5 * the masses Is an ample 
recompense for his temporary humilia¬ 
tion. 


Gen. Buller’s Popular Triumph. 

The fact that Gen. Itedvers Buller 
gblc to retain the regard and even the 
MtfOMNlon of British soldiers and British 
l people against dismissal from command 
i and the storm of criticism that has fol¬ 
lowed his luckless South African cam¬ 
paign is explained by T. P. O’Connor in 
gn article with the Irish Journalist and

pictures the veteran Buller as the most 
grtii.il of neighbors and the kindest and 
|pof-t approachable of landlords, know¬ 
ing personally all the tenants on his 
Flarg" estates, their families and their | 
histories and being idolized by them.

I *»To him. they have always been human 
beings, not serfs, ciphers, names or more 
rent payers. Indeed, this curious gift of 
fam.llarlty which Carlyle attributed to 
W rabcau, belongs to Sir Reavers Bul¬ 
ler. He has always been couscioua of 
gml mindful of the individual man. 


The Trouble In Colombia. 

It has been difficult to get any clear 
idea, of the reason of the right ng in 
Colombia. Such is true of most Spanish. 
American revolutions and Insurrections. 
Very often there Is nothing back of 
them except the ambition of same man 
to rule without the formality of gelt ng 
elected. Th*re Is some reason to be¬ 
lieve that the controversy In Colombia 
Is of a different character. 

The Colombian rebellion b gnn more 
than two years ago. It has attracted 
more attention recently simply because 
it has extended to a paw of the country 
from which It Is easier to get Informa¬ 
tion and because It has threatened the 
commerce of the world aerbss the TSth. 
mu» of Panama. The men concerned in 
the taking of Colon were few in num¬ 
ber. and their surrender need not have 
any notable effect upon the fortunes of 
the struggle, though it may suggest to 
the Insurgents the propriety of keeping 
aivay from the line of the railroad. The 
possession of that Kne is of no great 
importance to them, as U has been vir¬ 
tually set apart as an avenue of Inter- 
natilonal oomimeive. The capital of the 
federation, Bogota, is far inland, near 
the center of the country*. Approach to 
It by means of the Magdalena river has 
been denied the ^insurgents fer want of 
the necessary* boats, and the way over 
the mountains Is extrem ly difficult for 
an army. 

The line of cleavage In Colombia is 
betw’een two political parties, the Lib¬ 
eral and the Conservative or Clerical, 
the latter be r.g In power. The Literals 
In rebellion have a grievance cr think 
they have. They allege that the Con¬ 
servatives came into power by violence, 
when, in 1886, Nunez overthrew the Lib. 
eral Government by a coup d’etat. Hu< h 
an evenH is not so uncommon In South 
America as to provoke lasting hostility, 
but In this ense it was only the begin¬ 
ning. It Is alleged that Nun?z and his 
Connervut'lve succ:»5 »rs ruled In an ar¬ 
bitrary and tyrannical way. have de¬ 
stroyed the autonomy of the States, 
over thro w r n the Ibf-rty of the press, and. 
in short, converted the Government Into 
a despotism. 

These complaints Indicate in a ger- 
cral way the political differenc e of the 
two parties. The Conservatives favor 
a strong central government, which 
extends its away over the people to the 
diminution of personal liberty. The 
Liberals, on the other hand, favor a 
government like thart. of the United 
States. InFlst that constitutional restric¬ 
tions be respected, and demand the 
largest liberty consistent with order. 
They want freedom of religion and of 
the press, and oppose giving th? re¬ 
ligious bodies a monopoly of educitl n. 
Apart from th s? dIff retires of op n rn 
the Liberals complain of the way n 
which the Conservatives have ruled, as¬ 
sort that they have d isf ranch la#* d nlne- 
itenths of the people, have destroyed 
the public credit by repudiation, and 
paralyzed commerce by crushing duties 
on exports. 

As the people of the adjoining coun¬ 
tries. Venezuela and Ecuador, are di¬ 
vided between similar political parties, 
the Liberals In both naturally sympa¬ 
thize w ith those of Colombia. The dif¬ 
ference consists In this, that while the 
Liberals in Ecuador are very weak. 

In Venezuela they are in power. The 
Colombian Insurrection began In Sep¬ 
tember In the eastern part of the coun¬ 
try. This province raises much good 
coffee, which it Is compelled to send to 
the sea through Venezuela to Maracai¬ 
bo, for want of n convenient port In Co¬ 
lombia. This buslne *s Intercourse has 


tro, of the latter country, is accused 
of having an Imperial ambition, and 
there have been accusations that a re¬ 
public of South America was In contem¬ 
plation. Thus, while Castro Ik In un¬ 
disguised sympathy with the Colombian 
Insurgents the Conservatives of Colom¬ 
bia have been accused of stirring up In¬ 
surrections against Venezuela. It Is not 
believed, however, that Venezuela can 
afford to go to war on account of the 
Colombian Liberals, since she has trou¬ 
bles enough of her ow n. The Conserva- I 
tlve party Is strong there, and ready 
to get up an Insurrection at any favor¬ 
able moment, while the finances of the 
country are In chronic disorder. If the 
war be confined to Colombia It is Im¬ 
possible to guess when or how It will 
end, as the meager reports that come 
from the scene of hostilities are colored 
by the sympathies and Interests of those 
who send them. Should the Liberals 
triumph In the end It Is still an open 
question whether they will govern bet¬ 
ter than the party now’ in pow'er. 


The Struggle For New Tiaras. 

Where is this American competitive 
crowding of Europe to stop? 

For months the Europeans have been 
incessant in the expression of their 
complaint* and fears of the Industrial 
and commercial rivalry of America, and 
now there is considerable agitation In 
England over the pace that some of 
America’s vulgar rich propose to set at 
the coronation of King Edward. 

Mrs. Bradley-Martln, for Instance, 
who has ahvady gained considerable 
notoriety by the ostentatious use w’hlch 
she makes of her money and her hy¬ 
phen, has let It out that she Is having 
constructed for the occasion a tiara to 
coat a million and a quarter dollars, and 
that w'lll Just "lay over" everything that 
may be expected In the line of spring 
tiaras. 

Naturally this has exercised court cir¬ 
cles. It would hardly be too much to 
•ay that It has spread consternation 
arneng them. Sucb headgvar as thn is 
n«>t usually owned by royalty Itself, 
notwithstanding the fact that the es¬ 
sential qualification of royalty Is what 
Is on, not whJt Is In, the head. Indeed, 
a million and a quarter dollars is more 
than moFt of the members of the royal 
family and the nobility could save out 
of their estates, salaries and tips dur¬ 
ing a lifetime. 

But it would never do to let an 
American display the most gorgemv 
headdress at the coronation of a British 
King. The Queen, at least, must not 
be outdone. So she has gone down Into 
her e—safety vault and brought out the 
famous Koh-i-noor diamond, which she 
is having set In her new crown, thus 
making It the most valuable crown In 
the w’orld. 

This will doubtless block Mrs. Brad- 
ley-Martin’s little game. She may have 
the money and the desire to wear a 
tiara which ^hall outshine the crown of 
the Queen, but the Queen has the Koh- 
i-noor. and Koh-i-noors are no* to be 
duplicated to order by the Bradley- 
Martins, with all their money. 

But the other ladles who have been 
so flustered by Mrs. Bradley-Martln’s 
new’ tiara are not so fortunate as the 
Queen. They have no Koh-i-noors, and 
few of them could pay for or get credit 
for Koh-l-noors even if Koh-i-noors 
were on sale. Nevertheless, the dis¬ 
patches say that these ladles are mak¬ 
ing desperate efforts to avoid being 
outshone by Mrs. Bradley-Martln and 
her tiara. Princesses and Duchesses 
and such like are leaving nothing un¬ 
dine to escape such a catastrophe. 
They must have finer tiaras than the 
Martin woman. If they have to sell 
their old clothes and garden truck and 
do without new winter ragl&ns to get 
them—even if they have to deny them¬ 
selves matinees and chewing gum. In 
the very nature of the case they can¬ 
not dispose of their hushands to Ameri¬ 
can heiresses, and though some of them 
might work off a few elder sons on 
American girls, the time Is rather short 
to realize on such Investments. 

Nevertheless, we are glad to see that 
they are making such efforts to secure 
something to w'ear at the coronation 
that will enable them to eclipse the 
Martin woman. The Courier-Journal 
Is with them, and Is willing to go so far 
as to use Its Influence to Induce Mr. 
Richard Croker to loan them a few of 
the crown Jewels which he wears on 
his scarfs und on his dog-collars 1 . The 
coronation Is a British affair, and while 
It is entirely proper and becoming for 
Amcrkans to show their Interest in 
such an event, it is a very different 
matter when Americans push forwal¬ 
and try to hog the whole snow. Tnis 
time we are for the Princesses and 
Duchesses and the like, and we hope 
they will get their tiaras even If they 
have to bankrupt the kids’ savings 
banks and the tiara millin'rs to do It.

ITo the Editor of the Courler-Journn.1.1 
The recent contested election cases In 
otir State, and especially the Pratt-Breck¬ 
inridge case, where the claimant "sagaci¬ 
ously awaited a change in the political 
I complexion of th© court," are but cumu- 
I latlve Illustrations of the political parti¬ 
sanship oier the Judicial mind, which has 
manifested lts**!f throughout judicial his¬ 
tory, In the highest courts of the most 
civilized countries. It Is always to be la¬ 
mented when In times of political excite¬ 
ment the court is brought' into the dis¬ 
cussion and decision of questions con¬ 
cerning which great political parties dif¬ 
fer. 

The habit of respect for judicial tri¬ 
bunals and of deference for their de¬ 
cisions are founded In the conviction 
that the courts represent the great con¬ 
servative Influence of the State: that 
they are the culm, passionless final ar¬ 
biters of life, liberty and property; 
that they are charg'd with faithfully unj 
fearlessly ascertaining the very right of 
every cause, and "to execute Justice and 
maintain the truth." However passions 
and prejudices may kindle into flame the 
interests and sympathies of partisans, the 
Judges are supposed to stnnd serene amid 
tumult, unuwed by power, unmoved by- 
public clamor, their escutcheons not even 
dimmed by unworthy compliance or by 
any swerving in the path of duty w*.ien 
pressed by the "clvium ardor prava Ju- 
bcntlum." 

Blackstone wrote: "The law and the 
opinion of the Judge are not always con¬ 
vertible terms, or one and the same 
thing; since It may sometimes happen 
that the Judge may mistake the law.’ 
Not merely "somctlmea." but almost uni 
formly does this happen when the law 
stands In the way of strong political bias, 
This political partisanship of Judges is 
not always and necessarily consetou*. On 
the contrary, one of the chief difficulties 
Is that It Is accepted unconsciously; that 
It is so subtle and unrecognized In Its 
approach as to make the mind Incapable 
of fully weighing the force of opposing 
reasons; that it Ir yielded to, not only 
without corrupt purpose, but often 
against the personnl Interest of the 
Judge who succumbs to Its force. 

• • • 

Judges of all parties, and regardless 
of tenure of office, have exhibited both 
the potency nnd the quality of this In¬ 
fluence when deciding political questions. 
Able nnd upright Judges we have had In 
abundance, and It Is not a little remark¬ 
able that among our ablest and most up¬ 
right Judges have been found our most 
uncompromising partisans. When Judges 
are selected from our best lawyers, then, 
of course, the honest and able Judge will 
take his scut with well-deflned opinions 
formed already upon the great constitu¬ 
tional and fundamental questions of his 
time, and he will And It difficult, if not 
Impossible, to reconsider those opinions 
ami turn his buck upon principles woven 
Into the very warp and woof of bis life. 
The selection of Judges by popular elec¬ 
tions Is regarded by many as the frultfu! 
source of Judicial partisanship. But our 
Federal Judiciary, with Its life-tenure. Is 
far from showing in Its history’ that put 
ting a Judge In for life has made him 
"immaculate, unspotted, and unsuspect¬ 
ed." nnd preserved the bench and th© 
"footpace nnd precincts and purprtse 
thereof" from the intrusion of political 
Influence. No! to give a Judge a life, 
tenure does not extinguish in him parti¬ 
san temper. To a fearless and consclen 
tlous Judge a life-tenure may only In¬ 
crease the Intensity of his political bias 
by relieving him fr«>m the self-criticism 
that In retaining his political views h© 

Is In some way promoting his political 

mbit ion. 

• • • 

Under our form of government it Is a-i 
impormn* duty and function of the Judge 
to educe and declare the sovereign will of 
the majority as embodied in the Constitu¬ 
tions. State and National. The greatest 
vlecortes of our parties have been won 
in the Supreme Cburt of the United 
States, ns each In turn has been repre¬ 
sented there, and hus Impressed Its view* 
upon the ikvK’ons of that Judicature. 

The Supreme CNsurt has ben suce©5s've- 
ly possessed by three distinct phases of 
p-lltleal opinion. During Chief Justice 
Marshall’s long and honorable sirvitce th© 
grat majority of the Judges were rtron*c 
Fed rallRt*. und believed that In lb. main 
tcnance of the construction given by the 
Federalist* to the Constitution the safety 
oif the republic depended. On each of the 
chief tfwiie* — the coo«t!<uttonoUty of th© 
Bank of the United Plates. Internal Im¬ 
provements and the application of the 
constitutional provision prohibiting the 
8:ateo froan parsing haws violating con¬ 
tract* — as to which the two parties in 
those day© differed, the Supreme Court 
ruled with the F©dermlist*. To ray that 
the court wa* right In thus charging the 
Constitution with these high and central¬ 
izing jiowers Is merely begging the ques¬ 
tion.

When wc pass from questions of con¬ 
struction of the Cbrwrtltutlon to those of 
personal liability for political offense*, 
we find the tame exhibition of the political 
bias of our Judges, finding expression 
In their ruling*, from th© time of Just¬ 
ice Samuel Chase, tn the ms© of John 
Frie*. In the latter p«rt of th© eight¬ 
eenth century, to Judge Evans, In wha-t 
are known aa th© election caaea. Th© 
facts then, ns conclusively shown by the 
judicial records, must lead us to the con¬ 
clusion that so far as concerns routine 
political ism**, involving no great stakes 
Judicial impartiality may be relied on; but 
that so far aa concerns cases of excep¬ 
tional character and Involving great l*>- 
litlewJ ptakes. a Judge’s judicial opin¬ 
ions w’lll. consciously or unconsciously, 
b© Influenced by his political sympathies. 
And In such cases the interested parties 
are pron© to canvass the court, not ac 
cording to we'ght of legal learning or 
character, but according to political af¬ 
filiation*. 

It being settled, therefore, that Judges 
have always, and probably will always, 
continue to decide great political Issue* 
largely on political considerations, it !a 
folly to attempt to withdraw a case, su¬ 
premely and critically political, from 
politics by committing It to a court of 
justice. To take such Issues from a po¬ 
litical tribunal to a Judicial tribunal. Is 
not to relieve the case from politics, but 
to saturate with politics the court, it 
is to Infect Judges w'ith politics, with¬ 
out disinfect ng courts from partisanship. 
It tends t-o illcmte the people from the 
J mile'ary. resulting In a lo*s of public 
oonfidence, wTought by the court’s entan¬ 
glement In politics. "It Is plain." say* 
Mr Bryce, "that Judges, when sucked 
into the vortex of pol tics, must lose dig¬ 
nity, mpartlallty and Influence." In 
such oases the people come to believe 
that Judicial decisions arc* made a fea¬ 
ture of party spoil*; that politics lays Its 
hands upon the Judiciary and forces It 
to decide legal Issues on political con- 
sdderat'ons. as unreservedly as would 
committees of the legislature, or as the 
people themselvea If summoned to decide 
the questions at the polls. 

That a Judge should not be Influenced 
by partisanship 1* u proj»o8ltlon from 
which no right-minded person dissents. 
We are feign to place the Judge or a 
lofty pinnacle, unshaken mid the Burg** of 
rival greeds and party Insolence, looking 
with a single ©ye for the law, without the 
desire to please or the dread to displease 
anybody. Judges are aa other men. Ju¬ 
dicial clay will be found to be like all 
other human clay. Honesty and ab’)!t> do 
not exempt from weakness. Judges are 
human, and the only thing human tnat Is 
permanent und unchangeable Is human 
nature. We may say of those transferred 
from the bar to the bench, as Horace said 
of travelers. "Coelum non anlmum mu¬ 
tant qul Iran* mar© currant." 

Ours Is pre-eminently a Judge-govorn M 
country. In no other country does the 
Judicial pow*r compare with mat power 
In the United States. "Rfduccd to the 
last analyals. tho Intelligent and imparti”l 
administration of Justice Is nil there !# 
of a free government." Law 1* the meas¬ 
ure of civilization, and Its Just application 
the supreme need of society. The lif* 
and the glory of the country are to do- * 
pend not on armies or navies, not on 
wealth or commerce, not on population 1 1 
empire, but on the sentiment of obedience 
to law. The court muat depend for its 
authority upon the rerp vt and confi¬ 
dence of the people.

NO TIME TO REVIEW 
WORK OF THE COURTS. 


How the President Dealt With a Col¬ 
ored Applicant With a Jail 
Record.

The court had to define the meaning of

gard to rhe wealth, hah4:a or social posi¬ 
tion of the party; that foods put chafed 
by th© husftjand for hi* Individual ure and 
used by him exclusively constitue a family 
expense.” Under tbl* ruling a wife may 
be compelled »o pay her husband's bills far 
liquor and cigars—in fact, almost any bills 
he may choose to Incur. 

It Is often s*kl that If women were al¬ 
lowed to vote they would lose the legal 
prevllrge* they now possess, of which tho 
principal one is a wife’s right to be "sup¬ 
ported" by her husband, and freedom 
from legal liability to suj>port him. If th© 
Illinois deokrion had been given In Colo¬ 
rado, It wo-uld have tv.rn quoted every- 
w-hrre as due to the mahgMint influence 
of equal suffrage. But as a matter cf fact 
there la no equal suffrage State In which 
the prorperty law* have been made less 
favorable to women because the women 
t'homtoelve* are abi© to. vote on them. In 
none of uhose State-* can a husband com¬ 
pel lus wife to pay for hi* clothes.

WHY SHE ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


NUMEROUS MEMBERS OF FAM¬ 
ILY LIVE OFF ALEXANDER. 


ALMOST BANKRUPTED HIM 


Younger Brother, the Crown Prince, 
Has Terrorized Belgrade With 
His Disgraceful Pranks. 


WAS BEATEN UP BY A MOB 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 
New York. Nov. 29.—The cable dis¬ 
patches telling of Queen Draga's at 
tempt at suicide after severe maltreat 
roent by her half-crazed husband, Alex¬ 
ander I., and of the looting of the Serv¬ 
ian Treasury by the King, who is said 
to have tapped the public till to the 
cune of two millions—these stories of 
royal unhappiness and crime seem less 
extraordinary In the light of a Belgrade 
letter Just received that left the capital 
a few days before the above cables ar¬ 
rived in this city. 

The letter gives, in part at least, the 
’keynote to the situation: Draga and her 
numerous family have apparently com¬ 
pleted the King's financial ruin, and. In 
addition, set the people against the mon¬ 
archy by trampling on Ua rights and 
provoking riots in several parts of the 
country. There Is, in particular, the 
Crown Pr.nce by adoption, Lieut. Ntco- 
dem Lunjewiza. 

In the space of two short weeks this 
young blood set the capital and the 
whole Balkan talking by half a dozen 
truly royal extravagances: 

An attempt at manslaughter with a 
most knigntly and trusty weapon, a 
beer bottle. 

An effort to loot the Belgrade National 
Bank, where he has no account, by forc¬ 
ing its president to certiry a check for 
half a million. 

Causing a riot in a concert hall by 
compelling the leader to play.the na¬ 
tional anthem every time he enters and 
leaves, and going and coming fourteen 
times In succession. 

Making men and women kiss his hand 
publicly In the street, whip in handrand 
thrashing those who refused. 

Shocking a restaurant crowded with 
people—the Waldorf-Astoria of Beigf&de 
—by sending his mistress stark naked 
to mingle with the guests. 

And the King not only condotted thesi? 

I us li,u ml* * is Jokes, but .«• r 
punished persons objecting to jokes of 
that kind. 1 he name of the bank pi evi¬ 
dent. for instance, who refused to honor 
Nidodems fraudulent draft, was strick¬ 
en from the Hat of persons eligible to 
Government or civic honors—such Is 
the influence Draga and her endless 
coterie of brothers, sisters, cousins, 
nephew's, uncles and aunts wield over 
Alexander. 

Lieut. Nlcodem, who takes the place 
of the baby, which the storks failed to 
deliver last spring, is the Queen s broth¬ 
er and fifteen years younger tnan tier 
Majesty. Being a good-looking chap. 
Idolized by his sister, he is allowed to 
do what he please*, the King protect¬ 
ing him against legal prosecution. But 
autocrat and violent as Alexamie* 
be can t always shi id his adopted son 
from the flst-cuffs of enraged subjects, 
and more than once the neir to the 
crown of the Obrenovitchs, this royal 
highness by the grace or a former 
chambermaid, got a sound licking. Just 
now' he's limping around minus one toe, 
dexterously amputated in a saloon 
brawl by a lowly Servian who doesn’t 
believe in privileged classes. 

• • • 

Degenerates By Nature. 

At the same time It is but fair to 
•late beforehand that Nlcodem as well 
as his sister and the rest of the Lun- 
je visas are suffering from hereditary 
maladies and deserve pity raiher than 
condemnation. The father of the present 
Queen was an alcoholiBt and died in a 
lunatic asylum, while the mother was 
a well-known drunkard, who needed 
but to show herseir In the streets to 
attract a crowd eager to watch her an¬ 
tics. As to the abvtior of Draga's and 
JKs’i. • .n i ! me • and ra < ailii. ? King 
Alexander--who was at one time eager 
to “elevate” an American girl to his 
throne—he generally looked upon ms 
a bundle of violence, vlelousnesa and 
losa nity. 

The attempt at murder happened a 
lew days ago in Nischc. the second city 
in the kingdom, where Alexander has 
a summer residence. While the court 
was temporarily established there, Nlc¬ 
odem and his nephew, Lieut, Petio- 
viteh, Draga's sister's son, called upon 
their royal relatives and made them¬ 
selves at home In the “Kon&k" (palace) 
•Iso in the town, which they proceeded 
to paint a bright scarlet hue. Among 
other things they arranged Impromptu 
tioire races In the streets, deliberately 
ainu-diing the show windows of the 
principal stores by running automobiles 
into them, insulted women, thrashed 
peasants who came to the city to look at 
them and declared a holiday for the 
school children without consulting eith¬ 
er the calendar or the authorities 
Cr. the afternoon when th* court was 
to leave. Crown Prince Nlcodem and 
young Petrovltch. styled his Adjutant, 
entered the billiard room of a leading 
hotel, and selecting the principle table, 
which was occupied at the time, or- 
dtied the players to retire and make 
way for him. 

Seeing that his Koyal Highness was 
drunk and fearing his violent temper, 
the gentlemen compiled without pro- 
brt. "Correct.” shouted Nlcodem 
>ou shall now have the privilege of 
kissing mv I and.” 

The lackadalslcala consented to that 
Indignity, too, whereupon his Koval 
Highness took off his uniform coat, and 
throwing the same Into the face of 
Capt. Kethely, his superior ofllrer by 
tie way. cried: “Hold that for the 
Prince royal. You shall have a liter of 
*‘ n 'J «8<'h hour.” 

The Captain naturally objected to be 
made n clothes-rack, anil allowing th** 
ront tn drop on the floor, put ,>n his 
mimet and commanded Lieut. Lunjcvl- 
on . ro to the ^wracks and 
consider himself under arrest until fur¬ 
ther orders. 

The Assault.

Nlcodem threw himself on the unsus¬ 
pecting urmy officer uml belabored him 


with a beer bottle, holding about a 
quart. He smashed a hole In his skull 
and broke four of his ribs, before he 
could be dragged away. 

As Kethely lay on the floor appar¬ 
ently dying, half a dozen army olflccrs 
rushed In from the lobby and seeing 
what had happened drew their swords 
and made for Nlcodem and Petrovltch. 
who, It must be admitted, defended 
themselves with much courage. Cor¬ 
nered. the younger rake, was Anally 
disarmed, the sword being knocked out 
of his hand by a terrible blow, but the 
Crown Prince fought on.'slashing faces 
and clothes and smashing mlrrois and 
crockery. He didn't give In until the 
big toe of his right foot had been sev¬ 
ered by a sword thrust, causing him 
to drop his weapon for an Instant. 

At that moment he was caught by 
the arms by two waiters approaching 
from the rear, and soon lay on the 
floor writhing with rage and pain. 

The King, when Informed of the as¬ 
sault. ordered his Royal Highness re¬ 
moved to Belgrade by Bpoctal train, 
while Kethely was placed under arrest 
In the hospital “for conduct unbecom¬ 
ing to an officer.” 

The Crown Prince Is being cared for 
at the palace, and the people of Bel¬ 
grade sincerely hope that his convales¬ 
cence may last a good many weeks or 
months, so they may be rid of a public 
nuisance as long as possible. Mean¬ 
while other rascally deeds and Ashy 
transactions committed by Nlcodem are 
discussed freely In the capital; evidence 
of his Improprieties and moral turpi¬ 
tude are on everybody’s lips; all but 
the newspapers seem to be aware of his 
conduct. The newspapers keep quiet to 
nvold suppression, as the King threat¬ 
ened to confiscate any Journal guilty of 
the slightest criticism of his adopted 
son, besides sanding the editor to Jail. 
And a term of imprisonment In a Ser¬ 
vian prison Is not to be sneezed at. In 
this country few political prisoners re¬ 
turn from Jail, and those who do tell 
terrible stories of torture, hunger and 
long periods of thirst. But that Is an¬ 
other story.

Restaurant Escapade. 


A week or so previous to the Nlsha 
Incident a fashionable throng of ladles 
and gentlemen at dinner In the restau¬ 
rant of the Belgrade Waldorf-Astoria 
were startled by the appearance of a 
young and beautiful girl In complete 
deshabille—U couldn't have been more 
complete. 

The young woman had Issued from a 
"cabinet separee” connected with the 
restaurant by a door, and walked 
around the tables offering flowers for 
sale. 

Women shrieked, burying their fares 
behind bouquets and fans, some fainted, 
while their escorts called for the head 
waiter and proprietor. One old General 
attempted to throw his military cloak 
over the Impudent creature. 

Suddenly, above the tumult, there was 
a sharp voice: "Don’t interfere. She's 
a friend of mine. If she is prevented 
from finishing her tour of the restau¬ 
rant I will lose a pot of money." 

It was Crown Prince Nlcodem who 
•poke—the young n^ke had undertaken 
to provoke “the greatest scandal ev» r 
heard of in a civilized community" for 
a thousand francs, and won the money, 
as neither the hotel-keeper nor any one 
else In the crowd wns man enough to 
Interfere with the unparalleled specta¬ 
cle, which could be plainly seen from 
the street, and. Indeed, attracted a 
large mob outside. . , ^ 

Only the old General who had offered 
his coat to the beauty attempted to ex¬ 
postulate with Nlcodem for Insulting 
the best people of the kingdom he hopes 
to rule, but his royal highness shut the 
door In his face and told him to mind 
his own business. 

And when the chief of police brought 
the matter before Alexander, the King 
and Queen thought they would kill 
themselves with laughing, and. instead 
of punishing Nlcodem. congratulated 
him on his “ready wit.” 

• • • 

Trying To Loot a Bank. 

No wonder the Crown Prince's con¬ 
ceit Immeasurably Increased under the 
circumstances, encouraging him in the 
belief that he is above the law and 
privileged to do anything his fancy dic¬ 
tates. Writing a check for 600,000 
francs on the Belgrade National Bank 
was his next extravagance. That he 
had no account In that, or any other, 
bank, and was entirely unknown to the 
officials save as Draga’s brother, didn't 
trouble him In the least. He Just bor¬ 
rowed a blank check from th* 1 Queen 
and adorned it with a row of figures 
and his signature. 

The cashier looked at him In blank 
amazement. “You will have to see the 
president." he said, and to the president 
the Lieutenant marched with clanking 
sabre and noisy spurs. 

T am her majesty's brother and heir 
to the throne,” he said. "You will cer¬ 
tify this so your simpleton of a cashier 
can hand out the money.” 

The bank president didn't know of a 
deposit to that amount and asked for 
his royal highness’ bank book. etc. 

No details. If you please." answered 
the young man haughtily. "If neces¬ 
sary my secretary or Adjutant will 
attend to them later on. Meanwhile 
do your duty towards your future sov¬ 
ereign and pay over the money I asked 
for." 

The bank president, not knowing how 
to get rid of his visitor, asked for half 
an hour's delay, and Immediately com¬ 
municated with the ministers of the 
royal house and of the interior, learn¬ 
ing from these gentlemen that Nlcodem 
hadn't a penny outside of his pay and 
the allowance from his sister, the 
Queen. Consequently the check was 
thrown <iut. and Nlcodem also, when 
upon his return to the bank, he made 
a scene, offering violence to the cashier 
and president. 

• ■ • 

King Again Interferes. 

This time. too. Alexander took the 
part of bis dissolute adopted son, claim¬ 
ing that refusal to honor the Crown 
Prince's draft was nothing short of an 
insult to himself and would be prose¬ 
cuted as such if repeated. At the same 
time he punished the bank president by 
declaring him ineligible to hold office 
either under the Government or the 
civic ad ministration, which Queen Draga 
ad<J»d what she considers Irwmlt to In¬ 
jury by striking the banker's name from 
her visiting list. Hereafter the jnx>r 
man will, never be permitted to kiss 
Draga's hand or dance or dllne at the 
palace, or occupy a deadhead seat n<t 
the royal theater. But that Isn't till. 
Th*- King contemplates withdrawing the 
State funds from the bank, and is urg¬ 
ing his friends to recall theirs, while 
public officials are ordered to do go on 
pain of His Majesty’s displeasure 
Draga vowed to ruin ihv National Bank 
of Servla, nnd is doing her lev* 1 best 
to carry out her Intention.

Public Hand Kiss.

Because his slater may lay duim 
to this form of salutation by reason of 
her exulted rank, the so-called Crown 
Prince thinks he is entitled to the same 
mode of outward deference. It is a dial 
gueulng spectacle to see whfte-hulred 
ladles and gentlemen gTeet this ridicu¬ 
lous booby with a courtesy that *\ n 
the Czarina demands only on cere¬ 
monial occasion* and when seated *'n 
th# 1 throne Yet, a good many Belgrade 
people, particularly official* and their

Indies, submit to his unheard-of de¬ 
mand for fear of endangering their po¬ 
sition or of offering Alexander or Draga 
an excuse for venting their ill w.ll 
against them. 

One afternoon Nlcodem took up his 
stand on the sidewalk opposite the pal¬ 
ace. and there, cigarette In mouth and 
riding whip in hand, "held cercle," a* 
the courtly phrase has It, compelling 
passers-by to bow and scrape to him 
and kiss his hand Persons trying to 
avoid the meeting by keeping on the 
other side of the street were called to 
cross over and “do their duty," and if 
at all slow, the Crown Prince quicktfud 
their pace by cracking bis whip with 
significant gestures. This was too much 
even for Belgrade, long used to the in¬ 
decencies of her rulers* 

• • • 

A Telling Caricature. 

Next morning the dead walls of the 
capital were placarded with a telling 
caricature of the royal “enfant terrible,'* 
who* makes his footer-father nn<! 
his nurse tremble at his antics, while 
Mamma Draga peacefully slumbers on. 
This cartoon referring to the half for¬ 
gotten delinquent stork affair—the first 
of the kind publicly exhibited In Servla 
—threw the King into a paroxysm of 
rage and he would have punished the 
city by establishing martial law If 
the Cabinet had not threatened to re¬ 
sign. 

As to Nlcodem, he continued, before 
as after, to heap outrage upon outrage 
on the people. On the evening of the 
day when the caricature appeared he 
sent word to the biggest music hall in 
Belgrade to reserve a box for him. cau¬ 
tioning the proprietor to see to it that 
the national hymn be played upon his 
appearance and withdrawal, and that 
the audience, as a mark of rtspect, rise 
from their seats. 

The manager agreed to this for the 
sake of the advertisement, but the unan¬ 
imous deference shown him intoxicated 
the Crown Prince. After looking at th* 
performance for a few minutes, he call* d 
to the leader, ordering him to atop the 
music he was playing arul repeat the 
national anthem while he, Nlcodem, was 
going out. It was done, but half an hour 
later Nlcodem reappeared. Interrupting 
the performance and making the people 
rise Ln their seats, while the national 
hymn was droned out for the third time. 
And this sort of thing happened seven 
times in succession, the audience get¬ 
ting more and more turbulent and abus. 
Ive every minute. 

After the last intermission, as one of 
the favorites of the Belgrade stage was 
about to appear. Nlcodem again at¬ 
tempted to take a walk to the national 
tune, and the audience promptly lose, 
but In revolt. A thousand hoarse 
throats began hooting, whistling and 
heaping Invectives upon the Crown 
Prince and the unhappy woman, his 
sister, while more than fifty citizens in¬ 
vaded the corridor reserved for royalty 
and played football with the heir to the 
crown. That Nlcodem got out alive Is 
entirely due to the efforts of his mili¬ 
tary' escort; as It was he lost twn teeth, 
several handsfut of hair and the dis¬ 
tinguishing mark of his mili¬ 
tary equipment, such as sabre, helmet, 
epaulettes and decorations. Besides, 
one of his royal eyes was blacked and 
he was severely bruised all over the 
body. 

• • • 

Plaster On His Wounds. 

The'Servian law recognizing no privi¬ 
leged classes, the King had no means 
for punishing the offenders except by 
an act of despot Ism. which at the time 
he hadn't the courage to offer, but 
Queen Draga was equal to the occasion. 
To compensate Nlcodem for his pains 
she ordered the Minister of Finance to 
make him an allowance of five thousand 
francs per-month, and when he refused, 
pleading constitutional obstacles, she 
commanded the administrator of the 
royal civil list to advance the cash, 
pending the action of Parliament. 

The act caused the chief of the de¬ 
partment to resign, as this additional 
charge, small as It Is, threatens to un¬ 
balance the royal finances already over¬ 
burdened by Alexander’s and Draga's 
extravagances, and by the demands of 
the Queen's numerous family. 

Belgrade financiers having full 
knowledge of the situation predict that 
His Majesty will have to go into bank¬ 
ruptcy very soon unless heroic meas¬ 
ures for stopping the leaks are taken 
without delay. 

• • • 

Family of “Suckers.” 

Besides Nlcodem the whole Lunje- 
vitza family lives off King Alexander's 
bounty, though hi* majesty Is a niggard 
in all respects where his own self Is 
concerned. 

Madame Draga's elder sister was 
married to a small, but respectable, 
banker, named Petrovltch. with whom 
she had a lot of children ere Alexander 
espoused his present wife. But after 
the wedding a mere banker was not 
deemed good enough for the King's 
Mater-In-law, and the Holy Synod 
promptly decreed a separation from 
bed and board. Petrovltch got a lump 
sum and emigrated to Constantinople, 
while the Queen proceeded to put her 
sister’s menage on a royal footing, 
renting a great house for her and furn¬ 
ishing It with servants, equipages and 
horses galore. Next she provided for 
her sister’s boys, nm-ng them the Lieu¬ 
tenant mentioned, with suitable situa¬ 
tions and allowances, while the nieces 
were sent to high-priced foreign schools 
and academies, and clothed like Prin¬ 
cesses. 

As all Belgrade knew the Fetrovltch's 
past, the nils nnd graces they assumed 
with their present luxurious mode of 
living, couldn’t fall to attract wide¬ 
spread comment, and a.-* it leaked out 
that the King was footing the bill**, 
his majesty** creditors became anxious 
and pressing in their demands upon the 
civil list, whose administrator had be. n 
unanV to pay current expenses for 
some time. The worthy official’s pro¬ 
tests were unheeded, and drafts upon 
the royal exchequer multiplied um j 
Draga’s relatives luerea***! their de¬ 
mands. or m*w cousins and aunts 
bobbed up. 

Nlcodem squeezed several thousand 
francs a Week from his sister before 
he got an official allowance from hb 
sister and his Adjutant. Lieut ivtr*»- 
vltch, fnred nearly as well. Then there 
are Dragn'r- unmarried sinters, thr*** of 
them, who bad to be provided with es¬ 


tablishment* and means for traveling 
8broad. This item, t<">. made a con¬ 
siderable hole* In the royal revenues. 
Dtaga la also credited with having 
started a sinking fund intended to pro 
vide her sisters with marriage portions 
at some future time. Of course she ex 
r<-ct» to marry them to Princes of royal 
blood. 

As to small fry relative* of hers who 
regard the civil list as their legitimate 
quarry, there Is no end of them, Mika 
Popovltsch and Pala Marlnkovltsch, 
two cllenrtles* shysters of evil repu a- 
tlon being loudest iri their demands, 
and as they were implicated ln the plot 
to foist a bogus baby on Alexander, 
their royal cousin is entirely at their 
mtrey. But there are still other Mack 
mailers, persons Intimately acquainted 
with Queen Draga's past. One of them 
a woman of her age. recently married 
one of the high officials of the palace. 
Draga giving her a “dot” of forty thou¬ 
sand francs which Is a great deal of 
money In Servla. 

Add to ibis that si! members of the 
Lunjevitza family, who ate at all able 
to make a bluff at filling any kind of 
a position, were provided with paying 
sinecure* at the State's expanse, and 
there Is a somewhat complete picture 
of the situation confronting the king¬ 
dom. Leading Servian statesmen arc of 
I he opinion that a general uprising is 
imminent, the King’s arbitrary rule, his 
persecution of all person* opposed to 
Draga and her family, financial depres 
sion and the instability of things gen¬ 
erally, tending that way. 

• * • 

Charges cf Attempted Murder. 


At the same time It Is openly charged 
that the King and Queen were Jointly 
responsible for the attempt on the life 
of the late King Milan, that. Indeed, 
they hired the murderers sent to r»- 
sassinate their father and father-ln 
law. Whether this horrible accusation 
l* true or not. your correspondent Is un 
able to decide, but the evidence pro¬ 
duced seems to point that way. The 
plotters could never have gone to work 
as they did if It hadn’t been for the 
King's protection and concurrence, and 
that those caught red-handed were af¬ 
terward euffocatcd in prisons or tor¬ 
tured to death. *eems to Indicate that 
Alexander feared their testimony. 
Among the conspirators foully mur¬ 
dered In their cell* were Zlvko ArgH~ 
itch. Governor of Shabatz. and another 
high official named Knezcvitch. both 
of whom used to belong to Alexander's 
circle of Intimate* MIKO PRISTOF 


BOYLE'S OIL PROSPECTS. 

[Danville News.] 

The editor of the News, In company 
with a friend, a few days since took a 
circuit of the western and southern parts 
of the county In quest of oil news. 

Wo visited the old well that was sunk 
on the PorryvlIU battlefield In 1866. and 
Mr. Bottom and Mr. Camp, who kindly 
showed us the location, chipped some 
rocks from the ledge at the old hnsln. 
where It Is reported two Indians obtained 
their supply of crude oil for medicinal 
purpose. This roc* Is black with the ac¬ 
cumulation of the oil seeped from the 
crevices, and it Is suld In wet weather 
Is much more noticeable than the pres¬ 
ent dry season. Both Mr. Bottom and 
Mr. Camp were present when the well 
J was being drilled, and attest the discov¬ 
ery in course of digging of numerous 
pockets, from which considerable oil was 
taken. The well was sunk to a depth of 
about 760 feet, when the parties moved 
their location to hold another lease. While 
thus engaged they lost the right lease by 
expiration or contract. They spent shout 
$22.0u0 on this well, IKVJOO of which was 
paid for the lease. 

Six miles beyond Perryvllle a company 
is reported to be beginning operations, 
and In a short time will have a welt sunk. 

Returning to Danville by way of Junc- 
t tlon City, we saw at that place the drills 
In operation by Breckinridge A Co., and 
were told that they were working night 
and day, having reached a depth of only 
about 125 feet, and were going downward 
at the rate of 10 feet per day. We are 
I told that contracts have been made for 
from six to twelve wells tn different lo¬ 
calities. _ _

FOREST 

Reserve East of the Mis¬ 
souri Is Contemplated. 


A BILL WILL BE OFFERED 


TO PURCHASE 2.000.000 ACRES 
IN THE AP ALA CHIANS. 


A SPLENDID NATIONAL PARK 


Embracing Sections of Virginia, the 
C&rolinas, Georgia, Alabama 
and Tennessee. 


MR. BROWNLOW ON THE PLAN. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

Washington, Nov. 29.—A determined 
effort will be made at the coming ses¬ 
sion of Congress to secure the passage 
of a bill authorizing the Secretary of 
Agriculture to purchase 2.000.000 acres 
of forest land In the Appalachian 
mountains, within the States of Virgin¬ 
ia. North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia. Alabama and Tennessee for 
the establishment of a reservation to be 
know'n as the Southern Appalachian 
Forest Reserve. The main object sought 
by the legislation Is the preservation of 
the superb forest of the Southern Ap¬ 
palachian system, wlileh are superior 
to those of any other section of the 
United States. From investigations re¬ 
cently conducted by the Agricultural 
Department, It has been found that a 
greater number of Indigenous trtes can 
be found In a radius of thirty miles ln 
Western North Carolina than can be 
found on the European continent, or 
from the Attantlc ceawt to the Rocky 
Mountain plateau In this country. 

The project which would give to the 
South and East & national park equal 
to the Yellowstone In the far West, con¬ 
templates the expenditure by Congress 
of a sum of money not exceeding the 
cost of a battleship. Secretary of Ag¬ 
riculture James Wilson, who has given 
the project his unqualified indorse¬ 
ment. reports that the proposed forest 
reserve would. In the course of two or 
three years, become self-supporting. 

The establishment of a forest reserve 
Is deemed-preferablc to that of simply 
a large national park by which the 
area embraced would be taken from 
public use and development, and the 
forests, streams and animals preserved. 
The forest reserve Idea is that the 
great forest wealth of the region within 
Its boundaries shall be m&de use of; 
that It shall be protected by lumbering 
in a systematic and scientific manner, 
so that our great forests shall not be 
killed, nor yet madb useless. The pro¬ 
posed reserve would also serve as a 
great park, where the attractions of na¬ 
ture will not only not be done away 
with, but will be more accessible. 

Picturesque Region. 


vade Its quiet. They have come. Al¬ 
ready traffic In forest land is on and the 
railroads of the vicinity are loaded with 
lumber for the market. Let the people 
elt by with their accustomed optimistic 
apathy and before long the forests w*ill 
be gone, the water courses left to dry 
up the bears, deer and other wild ani¬ 
mals killed off, and nothing but a fad¬ 
ing memory remain of what is now a 
givat natural park. 

“The General Government ought to 
step In, before It Is too late, and take 
possession of the whole region. The 
Yellow’s tone Park, far away and to all 
but a few’ Inaccessible, should be sup¬ 
plemented by this natural reservation, 
which is easily reached by a majority 
of the people of the United States. 
Take your map and you will And that 
from Boston on the east, around by 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago 
end St. Louis to New Orleans and 
Jacksonville, and so on up to Wash¬ 
ington, every city on the Imaginary cir¬ 
cuit has railroad facilities bringing it 
within not more than one night'B ride 
at most of Asheville, the central point 
In the Blue Ridge and Great Smoky 
country. Establish a park there and 
the people from every large city this 
side of ihe Mississippi would be visit¬ 
ing It In large numbers at all seasons of 
the year.

A Great Opportunity. 


The region selected for this proposed 
reserve Is one of the most picturesque 
and attractive In the United States. The 
center of it Is that portion of the mount¬ 
ain district In Western North Carolina, 
In the vicinity of AsheviUe. It is a ter¬ 
ritory peculiarly adapted to forestry re¬ 
serve purposes. The Appalachians there 
reach their greatest height and afford 
their wildest and m#»t picturesque 
scenery. In that region are found the 
richest hard wood forests of the United 
States. These forests are largely in 
-their primitive condition. The northern 
and southern species of wood meet there 
and the ,*ropo«ed area emibraoea a 
greater variety of hard wood# than are 
found elsewhere In this country. This 
reserve would be In that region about 
w’hVch are situated the head waters of 
the Ohio, Tennessee, Savannah. Yadkin 
and Roanoke rivers. It is within a 
day's ride of nearly two-thirds of the 
people of the United States. 

Th* k re have been so far set as’de w^sd 
of the Mississippi river 70.000 square 
miles for national parks and fimest re¬ 
serves. East of that river there is 
nothing of the kind. If there Is ever 
to be a forestry reserve of the hard 1 - 
wxkxI forests of the country. It is point, 
ed out that now is the time to estab¬ 
lish it. These greet southern forest* 
are valuable. The lumber men is after 
them; they are rising In value steadily, 
and unless the Government moves goon 
It Will be too late to secure the area 
needed, with the primitive forests un¬ 
touched. 

• • • 

A National Proposition. 


"As an opportunity for conferring 
upon the citizens of the country a 
means of great enjoyment, this chance 
for congressional action is unique. But 
that would really only be an Incident of 
the work. In this land are multitudes 
of clear, sweet streams delivering wa¬ 
ter to the Atlantic coast and the Mis¬ 
sissippi river. The divide is in the pro¬ 
posed park. If the timber Is all stripped 
from these hills the streams w ill dry up 
and the ultimate loss will be serious and 
widespread. Leading citizens of North 
Carolina and other States adjoining 
have recently held meetings and form¬ 
ed themselves into the Appalachian Na¬ 
tional Park Association to push this 
project. It ought to go without much 
pushing. All that is needed is to set the 
people to thinking about It. 

“Looking at what the Government 
might do, and at what, on the contra¬ 
ry. will be done If the National Govern¬ 
ment doe* not come in and protect na¬ 
ture there.

He 
has urgently recommended the estab¬ 
lishment of the proposed reservation 
and through his efforts the Legislatuns 
of Virginia. North Carolina, Tennessee 
and Alabama have enacted law'* au¬

New York, Nov. 29.—When you hear 
a New Yorker say “Home Rule.” you 
may know that he Is talking about the 
excise question. No matter what other 
subjects may distract his attention 
from time to time Father Knicker¬ 
bocker always comes back to his old 
grievance, that he Isn’t permitted to 
say for himself when he may take a 
drink and when he may noL Just at 
present he Is raising a wall of appeal 
for local option. There Is no doubt 
that local option In New York City 
would mean the Sunday* opening of 
saloons under certain restrictions. The 
chances ln the Legislature do not seem 
very bright. Those estimable law¬ 
makers from the country districts, 
whom the New Yorker groups under 
the head of “Hayseed," don’t approve 
of Sunday liquor, either in their midst 
or in anybody eise’s midst. “Give me 
my beer on Sunday," says Father 
Knickerbocker. "No." replies Farmer 
Hayseed, “you must be good." “But i 
t want to be good by your stand¬ 
ards, complains the easy-going old 
gentleman In the knee-breeches. “You 
have got to," retorts the stem agri¬ 
culturalist. “We’ll make you good by 
» *iL al * ve enac *ment." Thereupon the 
banglng-to of saloon front doors is 
heard In the land every Sunday. Sim¬ 
ultaneously there is an opening of side 
doors, and the “Raines Law Hotel," 
perhaps the most potent agency* for 
Immorality that this generation has 
known, is in full swing. Any law that 
will wipe out these “furnished room” 
areas of contamination will eradicate 
more evil than an extra day’s opening 
of the saloons will ever produce. 

• • • 

In the preparations for the coming 
campaign for local option, political, 
social and religious lilies are curiously 
split up. The local Democrats, and 
most of the local Republicans are for 
more liberal excise law. But the up¬ 
state Republicans stand by the Raines 
law*, or rather by what the Ra*nes 
law* was Intended to achieve. Senator 
who is by breeding and training 
an up-State man. Is generally credited 
with rather severe notions regarding 
excise, while Gov. Odell l* a [iberal 
So the two great parties are pretty’ well 
mixed up. One would suppose that the 
Prohibitionists would be unanimously 
against any change that would give u 
chance of Sunday opening. Most of 
them are thus minded; there are n 
shrewd few who will Join with the lib¬ 
erals In the fight to have the question 
referred to the people. They hope to 
get a vote by the districts, each district 
to be a law unto Itself, und they rea¬ 
son to this effect. Every district has its 
saloons now, the best ns well as the 
worst. If each decides for Itself, while 
many will decide for Sunday openings, 
others will vote "no license,” and the 
number of saloon* will be greatly de¬ 
creased. 

Socially, also, there Is a curious 
amalgamation of Interests. The silk- 
stocking districts and the tenement 
region* stand together. The poorer 
classes are all for Sunday beer. “The 
rich man get* it ln his club." they’ say. 
"Our club Is the saloon. Give us the 
same chance he has." And the club 
tnan, for the most part, agrees with 
this view. Perhaps the most surpris¬ 
ing division of opinion is found In re¬ 
ligious circles. Fifteen years ago It 
would hardly have been possible to 
find a clergyman who would not think 
it his duty to his church and his can- 
•clence to combat with all his strength 
any law looking toward Sunday open¬ 
ing. Now* many of the Roman Cath¬ 
olic clergy, and a number of the most 
Influential Protestants. particularly 
those who have come Into persona! 
contact with the laboring classes, are 
frankly in favor of restricted Sunday 
opening. ^ #

Armed with those he secured a number 
of invitations from women who failed 
to Identify him with the scandal. Ho 
was ln a fair wray to •stabllsh himself 
in New York society when some mon 
who had known him on the other side 
came upon hi* trail. There followed 
Interrogations »*f the British consul and 
of the British embassy. Both dis¬ 
avowed any Interest in the man. In 
one week half a dozen dinner Invita¬ 
tions were withdrawn, a box party in 
his honor was declared off. and a 
coaching trip Indefinitely postponed. 
It is said that he will soon leave his 
uncongenial surrounding* here, and 
that those w'ho supplied him with his 
letters of Introduction will presently 
find themselves Involved In social com¬ 
plications of an International nature.

MURDER FOLLOWS 

QUARREL OVER A BOOK. 


Machine Set Up In Baltimore and Is 
Working Satisfactorily. 


Life-Long Friends Fall Out and One 
Shoots and Kills the Other. 


Chicago. Nov. 30.—A quarrel over a 
borrowed book was followed by a mur¬ 
der here last night when George John¬ 
son shot and kilted Robert Newltt. a 
life-long friend.

L EXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 28. 1901.— 
In a coxy brick building on the 
State College campus a corps of 
*ck?nU*t*. who stand near the 
top In their various ppeclaltles. busy 
themselves dally for the benefit of the 
farmers of Kentucky. Not only In their 
laboratories but In illy fitteri green- 

houses and on the 2<K)-acre experiments; 
farm, they work out problems which re¬ 
dound to the benefit of the agricultural 
Interests of the State. The building Is 
familiarly known among the cadets as 
the “Station building." In It are con¬ 
tained the laboratories and offices of the 
Agricultural! Expe-riir*."* “tatlon of 
Kentucky 

• • • 

What the Station Tells the Farmer. 

The Kentucky Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station is the fountainhead of In- 
fermotion on scientific farming in the 
Stele, and the scientific farming means 
practical and not theoretical farming. 
If a farnr.er wants to know how b*»st to 
fertilize his ground, a?nds a tatinple 
to the station, and after a chem cal 
analysis the experts recommend to him 
the character of fertiliser to use. If | 
the farmer thinks he has discovered a 
valuabk* deposit of some mineral on his 
farm, the nature of which he Is ig¬ 
norant, he sends a specimen to the sta¬ 
tion and the specialists there tell him 
what It Is and what Its vaJue, If any. 
If the scale U destroying his fruit trees 
or his apples are rotting, he writes the 
station, and the return mall brings him 
a bulletin telling the remedy. If the 
farmer thinks his spring water has val- J 
uable properties, he sends It to the sta- j 
tlon for analysis. If he wants to feed 
fodder to his dairy cattle, the station 
*'U tell him to what extant he may in¬ 
dulge without Injury to the butter. The 
station tells him how to feed hie dairy 
cattle and how to feed his beef cattle 
and get the best results. If a new In¬ 
sect pest develops to threaten crops, the 
station scientists begin experiment at 
once on methods of destroying it. and 
issue bulletins to spread abroad the In¬ 
formation. Sometimes as many as a 
hundred letters a day are received, ask¬ 
ing questions on farm problems, and so 
gTeat Is this request for Information 
that the department of correspondence 
is one of the most important features 
of the divisions of the station w'ork. 

The Kentucky Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station was organized In 1885. hav¬ 
ing Its origin In a resolution of ih»? 
Board o<f Trustees of the Agricultural 
and. Mechanical College to establish an 
experiment station in connection with 
the college. On September 1 the reso¬ 
lution was passed, and on September 
24 the Executive Oommitt-eo, acting on 
the resolution of the B*urd of Trustee, 
appointed Melville A. Soovell, at that 
time employed In the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, as director. A 
large room In the basement of the col¬ 
lege was set aside for the use of the 
new department, and here Prof. Scovell 
set up his laboratories and began ivork 
The next year the State Legislature so 
modified the fertilizer law that the ex¬ 
periment station was put In charge of 
Lhe fertilizer control of the State. This, 
through fees arising from analyses, add¬ 
ed to the meager revenue of the station 
a.nd facilitated Its work. In the spring 
tbe sajr^ year Prof. A. M. Peter 
fas added to the station corps of work¬ 
ers, bringing It up to a grand total of 
two. The twelve acres of tillable 
ground belonging to the college were set 
iisrlde for the use of the station, and 
field experiments were begun. Federal 
Lid has made the Experiment Station 


the same powerful factor In Kentucky 
as it Is In the other States of the Union. 
On March 2, 1887, President Cleveland 
approved the hill Introduced In Congr as 
by W. H. Hatch, of Missouri, granting 
$15,000 a year to each State for the 
maintenance of an agricultural experi¬ 
ment station. In connection with the 
Stuite agricultural and mechanical col¬ 
leges, If It was so desired. In 18S7 H. C. 
Curtis was added to the station force 
as assistant chemist. In June, 1*89. 
Prof. Harrion Garman accepted the po¬ 
sition of entomologist and botanist In 
1891 Prof. C. W. Matthews became horti¬ 
culturist. Since then additions to the 
station force have been made from time 
to time, until the following Is a com¬ 
plete roster;

The Purchase of Needed Land. 

The Hatch law gave a strong impetus 
to the work of the experiment station 
and one of Its Immediate effects In 
Kentucky was that It gave means for 
the purchase of land for the experiment 
farm. In 1887 forty-eight and one-half 
acres of land, two miles south of the 
city on the Ntchulaaville pike, was pur¬ 
chased. In the last two years one p:at 
of sixty-four acres and another of 
rlghty-nlne acres have been added, un¬ 
til now there are 2(#> acres of land 
used for the purposes of agricultural 
experiment. 

In the most general terms the work 
of the experiment station is to see that 
the farmers of the State are supplied 
with all the Information necessary so 
as to get the best possible results 
from his lands. The work of the sta¬ 
tion has so amplified Itself that a divis¬ 
ion Into departments has become neces¬ 
sary. The following are the depart¬ 
ments: Department of chemistry, cor¬ 
respondence. entomology and botany, 
horticulture, agriculture, fertilizer con¬ 
trol and pure h»od. Steps are now In 
progress toward the establishment of a 
department of animal husbandry. 

In 1898 the pure food law was put In 
charge of the experiment station. It 
hAs resulted in the establishment of a 
separate department, and the station 
agents go through the State, collect 
samples of various foods and by anal¬ 
ysis discover and prosecuate those who 
are adulterating. Butters are analyzed, 
and oleoma rgerine. which Is not 
stamped and sold ns such, renders the 
grocer llnbh* to prosecution on discov¬ 
ery. Samples of commercial fertilizers 
are also analyzed and the manufactur¬ 
ers are compelled to maintain their 
fertilizers up to the standard listed on 
It. The station is now experimenting 
with forty different varieties of wheat 
for the purpose of determining whether 
better results cannot be obtained than 
with the Fultz variety. which Is now 
generally used. Special attention Is be¬ 
ing paid to the Hungarian wheat, as Its 
breadrnaking qualities are very high 
and the flour sells for a dollar a bar¬ 
rel more in London than that from any 
other wheat. Prof. German Is carrying 
on a series of experiments to determine 
If the Hungarian wheat can be grown 
successfully In Kentucky.

A Fine Herd of Cattle. 

At the station farm .there Is one of 
the finest herds of Jerseys In the United 
Stales, several having taken the fim 
prize at the World's F'nlr. Choice ani¬ 


mals have been picked up here and there 
and the bull and one or two of the cows 
are imported animals. Records of the 
produce of the cows In milk and butter 
are daily taken and a series of experi¬ 
ments Is conducted as to the possibility 
of Increasing the amount of butter fat 
In milk by feeding and by breeding. It 
has been found that when a cow is fully 
fed, according to Lhe needs of health, 
the percentage will be more than in an

underfed cow, but that an increase of 
food beyond this point will have no ef¬ 
fect. By breeding a decided Improve¬ 
ment Ls shown, as hi the case of three 


generations o-f cow* that are now «»n the 
farm. The grandmother produced four- 
teen pounds of butter a week, the moth¬ 
er fifteen and the last of the three sev¬ 


enteen. showing the benefit of breeding 
to the highest class of bull. 

The Information of farming topics col¬ 
lected by the station and worked out In 
the experimental laboratories ls distrib¬ 
uted to the farmers in the form of bulle¬ 
tins. These are Issued at least four 
times a year and oftener if occasion de¬ 
mands. Ninety-five bulletins and ten 
annual reports have been Issued by the 
station. The reports and bulletins are 
freed as much as possible from technical 
scientific language so as to be easily 


comprehended by every one. Informa¬ 
tion of this character Is also carried to 
the farmers In the shape of lectures de¬ 
livered by Director Soovell to farmers* 
institutes In the various counties and 
the sentiment of the farming popula¬ 
tion of the State 1s such thaA Mr. Bco- 
v€ll has not received an unfriendly let¬ 
ter In several years. The buLloUna Are 
sent fr*e cf chat*-* to every f* *mer who 
sends Ms name and address to tha sta¬ 
tion for that purpose, and the list now 
includes over six thousand names. 








Spring Is always a dangerous season 
along the Missouri river, and much money 
has been expended for the Improvement 
of that stream, which has almost been so 
much money thrown away, so erratic is It. 
The fickle Missouri, when full to Its banks 
In the spring, has a habit of cutting acro» 3 
lots in any and every direction, demol¬ 
ishing whole farms in a day. 

This eccentric habit, which the Missouri 
liver has so sedulously cultivated, has re¬ 
sulted In som«< strange situations. Thus, 
s portion of the Ineotporated limits of 
the city of Omaha Is over Ln the State 
of Iowa, and dwellers therein pay taxes 
to the sister State. On the other hand, as 
If to even things up. Lake Manawa, a 
fashionable summer resort In the suburb* 
of Council Bluffs. Ia.. belongs to Sarpy 
county. Neb. Both of these incongruities 
were caused by the cutting of new chan¬ 
nels durlj.g the spring freahets and have 
been the cause of numerous litigations. 

Recently the Supreme Court was called 
upon to render a decision with regard to 
that portion of Omaha which Is over ln 
Iowa. North of the buelncss part^of the 
city lies what Is known aa 'Cut-Off'* Like, 
eo named from the fact that It orlglnully 
was the bed of the river until a sudden 
whim of that stream sent the channel In 
another direction and left thl* body of 
water In the form of a crescent lake. 

l»>hed & saloon In a boat anchored In the 
middle of the lake and attempted to defy 
the law. This brought the matter before 
the Supreme Court, which decided that 
the middle of the river was the boundary 


fine between the two State* and that the 
boundary changed with the changing of 
the channel. 

Then, by a peculiar wrinkle of the Ju¬ 
dicial mind, the same Supreme Court was 
able to formulate an addition to this de¬ 


cision by which the changing boundary 
clause was not effective In cases of •'cut¬ 
offs/' which has left the matter In such 
condition that no one, not even the law- 
yers. has been able to understand it. Ac¬ 
cording to the Supreme Court, a portion 
of Omaha still remains in Iowa, although 
the boundary between the two Sta'es. by 
this same decision, is a mile or more to 
the eastward

Makers Sell 400,000 Garments Be¬ 
fore the Cloth Arrives Prom 
the Mills- 


Four hundred thousand winter overcoat* 
of high grade have been turned out by 
the wholesale clothing houses of Chicago 
In the past two months, and every* gar¬ 
ment wus sold before the cloth from 
which It was made had been received 
from the ftillls. 

The present season's output ho* not 
only been unprecedented in the history of 
the city, but It puts Chicago for above 
New York as a clothing market, and 
rnak^s it tha leading overooat center of 
the world. 

Over a million people outside of Chicago 
will be kept warm this winter with over¬ 
coats made here during the present sea¬ 
son. 

In the last two weeks two of the lead¬ 
ing establishments have put out 60,000 gar¬ 
ments. and both ure at a standstill be¬ 
cause they find It tmtpossible to get orders 
for cloths filled by the mills os fast ss 
their customers demand the finished 
product. 

A canvass of the whole district by the 
Record-Herald disclosed the fart that no 
more remarkable proof of the prosperity 


of the nation ever has appeared than is 
shown in the books of these clothing 
houses. All show the same conditions, 
and every establishment is so swamped 
with orders that the mills are seriously 
taxed, though running to their full ca¬ 
pacity night and day. 

All the manufacturers, warned by the 
stories brought Into headquarters by their 
traveling men. stocked up at the begin¬ 
ning of the season with from 90 to 40 
per cent, more overcoats than they ever 
carried in advance of orders before. So 
large was this excess In some cai»es that 
heads of establishments began to fear 
that the probable winter business had 
been overestimated, but six weeks after 
the orders began to arrive there was 
not a cost left In stock. F.ve r since then 1 
It hs* been a scramble to serve customers. !

P ARIS. Nov. 12.—The affair of Mis* 
Stone, whose fate a*» I write still 
hangs In the balance, recalls to 
mind same personal experiences 
of brigands of the type of her captors, 
gleaned and Jotted down Instaivter. In 
a far-off corner of Europe. 

They are far-wandering fellows, these 
bandits; now prowling among the 
mountain fastnesses of Bulgaria, again 
sunning themselvea In the soft air of 
Southern Greece. Of ffiany bloods are 
they; but wherever one finds them or of 
whatever nationality or mixture of na¬ 
tionalities they may be, essentially the 
bnml<t are much alike. 

It whs In the northeast end of Greece, 
In the smiting valley that marks the 
Brec»-Turkish frontier, by the sacred 
spot famous for the memory of Leonidas 
and his gallant Spartan laddies, that I 
had my first confidential talk with a 
band of genuine brigands of the brave 
old school. They were nearly ninety In 
numbers, magnificent (most of them) In 
©caiturne, splendidly armed with the 
richly chased weapons that the Eastern 
races love; handsome, too, hi appear¬ 
ance. for the greater part, and all 
charming companions. In qualification 
of this last statement I must mention 
that I did not meet them in their pro¬ 
fessional capacity; I was a guest, not a 
victim, and they were off duty for the 
nonce, or, rather, they had temporarily 
changed their allegiance. Instead of ply¬ 
ing their dally business of forcible ab¬ 
duction of moneyed traveler*. They 
were enrolled as irregular combatants 
under the Greek flag in the war then 
raging against Turkey. 

As soon as the war broke out their 
chief, Mavroyenls. who had for years 
••covered" the mountainous district be¬ 
tween Lamia and Dbomokoe, hastened 
without any disguise to Athens, and of¬ 
fered the Minister of War the services 
of his band of twenty picked "Klephts, ** 
the terror of the rich Turks who still 
ride camels and pray In mosques In 
that border territory. The Minister ac¬ 
cepted gladly. These men knew the 
ground—wild regions of mountain and 
forest, and deeerted plain, where no map 
makers have yet penetrated. They were 
hardy and enduring beyond belief. Clad 
In the traditional fustanelle. like the 
kilts of the Boots, and carrying slung 
loosely over their shoulders an uncured 
sheepskin, they oould march for days 
without tents or other shelter, without 
any of the cumbrous baggage and cora¬ 
in Ism rat which regular troops require, 
and of which the Greek War Oflioe wai 
so entirely destitute. 

They were splendid marksmen and 
wonderfully deft In wielding the for- 
mld&ble yataghan; "a very distinct ac¬ 
quisition," said the minister, and so. 
with the assent of Gen. Smolensk!, 
Mavroyenls received full plenary abso¬ 
lution of all his peccadilloes and a war¬ 
rant entitling him to the title of Kape- 
t&noe with authority to form a flying 
brigade of Klephts to harry the enemy's 
flanks. To him were Joined two Cretans, 
chiefs of similar organizations, Kara- 
kltron and Chrlstopoulos. who had Just 
arrived with their bands In Athens on 
the same patriotic mission. The three 
K&petanol were stripped of the too mel¬ 
odramatic Heme of their costume, clad 
somewhat after the semblance of the 
regulars of the Helenlc army, and sent 
by boat to Agla Marina, the nearest 
port to their Chosen region. In & week 
they had formed a corps of splendid 
patriotic ruffians, numbering some days 
two hundred of three hundred, failing 
off sometimes to fifty or sixty, as the 
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chances of spoil or the whim of the 
moment dictated. 


It was curious to notice In their con¬ 
versation. In the long evening talks 
around the campfires, how absolutely 
they blended the two apparently con¬ 
tradictory sentiments, a burning love 
of country and an Intense desire of 
booty. They were as proud of being 
Greek, or as they preferred to say 
"Hellenes,** as an American is of hla 
proud citizenship of the great republic; 
yet they were equally proud of being 
"Klephts”—1. e. "thieves," for the word 
means nothing else, as witness our deri¬ 
vative "kleptomaniac." 

"Zeto Hellas!" (Long live Greece0 
they would cry with auperb enthusiasm 
waving their terrible yataghans In the 


red light of the fires; and "Zeeto hoi 
Klephtol!" (Long live the Thieves!) 
they would yell with the same fervor, 
making the mountains echo with the re¬ 
ports of th-Hr rifles, or the cracking of 
their Jeweled pistols. And they saw no 
difference. 

When I remarked this Inconsistency 
of sentiment In a laughing way to Mav¬ 
royenls he smfled charmingly over the 
little cup of coffee he held In hla hand 
and said: "What ch> you wish, my 
brother? It is our life, our trade. We en¬ 
noble It by glorying in It. If we were 
ashamed of It. It would be base." He 
further explained that he looked on 
himself as a kind of prlnoe without a 
definite throne or capital, and the peo¬ 
ple that fell Into the hands of his men 
were simply a kind of taxpayers; he 


never took more than they or inelr 
flamllke could afford. He never molest¬ 
ed poor people except for a lltlte pass¬ 
ing hospitality, which he said was glad¬ 
ly given. His bend, he begged me to 
believe, wa* much esteemed In the dis¬ 
trict. 

This remarkable statement, strange 
though It may seem, la literally true. 
The Chorlkoi. or small peasants In the 
valleys of Thessaly do absolutely re¬ 
spect and admire the Klephtol, looking 
upon their life as entirely dignified and 
as proving great courage and a ro¬ 
mantic spirit of adventure greatly to 
the credit of the possessors. This It is 
that maizes any attempt to capture 
these bandits so difficult. Wherever 
they may be. they are among friends. 
When the Archon of Larissa was cap¬ 


tured »«*mc six years ago by the terri¬ 
ble band of Chief Pappaklritzopoulos. 
and carried away with his secretary to 
Mount Othrya. the whole peasantry of 
the district became spies In the inter¬ 
ests of the brigands, carrying Informal 
tlon by night of the movements of the 
small army sent to rescue the officials. 
The fate of the Archon bodes 111 for 
Miss Stone, for. although the Archon 
himself sent a wrlten request that the 
soldiers cease to attempt his rescue, 
they persisted and did finally surprise 
the camp, only to find the two captives 
dead, stabbed by the ferocious chief 
himself Just as the Greek soldiers 
swarmed Into the brigands* fastness. 
The victims were amply revenged, for 
every single one of the Klephts waa 
killed In the dreadful struggle that fol. 
lowed. 

• • • 

Mayroyenls himself Is not, I believe, 
guiltless of blood. It Is rather hard to 
put so delicate a question to a generous 
and charming host, whose tobaoo and 
lamb's flesh one has shared, and w.-th 
whom one has taken the risks of war¬ 
time on the enemy’s border for many 
days. But once when we lay on our 
sheepskins at the rocky foot of Olym¬ 
pus, watching the Klephtol dancing 
hand In hand the solemn grave Romalk, 
to the accompaniment of the curious 
walling Eastern chant that from time 
Immemorial goes with the dance. I v*n. 
lured near the subject of hla persona? 
deeds: 

"You yo u r— If . Kapetanemou. have 
you not had to be severe?" The Kape. 
tnnos took the tube of hla nargileh from 
between his teeth, pointed It at the 


brigands dancing between the fire* and 
the scrub sparsely scatered over the 
grim sides of the mountain, and said 
very gravely: 

"They tell me, effendl, that this dance 
Is from the time of Homer." 

Bo we smoked In silence, watching 
the Romalk, and said no more about 
It Though a very young man, Mav¬ 
royenls* presence was very impressive; 
he had Immense natural dignity and 
the powerful gaze of a man accustomed 
to command. 1 have seen grizzled old 
veterans look as sheepish as children 
caught In some petty crime when their 
young Kapetanos delivered his mind 
to them on some breach of discipline 
or some strategic indiscretion. 

• • • 

One day an Armenian of the For¬ 
eign Legion who had. by the chances 
of war, lost his company and attached 
himself temporarily to Mavroyenls* 
band. Incurred the Kapetanos* wrath 
by firing a shot against orders w’hile 
we were lurking In the neighborhood 
of a pass down which It was thought 
the Turks might try to enter. Never 
had l dreamed that such fury was pos¬ 
sible. The Kapetanos. usually so gT&ve 
and dignified, became like a wild beast, 
roaring, raging, his eyes like blazing 
coals, his voice terrible with passion. 
The Armenian, who could not under¬ 
stand a word of the fiery Invective, 
was abject with terror. The whole 
company stood round absolutely cotved; 
we were like a lot of whipped curs. It 
was an unforgettable experience. I 
remember that, hours after the storm, 
the boy that had charge of the Kape¬ 
tanos* only luxury, his evening nar¬ 
gileh, had to be shoved Into his pres¬ 


ence by five or six of the men. so scared 
he was to approach hla terrible mas¬ 
ter. 

The other "chiefs," though duly ap¬ 
pointed by the Government, were 
ciphers by the side of Mavroyenls. 
Calmly and without dispute he settled 
every thing. The Cretan Captains had 
only to say "yes” and transmit his 
orders to their men. Mavroyenls had a 
kind of contempt for them, as being 
what he called "Slave-Greeks." that Is, 
Greeks from a Turkish possession, 
while he was a "free-Greek"—lefteros— 
and Kapetanos of a band of Klephtol, 
leftrol. they too. 

During the week or ten days I was 
with the Klephtol 1 never saw him 
spend five minutes In talk with either 
Karakltson or Chrlstopulus; they kept 
among their men, he among his. His 
followers, however, were on the beat 
of good terms with t’ie Cretans, and 
when food or tobacco was scarce, 
Thessalians always stood aside, rough 
"thieves** though they were, to allow 
the Cretans to have the pick of the 
stores. Karakltson and Chrlstopulus 
had both for years led their bands of 
guerilla fighters, the one near Buda, 
the other in the Interior from the 
Canea. and had verftably.kept alive the 


passion for freedom In a whole coun¬ 
try Inflamed by the constant tale of 
their exploits against the Turks. Their 
methods may often have been ques¬ 
tionable. for they frankly called them¬ 
selves Klephtol and practiced ' klepto¬ 
mania” quite openly, but their courage 
was beyond question and their course 
was not ignoble in Itself. It was not 
easy to talk freely with the Cretans; 
their Greek is peculiar, provincial, even 
archaic, and they also seemed sus¬ 
picious of the stranger massacring 
the noble tongue of Iiato. But they 
were extraordinarily polite. In a curious 
cold way. making pretty quaal-OHentaJ 
gestures of deference and salaaming 
with their hand half way to the earth 
w’hen one offered them a cigarette or a 
glass of ouso. 

Take It for all In all. It was a won¬ 
derfully Interesting w'eek. that week 
among the brigands In the mountain 
passes, watching for the Turk that 
never came, scouting In the van of the 
army that, had we but known It. was 
already smashed at Dhomokos and 
suing for the armistice that Inaugu¬ 
rated the dismal peace. A wild life, and 
hard, but sweetened by picturesque sur¬ 
roundings and gladdened by good com¬ 
radeship. In times of peace one regret* 
one’s war days, and there la at least on* 
more or less respectable citizen wh^ 
pines sometimes for the blanket on the 
ground he shared with a horde of law¬ 
less brigands. STEPHEN AUSTIN.

The Millionaire Wanted the Inn-Keeper's 
Plot of Ground and Tried To Force 
Him Out-The lnn=Keeper Beat Him and 
Took His Revenge. 
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[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.) i reL He would fight without bttierness. 


N EW YORK. Nov. 29.—On a small 
piece of sloping ground, front¬ 
ing on the Sleepy Hollow road, 
stand* a one-storied frame 
building, which a small argil designates 
a* "John Melln'* Inn." From the back 
windows of the main room there Is a 
magnificent view of the Hudson, as It 
makes a broad curve in Its seaward 
course; off to the right Ilea the old 
Sleepy Hollow cemetery; from the front 
one may look down on the village of 
Mount Pleasant, a part of Tarrytown. 
a*id up to the Pocantioo hills. The inn 
stands almost at the Junction of three 
roads, and an Insignificant Is the little 
building set In the side of the hill and 
partly concealed by a few houses that 
It cuLnnot be soon until one has ap¬ 
proached within a few yards of It by 
any of the highways. 

Just around the turn of one of these 
roads begins the front lawn of one of 
Melln's neighbors. Indeed. If th© house 
were similarly situated to the Inn, only 
the width of the Sleepy Hollow road 
would separate them. But the front 
lawn of Melln's neighbor Happens to be 
a half mile long, and altogether some 
16.000 acres He about the house. It Is 
Impossible to see Melln's little Inn from 
front porch, window or cupola of the 
palace of the Pocantioo hills, and this 
might be the reason why John Melin 
and his neat door neighbor. John D. 
Rockefeller, are not friendly—but It 
Isn't. The reason Is that Rockefeller 
sought to get possession of Melln's 
place, and the Inn-keeper not only frus¬ 
trated him, but carried the war Into the 
enemy's country and beat out the 
Rockefeller candidate last eta Jlion. 

Melln. the Inn-keeper, had the ad¬ 
vantage of being first on the ground. 
For eeventeen years his thirst-quench¬ 
ing establishment has been a familiar 
landmark In the neighborhood, and the 
smiling Bwede and his wife, who to¬ 
gether run the place, are known to 
everyone In the countryside for miles 
around. Mr. Rockefeller cannot claim 
so much on this score, though no one 
will doubt that. In the fewer years of 
his residence In the community, he has 
done more to merit attention than has 
his humble neighbor. 

Melln—"the only man* that ever beat 
the Rockefellera," as he is locally de¬ 
scribed—Is a big, broad-shouldered, 
slow^movlng. heavy-built Swede. 
Shrewdness and good nature beam 
from his pleasant, gray-blue eyes. His 
speech Is slow and mild, and what he 
says Is characterized by a well-consid¬ 
ered common sense. The man’s whole 
personality breathes forth personal in¬ 
dependence combined with a tolerant 
charity for others. One can see that 
hts flfty-flve years have mellowed in¬ 
stead of hardened him. He would 
rather be friendly with the whole world 
than quarrel with anyone, but there Is 
that tn the square Jaw and heavy-set 
eyes that tells of grim persistence to be 
apprehended, once he Is In a quar- 


perhaps, but with unconquerable ten¬ 
acity. And that Is what he has done 
| In his difference with John D. Rocke¬ 
feller. 

I "He fight me »i>' so I right him 
1 back." says Melln "I guess he s a pret¬ 
ty good man. Rockefeller. He does 
plenty good around here. I got noth¬ 
ing against him. but when he fight mo 
1 tight him back, I guess." 

• • • 

The trouble between the two arose 
over their both wanting the same thing. 
Being the richest man !n America, 
John D. Rockefeller Is accustomed to 
getting what he want*. John Melln Is 
by no means rich, but he has a habit 
of holding to What he gets, and he al¬ 
ready had that which the other John 
w*tinted—the little six-square-rod plot of 
ground wiiUb the roadside Inn on It. 
Possibly Mr. Rockefeller wished that 
particular spot to put up an arbor, or 
h lodge, or a barn on; possibly he only 
wanted It to get rhl of the Inn. At any 
rate, he w f ent about It In the * rung 
way. 

"If he canie to me. man to man." saya 
John Melln, "I most likely sell him my 
place right off. I sell it to him for less 
than 1 got offered afterward, too." 

But John the millionaire didn't go 
to John the lnnkeper with a man-to¬ 
man proposition. He sent an agent. 
The agent made an offer. Melln re¬ 
fused it. He made a better offer. Me¬ 
lln refused that. He went away. An¬ 
other agent came. This one made a 
still better offer. Melln questioned him 
shrewdly as to who he was acting for 
The agent went away. Iii a few days 
still another man came offering about 
twice as much as the place wras worth. 
Melln was bored. He asked the agent 
to hnve a drink and please not t&lk 
business any more. 

"I guess I keep my own place my¬ 
self.’* he said emphatically. 

The Agents reported back to Mr 
Rockefeller, and it Is a fair guess that 
he was surprised. But he wasn't beat¬ 
en. He heard that Melln's place was 
violating the excise laws. Shortly after 
private detectives appeared In the 
neighborhood and took more than a 
friendly Interest In John Melln's Inn. 
ThHr Interest culminated In the arrest 
of Melln and the closing of the bar. 
When Melln, out on ball, returned to 
the place, another agent came to him 
with an offer. The agent didn't get the 
place. But he got out alive, and that 
was something. 

They got Melln's license away ("I 
give them an old one," he explains glee¬ 
fully. though he doesn't explain what 
good that did him) and he decided to 
fight. He and his wife had been there 
for seventeen years; they were well 
liked and respected In the neighborhood, 
and the sentiment of the people was In 
their favor, but everyone advised them 
to give In and sell the place. 

"Rockefeller has a million dollars for 
every ten dollars you can ratae," said 
they. "You can’t beat him." 

"All right." said Melin. his big Jaw- 
petting firmly. "1 try It. anyway."

Oreat men are proverbially kind to 
children. In proof of this statement 
her© are true anecdotes of Ulysses 8. 
Grant and Cornelius Vanderbilt. 

Long Branch was always a favorite 
resort with President Grant, and one 
summer shortly after the close of the 
war he started from New York for the 
city by the sea. It was before the days 
of wholesale newspaper Illustration and 
cheap lithographs, and the hero of the 
late unpleasantness was not as fa¬ 
miliar to his fellow citizens as are the 
central figures of the Spanish-Ameri¬ 
can War to-day. Hence he was quietly 
and unostentatiously pacing the deck 
of the boat when he came upon a lady 
looking anxiously about her and clasp¬ 
ing a small girl by the Hand. 

Gen. Grant courteously raised his 
hat and asked the lady whether there 
was anything he might do for her She 
Informed him In reply that she was 
sending her niece to friends In Long 
Branch and was looking for some re¬ 
liable person to care for the child dur¬ 
ing the trip. 

"I am going to Long Branch, madam, 
and will be very glad to look after the 
little girl." said he 

The matter of ticket, baggage, etc., 
was quickly adjusted, and then the 
lady paused In evident embarrassment. 
Finally she stammered: 

♦•You are very kind—but. then I—I 
do not know who you are. Would you 
mind giving your name?" 

-Certainly not. madam." he replied, 
bow ing gravely. "I ani t*. 8 Grant 
And the "little girl" who has had 
children of her own at Long Branch 
this summer says that the trip under 
Gen. Grant’s care was made one of 
the most entertaining events of her 
childhood. 

Shortly before the death of the late 
Cornelius Vanderbilt a party of tour¬ 
ists from an Inland city attended morn¬ 
ing service at SL Bartholomew's, com¬ 
monly known as the Millionaires' 
church, and at the conclusion of the 
ceremonies remained In a rear pew 
watching the notable parishioners filing 
down the aisle In the party was a 
bov of perhaps six years who had inar- 
veiously beautiful brown eyes He fold¬ 
ed his hands, cl ad in red yarn mittens, 
on the pew door, and resting his chin 
upon them, gazed calmly at the pass¬ 
ing throng. # ... .. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt was among the 
tost to leave the church. He walked 
slowly and with the aid of a cane. His 
face bore grim lines of pain, and per¬ 
sonal fr'ends received but curt recog¬ 
nition. Suddenly spied the brown - 
eyed country child and he paused 
abruptly Slowly the lines of pain fad¬ 
ed from his fare. a smile formed about 
the grim lips, and resting one hand on 
the cane, with the other he gently pnt- 
♦ d the boy's head. Then he passed on 
with seftened look. th*nkir>g perhaps of 


the day when life was young to him. 
and he, too, wore “*ed mittens and did

One-half of the world’s production of 
coffee berries Is brought to the United 
States. Americans are the greatest cof¬ 
fee drinkers on the face of the globe 
now. and every year the consumption 
of coffee is Increasing here. 

Last year It was more than 800,000.- 
000 pounds for the whole oountry, or 
more than ten and a half pounds a head 
of the population. Germany and France 
together only conmimed half as much 


coffee. Germany leas than six and a 
quarter pounds a head, and France only 
four and a half pounds per capita. The 
United Kingdom used little more than 
half a pound of the berries per head 
of the population, but over there they 
made up for It by drinking more tea 
than any other nation. 

More than a million dollars Is sent out 
of the United State* every ♦reek In pay¬ 
ment for coffee. 8outh and Central 
American countries, which supply us 
with more than 600,000.000 pounds of

year, get most of the money. 
Porto Rico. Java and the Philippines 
get almost all the rest, but a little goes 
to Hawaii, where they produce a very 
superior brand of coffee berry. 

Lost year the total value of the coffee 
Imported Into the United States was 
about $60,000,000, and that was less than 
for several years, because the Import 
price of coffee has fallen about one- 
half.— [New Yor k Sun .

The Rockefellers take great Interest 
In road building.

It Is important, to 
i their Inters!* that the Road Comrnts- 
an tier should be In sympathy with 
them. They did not like the Hoad 
Coni mil si oner. William Hutton, and se¬ 
ll cured the nomination of one of their 
‘ own workmen, named Koosa. Hutton, 
though a Democrat, is an old friend of 
Melin, who Is a stanch Republican. One 
day he* came Into Melln's place, much 
i dejected: 

I "The Rockefellers are going to beat 
1 me, John," he said, 
j "Don't tat them." said Melln. "Fight 
j 'em. same a* me." 

"What's the use?" said Hutton; 
"they’ve got all their workmens 
votes." 

"All right." said Melln; "If you won't 
fight ’em. I'll fight 'em for you." 

He threw himself heart and soul Into 
the campaign. There was nothing at 
stake for him, but he wanted to beat 
John D. Rockefeller. Night and day he 
worked. At 6 o'clock In the morning 
he was on the road, and often would 
be still at work at midnight His wife 
looked aft©r the Inn while he traveled 
around getting vot©s for Hutton. Mean- 
while, the Rockefeller* were working 
hard for their man. No doubt they 
could, "by a judicious use of money," 
have got enough votes to win, but Mr. 
Rockefeller Is not a man who does that 
sort of thing. It was a fair fight and 
a hard one. The Rockefeller wagons 
carried the Rockefeller laborers to reg¬ 
ister. and afterward to vote. But when 
th© count waa over John I> Rocke¬ 
feller's man was beaten by twenty-four 
vote*. 

"When Hutton got the news." says 
Melln, In relating bis victory, "he come 
to my place an' he throw hi* arms 
*roun* me an* I throw my arms 'roun' 
him, an' he say*. ‘John, you did It; you 
can have anything I got;' an* I say. 'I 
don't want It.* an* wre both dance on 
the floor."

Probably Melln was th© happiest man 
In the township that night For sev¬ 
eral days following, the Inn was a sort 
of ratification hall. The successful 
candidates lost no time In congratulat¬ 
ing Melln, not only because he had 
been the one man who had brought vic¬ 
tory to them, but also because, in their 
election, he had brought to himself a 
greater triumph than had come to any 
of them. He had beaten John D. Rock¬ 
efeller. To the prejudiced minds of 
many of theae partisans, Melln’s vic¬ 
tory took on a gigantic significance, 
and they talked In large phrase* of the 
humble citizen who had defeated the 
alms of the most powerful Standard 
OH TrusL Melin, to them, was the 
modem 8t. George, who, single-handed 
and alone, had chopped off the grasping 
tentacles of the Pocantlco hill»‘ dragon 
and had forced it to flee from the limit* 
of th© Mt. Pleasant corporation. 

But Melln himself has no such no¬ 
tions. He understands how much the 
Rockefellers have done for the commu¬ 
nity. Now that he has won his fight he 
Is thinking of giving up the place. He 
talks of this entirely without rancor. 
His view Is that it has been a give- 
and-take. fair fight between himself 
and Rockefeller, and he harbor* no re¬ 
sentment at the thought that In the 
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get 


end his millionaire neighbor will 

his place.

LONDON’S HISTORY. 


That City Has Just Passed Through An Ex« 
perience With One of the Worst Visita¬ 
tions of a Costly Nuisance.

L ondon, not. to.—"Wherein w« 

beet flhe Yankees!" exclaims a 
London n«wwp*P«r tn ft mock- 
©xultont headline concerning the 
awtanlshlng fbg that lately squatted on 
LaOoo and stayed for nearly a week. 
Ttoe Americans might build better loco- 
motlrea, mors stiapely shoo and more 
OomtortAbl* underground railroads than 
IBngland, but America at Its beat never 
could produce a tog like the variety 
known us ''the London particular," or 
anything approaching thereunto. Bo 
gold the London newspaper, and U 
might a* wall be acknowledged that 
the boaot ta good.

{ has ever seen the real thing In London 
fog*, for the American season and tho 
fog season do not oolnalda. Well, the 
latest of these fogs was worth seeing, 
for It broke all previous records tn dura¬ 
tion, and l*y oust of life and damage to 
business it set London folk to serious 
consideration of the fact that the at- 
mosj+ierlo conditions In London are be¬ 
coming Intolerable In the winter and 
that something must be done about it 

Any one with a tawte for adventure In 
his blood finds something excltii* in hU 
first experience with a "London particu¬ 
lar." Five feta from on*'* own door¬ 
step la a new world. Strange shapes 
loom vaguely near at hand, while the 
familiar gas lamp that should be bias¬ 
ing brightly almost within reach appa¬ 
rently has receded Into the dlstnnoe, Its 
light diminished to a feeble red glow- 
The ouwtomary sounds of the street are 
out off, and are replaced by hoarse 
shouts of cab-drtvers. bridle In one 
hand, lantern In the other, prowling 
along the curbs and striving to learn 
where they are. 

Tn the blackest tog within the writer's 
experience, the light from the street gas 
lamp exactly ten toot from the window 
gradually diminished to a r&gu* lumlru 
eeoenoe, and then was hidden altogether. 
A sheet of the carbon paper used In 
copying manuscripts—es dead a black 
es one can find—was pasted on the win¬ 
dow and found to be Invisibly even two 
inches away, when the lights Inside the 
room were turned out Yet the hour 
was exactly noon. 

Not quite so black an that was (he 
great fog Just past, but It was Monk 
enough to stall trains as effectually as 
a snowbank, and to leed to many 
strange adventures and traglo deaths 

Alt the East End docks five men were 
drowned In one night, each of them hav¬ 
ing stepped off into the water while 
groping about in the fog. When the 
body of one of them was found. H was 
seen that he had torn the nails com- 
| pletely out of his fingers In his frantic 
efforts to climb up the side of the dock. 
Others escaped accident only by crawl¬ 
ing on tbetr hands and knees from one 
part of the docks to the other. Several 
people lost their lives through walking 
Into different open canals In London. 

• • • 

To minor accidents there was simply 
po end. On Westminster bridge, where 


the parapet te rather low, an omnibus 
driver was piloting his ponderous ve¬ 
hicle full of people in the middle of the 
road, as he supposed, when suddenly 
the ‘bus gave & sickening lurch and then 
began a series of wild Bound ♦•rings on 
the part of one of the generally .sober- 
minded horses. The bewildered man 
shouted to the conductor, who hurried 
forward with one of the lamps to find 
that the 'bus was stranded across ths 
footpath, dangerously near to Che edge 
of the parapet over which the "off" 
horse had gotten one leg. and was strug¬ 
gling to keep from plunging headfore¬ 
most. It was a serious question wheth¬ 
er he would n«d go over, deepite his ef¬ 
forts, dragging the 'bus with him. Most 
of the passengers were thrown Into a 
panic, but a few kept their heads, and 
by their united efforts the badly-fright¬ 
ened horse was dragged out of bis dan¬ 
gerous position. 

It was no uncommon thing for a 
householder, hearing strange sounds at 
the front of his mansion, to open the 
door and be confronted with the heads 
of two equally astonished horses, and 
there was horror unbounded among the 
members of the sober old Athenaeum 
Club, which absolutely refuses to ad¬ 
mit visitors, over the announcement by 
two or three Indignant flunkies that & 
hansom cabbie was endeavoring to 
drive his steed up the club's eminently 
respectable stepe. 

The mouths of all the harbors were 
choked with ships whose skippers did 
not dare attempt to land In the tog. In 
oonsequence of which thousands of 
wharfmen were Idle. Vessels that did 
try to get in or out'got Into trouble In¬ 
stead. Ordinarily hundreds of fishing 
boats come up from Gravesend to Lon¬ 
don In the course of the day, but dur¬ 
ing the four dayu when the fog was 
thickest only two arrived. Visitors from 
the country' who had left home with 
the sun shining brightly suddenly found 
themselves, when within a few miles of 
London, at a standstill In the midst of 
a fog that made It seem as if the car 
windows were covered wltH dark blan¬ 
kets. Some of them had to wait In their 
"compartments" for hours, only to find 
on entering the station that no cabmen 
would venture forth Into the fog unless 
offered an unreasonable price, and on 
one day there were no cabs at all. 
Strangers had to leave their baggage at 
the station and grope their way to the 
nearest hotel as best they might 

A friend of mine «ent a cab to meet a 
friend of hera. a lady who was to arrive 
on a train that night with her daughter. 
When the cabman left the fog was only 
moderately thick, but it soon grew more 
dense, and bv the time the train got In 
driving a cab through the streets was 
not to be thought of. In this predica¬ 
ment the cabby proved himself a man 
of raeouroe. Descending from his oab, 
which he left In charge of a boy, he 
took the lady on one arm and her 
daughter on the other, and after about 
an hour And a half of walking, groping 
and Inquiring brought them In triumph 
to their destination. 

There was one class that didn't mind 
the fog at all, and that was the blind 
men. These Incumbents of street cor-

ners promptly pocketed tholr begging 
cans and volunteered as gu’des, n serv¬ 
ice In which they proved twice as effi¬ 
cient ns the boys and m n with both 
eyes and torches, who offered to steer 
you across the street for "tuppence*’ or 
half a mile for one “bob," 1. e., a shil¬ 
ling. 

• • • 

The fog had a queer effect on thea¬ 
ters and theater-goers. English play¬ 
houses are apparently as loosely con¬ 
structed as Engl «h dwelling houses. On 
a particularly "thick" night theater au¬ 
ditoriums are so filled with fog that it 
will be almost Impossible to see what is 
happening on the stage. In this last 
fog three theaters, recognizing the Im¬ 
possibility of holding & performance un¬ 
der such conditions, closed their doors. 
Mrs. Langtry hud a terrible time. She 
and her company were giving their 
"Marie Antoinette" play at & theater in 
Deptford, one of the suburbs In the Ease 
End, where fog Is thickest, and when 
the star set out for the playhouse she 
discovered that her cabman would be 
able to take her only part way. She 
had to go several miles on foot and 
caught a chill, resulting in a cold that 
threatened to lay her up for tho rest of 
the aeae-m. 

The London death rate during the 
great fog went up alarmingly, the In¬ 
creased mortality being chiefly among 
persons suffering from pneumonia and 
bronchial troubles. The omnibus com¬ 
panies estimate that they lost $6,000 a 
day, partly because the 'buses were 
compelled to stop running some of the 
time and partly because passengers 
could not find them or were afraid 
to ride In them lest they be carried over 
parapets or down Into area ways or lip¬ 
ped over in collisions. Statisticians 
have figured out that in extra con¬ 
sumption of gas. In delay of business 
and In damage to property, the city 
had to pay at least & quarter of a mil¬ 
lion dollars a day for Its fog. The 
chances are that the whole affair cost 
London alone about $2,000,000, and that 
something like 1,000 persons met death 
who but for the fog would have been 
alive to-day. One can only guess at 
the number of others whose bronchial 
aliments were carried on to the danger 
point by the necessity of breathing an 
atmosphere that was to be had only In 
chunka Oddly enough, crimes, except 
suicide, are considerably decreased in 
time of fog. though It Is a moot point 
whether that la a physical effect of the 
fog. or whether would-be criminals are 
too busy trying to breathe to have time 
for anything else. One would suppose 
that thieves and pickpockets would 
reap a harvest on such occasions, but. 
on the contrary. It Is a dull time for 
them apparently. The police say the 
reason Is that the thief doesn't dare to 
operate for fear of getting hold of the 
wrong man. 

• • • 

London has suffered from this sort 
of plague ever since the Dark Ages. 
As far back as 1400 a solemn petition 


was laid before King Edward I. by 
the members of the House of Commons 
and Peers urging the monarch to in¬ 
sist that wood and charcoal only should 
be used as fuel, point ng out that the 
"sea coal." which was then coming into 
general use. “corrupted the air with 
Its silnk and smoke, to the great preju¬ 
dice and detriment of health." Tho 
Kin: consented, making ths penalty 
for disobedience a heavy flne, or, when 
the malefactors were brewers or dyora 
the destruction of their furnaces and 
kilns. Evidently, however, tho restric¬ 
tion was a hard one to enforce, for two 
years after this both wood and coal 
were burned at the official coronation 
of Edward II. The actual word "fog" 
appears first in the records of ths 
Sixteenth century. 

It does noi appear that the fogs hart 
been Increasing In frequency since 
those clays, but they certainly have 
lN»en getting blacker and blacker, and, 
therefore, more deadly and costly, until 
at Inst London proposes to do some¬ 
thing about IL No one seems to have a 
definite Idea of what It Ls that Is to be 
done, but the London County Council 
has appropriated $1,000 In the hops of 
enabling some one to find out. It has 
been suggested that the fogs be abol¬ 
ished altogether by bombarding the 
heavens ond causing a rainfall, which 
would at once clear the atmosphere. 
At any rate, the fogs could be kept 
decently nice and white and thus olear¬ 
ed of half the evil qualities that have 
given London winters a bad nams all 
over the world. 

• • • 

Scientists say that there Is enough 

carbon always floating about in ths 
London aJr to kill off half ths Inhabit¬ 
ants If It were to drop down on their 
heads In the form of coal Ths horrid 
total ls almost exactly 3,000 tone, most 
of It In the form of volatile carbon 
compounds. Any one wishing to ool- 
ket samples for examination can read¬ 
ily get them In quantity from his even¬ 
ing dress shirt front. Most of It passes 
out of the smoky chimneys which Lon¬ 
don apparently tolerates on the theory 
that chimneys In London always have 
smoked, so why should any one expect 
them to do otherwise in “violation of 
tradition?" 

There 1s a law providing a fins for 
manufacturers who do not use smoko- 
consuming appliances, but It ls rarely 
enforced, and the fines are not as oost- 
ly as the smoke-oonsumlng appliances 
would be. Furthermore, the law 
doesn't even pretend to touch the worst 
offender of all—tho domestlo ohimnsy. 
London wouldn't sacrifice Its grate flres 
for all the fogs In Christendom, but It 
may learn In time that there are gTAtes 
and grates, and that the kind in oom- 
mon use In English houses Is a waste¬ 
ful, smoky. Inefficient affair that ought 
to have been relegated long ago to the 
British Museum as an example of what 
domestic discomforts were In the Dark 
Ages. 

Once the smoke nuisance Is abated, 
London fogs will lose half their pres¬ 
tige, and the sun, which. It ls said, 
shines over the metropolis, will get a 
better chance to see the city onoe In a 
while. CURTIS. BROWN.

•Tbsokwood" Is a word whlofo at era© 
becomes associated with the someittmei 
odd. but always beautiful wares of 
H^kvood pottery. Its place of manu¬ 
facture In Cincinnati owes Its being to 
the gvmus of a woman. Early In the 
I 80s Mrs. Bellamy Storer, after years of 
leoe p ert m cnting In the decoration of cer- 
air-los, opened the pottery on East in 
avenue, dncrlnmati, In a large brick 
blilldlng. formerly used as a school- 
blouse This she called "Rookwood," 
after her father's country home on the 
hills shove the city. For several years 
Hie pottery was Simply an expensive 
luxury for Mrs. Storer, but the neces¬ 
sary financial assistance from her fa¬ 
ther and her keen determination and 
genius soon brought reward to the en¬ 
terprise In the form of a geld medal tn 
the Paris Exposition of 1889. About this 
time Mrs. Btorer retired, and the pot¬ 
tery, now self-supporting, passed Into 
the hands of the present company. The 
extraordinary merits of the beautiful 
and new American product soon be¬ 
came well known. As a result, the pos-

sides grow less tn height, but s grace¬ 
ful outward slope, another prewmro 
near tho top causes the sloping sldee 
to gradually approach a common cen¬ 
ter. Once more the mass grows taller 
and & slender beautifully curved neck 
Is added to tho perfect form below. An 
yet the top has no definite shape for It 
Is an ever changing mass of clay, now 
this, now that, In shape* 

Time and again wo see what may be 
the finish but in another Instant it is 
altogether different A Anger applied 
here and a slight pressure there cause® 
changes which mean much. Above tho 
slender neck the mass Anally widens 
and falls in the form of a broad gen¬ 
erous brim. Experienced hands on 
either side center It and complete the 
throwing of the clay Into the finished 
form. The vase as yet U not perfectly 
circular In many places so, after tho 
clay becomes Arm, It la transfered to a 
second wheel where Instruments, with 
mathmatlcal precision, remove the 
small, imperceptible bumps and hollows 
and inakx- the curves true and perfect. 
Of course, vases and wares not of cir¬ 
cular form and those with extremely 
slender necks can not be turned on the 
revolving wheel, but are cast in molds 
ns the many different handles, scolloped 
brims, trimmings, etc., etc., are coat 
The clay for these shapes is mixed to 
a thick creamy consistency and then 
poured Into the molds. The molds are 
nt»w placed In a worm drying room and 
the plaster of parts absorbs the water 
from the clny making It Arm and hard. 
A flight shrinkage of the clay makes 
It easy to remove the perfect torm 
from the mold. Large and delicate 
shapes are cast In two or more parts 
and afterwards assembled by experi¬ 
enced workers who blend the Joints so 
perfectly that the Junction cannot be 
perceived. So much for the potter's 
work. 

• • • 

No Patterns Used. 


The object sought after at Rookwood 
is to make beautiful things out of the 
simplest materials, and the decoration 
la no exception to this rule. The dif¬ 
ferent pigments are mixed with ordi¬ 
nary Clay diluted with water to the re¬ 
quired consistency and then the differ¬ 
ent hues are applied to the ware Tresh 
from the potter's wheel while still 
moist. It Is here where the individual¬ 
ity of each artist is shown, for abso¬ 
lutely no printing patterns are used 
and no two pieces are ever decorated 


alike. From the very start the clay 
governs the color to a great extent, the 
native clays being especially productive 
of yellows, browns and reds. These 
colors are modified by the decoration 
and by the glAze into sea and cucumber 
greens, blues and an Indescribable va¬ 
riety of wonderful color blendings. Aft¬ 
er the decoration ls applied the deco¬ 
rated ware in the unbaked clay form is 
A red once to vitrify and fuse all togeth¬ 
er Into a homogeneous mass. For this 
purpose It Is placed In large earthen 
Are-proof receivers called "saggers." 
These saggers are piled one upon an¬ 
other In the large kilns until the same 
ls Ailed to the door, which is then seal¬ 
ed with brick and clay. A petroleum 


Are ls started and the temperature Is 
increased gradually for two days until 
over 2.000 degrees ls reached, which heat 
is maintained for a certain required 
time and then allowed to cool gradually. 
In order to know the temperature at all 
tirr*s. small pyramids of specially pre¬ 
pared glaze known ils “segger oones," 
fusible at different temperatures, are 
arranged In the kiln, and these can be 
observed from the outside. Half a dozen 
or more are placed In each kiln, and one 
by one they melt down as the tempera¬ 
ture climbs higher and higher. When 
the last little pyramid shows signs of 
drooping, the Are ls kept uniform and 
the kiln ls allowed to remain at this 
temperature for the required length of 
time, and afterwards allowed to cool. 
The decorated ware has now reached 


what ls called the "biscuit" form, a 
dull matt surface, with the coloring 
fused Into the clay, and now a port of 
the wore Itself, capable of withstand¬ 
ing any amount of hard rubbing and 
even sandpapering. The effects of color 
at this stage Is often strikingly beauti¬ 
ful, but has but the slightest relation to 
what will be the Anal appearance when 
the transparent glaze transforms them 
Into rich arrangements of warm colors 
in deep and mellow tones. The biscuit 
ware ls now* ready to receive the glaze, 
for all Rookwood ware is unglazed, the 
glaze being applied after all the deco¬ 
ration Is done. The ware Is taken to 
the glazing room, containing large tubs 
of different colored glazes, and ls dip¬ 
ped. On drying the ware has a grayish 
white appearance; all decoration on the 


sam* become* more or less Invisible for 
the time being. Once more the forms 
look the same as when they left the 
potter's honda 

• • • 

Where the Artistic Work Is Done. 


To become thoroughly dried they are 
arranged on shelves In a drying room, 
after which they are ready for the Ansi 
and all-important second flrlng. It 1* 
here where the artist's skill Is shown. 
He works, not for what Is, but what will 
be If the villainous behavior of the kiln 
does not utterly ruin his work and bloat 
his fond hopes. The color that looked 
so flne when flrst applied assumes a

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very different appearance after the Anal 
firing. 

The dipped ware, preparatory to this 
final flrlng, Is set as of old on the little 
tripod points In the saggers, a custom 
long employed by the Chinese, but urlng 
a sand-bath to prevent the glaze from 
fusing the ware fast to the bottom of 
the sagger. Great care 1 b necessary to 
arrange them firmly, but not so that 
they will touch one another, for should 
they not be secured from collapsing on 
themselves when the Intense heat is ap¬ 
plied. all those that do will have a tell¬ 
tale mark, which surely brands them for 
the waBte pile. Thus the last look until 
Judgment day Is a careful one. It may 
mean the loss of hundreds of dollars 
and the color effects that cannot be 
duplicated. Haste here would mean 
waste In Its worst form. 

Now the time of peril comes; the 
fusing of the glaze with the decoration 
means everything. The result of hours 
of careful work hangs In a delicate bal¬ 
ance. The glaze may not vitrify prop¬ 
erly, the colors may run Into a blurred 
and meaningless mass, or barring these, 
the dreaded fire crack may ruin what 
w r ould otherwise be a perfect piece. As 
in the drawing of a lottery Intense in¬ 
terest and excitement prevail on the 
drawing of a kiln. Who knows the sur¬ 
prises that await the artist? Astonish¬ 
ing modifications of colors that the 
fused glaze produces, and new sugges¬ 
tions of color blending and effects that 
were never thought of before. Just 
what Is that spark of life that tends to 
combine form, color, decoration and 
glaze, that is Rookwood pottery In all 
Us peculiar and original effect. Every 
accident of the kiln ls utilized as a sug¬ 
gestion for new thoughts, new effects 
and new developments. The art ls ever 
pressing forward, and the pottery of to¬ 
day may not be that of to-morrow*. The 
rich, deep glossy browns, reds and yel¬ 
low’s. formerly so characteristic of 
Rookwood ware, now have new 
in the "sea green" and the "Iris" with 
Hs wide range of colors, in warm 
grays, delicate pinks and creamy wh tea. 

As In photography, the gl ‘asy print is 
being superseded by the matt, so, in pot¬ 
tery, a dull matt surface glaze has been 
developed, which alms to preserve ins 
beauty of decoration while developing, 
at the same time, the possibilities 
glaze texture. A still later develop¬ 
ment Is the application of metals upon 
rellei’O, modeled by the artists In con¬ 
nection with the painted decorations- 
This avoids that lack of unity of reel¬ 
ing or design ®o commonly eonoenmt-d 
In the mounting of pottery in menajs, 
and produces effectB aa new aa tney are 
beautiful. What place* tn ceramic art 
Rookwood has attained In the art world 


may be guessed from the awardtng of 
a grand prlx at Paris In 1900; a gold 
medal at Buffalo and the purchasing of 
examples by many foreign and world- 
famed museums as the highest example* 
of American t ffort in pottery making. 

This Is a brief review of the malting 
of the famous Rookwood xvare that waa 
started In 1890 as the private enterprise 
of an art-loving Cincinnati woman. It 
now possesses an international reputa^ 
tlon for possessing characteristics that 
are wholly original and artlstio,

APPLE CAKE 

This Is a good warm cake, or. by the addition of a liquid sa"*". It be¬ 
comes am excellent pudding. It has many names and variations. The moa sat¬ 
isfactory rule for making it Is to sift three and • n- -half level teaspoons of 
baking powder with one pint of flour, rub In thr»*« i* vel tablespoons of butter 
and mix with seven-eighths cup of milk and one beaten egg. Butter a shal¬ 
low pan. pour in the dough and spread smoothly Into the corners. Pare and 
core, cut Into quarters mildly acid apples that cool quickly and lay In tows 
across the top of the cake; sprinkle with sugar amd -bake in a quick oven. An¬ 
other way Is to cut the apples in eighths and set In rows with sharp edg** in 
the dough, sprinkle with sugar in which a balf-t*an*'>**n of ground cinnamon 
has been mixed. Serve with hotter ns a cake or as a pudding w.th th- f 
lowing sauce: Mix two level tablespoons of corn starch with enough cold wa¬ 
ter to make It smooth and stir Into one pint of boiling water: bo l five min¬ 
utes, add three-quarters cup of susar. one level tabb spoon of butter. tin grat d 
rind of half a lemon, one-half teaspoon of lemon flavoring and the b*aten while 
of one egg.

In the flttle thatched cottages of 
Donegal and Connemara looms and 
spinning wheels are busy manufnetur. 
Ing homespuns for royal wearers. The 
Kings and Queens of Europe have de¬ 
cided that these manufactures are fit 
for court attire, arid the peasants of the 
north and west of Ireland are reaping 
a gulden harvest. 

Two years ago Queen Victoria ordered 
a large quantity of Irish home-made 
woolens. This immediately created an 
outside Interest in the goods and a few 
weeks sufficed to set all the idle looms 
In motion. Orders are now being re¬ 
ceived from every city In Europe, and 
several lota have been exported to the 
United Slates. A lurge order recently 
came from Persia, and even in Aus- 
tialia the homespun is not unknown 
The peasants are rapidly be oming 
prosperous compared with their circum¬ 
stances a few years ago. The new mar¬ 
ket for their goods has Maimed every 
yard they manufacture, so that while 
royalty flaunts the homespun the cot¬ 
tiers are content with the cheaper mi l 
article. 

For hundreds of years the peasantry 
of Ireland clothed themselves m gai- 
ments of their own manufactui•• Lera 
than fifty years go no wedding was 
complete without a spiriting wheel 
heading the list of preten s from th** 
parents of the bride. Even in **poor 
ould Ireland." however, machinery has 
made such strides that had Queen VI •- 
tot la delayed much longer in p.ach.g 
the first royal oid*r for the homespun 
the sound of the | uni would not n w 
be heard In th»* land As It »b old 
wheels are being dusted and renovated; 
Angers that had almost forgotten the 
duties requited of them atv be ng 
quickened again to work, and young 
hands are rapidly becoming expert with 
I practice. 

The accompanying pictures are Illus¬ 
trative <*f th* homespun Industiy An 
attempt has been made to convey an 
Impression of the people • ngnged in 
the work, and also the houses in which 


they live. The workers are quite as In¬ 
teresting «s the study of the cloth they 
manufacture, and their abodes are al¬ 
ways a great attraction to the tourist. 

Donegal Is the center of the present 
activity in homespun circles, and the 
cottages along the mountain sides are 
filled with the hum of busy workers. 
The entire family spend the winter 
i months at reel, wheel and loom. When 
the days lengthen and the sun grows 
more genial work on the little patch of 
gtound necessitates a decrease In their 
production. Potatoes must be planted, 
a few cabbagr plants "dibbled” in the 
ridges, and a rood or two of oats 
j “trenched.” Then follows the huy-maU- 
ing season, with its delightful weather 
and cloudless sky. No matter how 
rr.^ny orders royalty may send for 
homespun these hardy hill folks whl 
"take things aisy in summer drty». M 
These simple peasantry like to please 
themselv**? and their pk- sure is usual¬ 
ly the fulfillment of a geneml desire to 
take their own time for doing things. 
They like the sunshine and th* growing 
meadows, tb*» green pastures /*nd the 
moss-covered banks: there Is something 
In the whltehorn that c«U« them to the 
hedge-row when It Is white with blos¬ 
soms. and not for gold would they miss 
the small birds’ chorus. Therefore. It 
follows that the homespun harvest will 
he reaped only when the wind moans 
and groans In the wicker chimney. 

A cottage owning a loom may ahvav** 
be known by Its unusual length. The 
loom Alls one end of the cottage which 
i Is onlv one story In height. Addlt onal 
floor spare for spinning wheels makes a 
greatly Increased frontage necessity. 
Tliis Is done at the expense of propor¬ 
tion and gives the abode a souatty ap¬ 
pearance that is deceiving. The walls 
of the cottages are whitewashed a cou¬ 
ple of limes each year and are remark- 
abte for their cleanliness. 

The machines used In manufacturing 
the homespuns are amaxlngly crude In 
appearance. They are very serviceable 
and enduring. In spite of their lack of 
finished workmanship. Looms are hnnd- 
nd down from one generation to another 
and th* secret of the age of mo«*t of 
the spinning wheels belongs to the 
workers of another time. All the ma-

Of the girlhood of seventy years ago 
I am able to speak from experience. 
As I was city bred, and that In New 
York. I cannot say how hardy may 
have been the discipline of country 
lasses of that remote period, but of the 
governing traits and ideas of the time 
I still retain a vivid remembrance. 

In the household training of girls the 
prescripts were rather negative than 
positive. A young lady even of six or 
seven must not do this, and should 
not do tha*t. These commands, wh» ti 
obeyed, usually led to the acquisition of 
careful and somewhat formal manneis. 
The absence of sprmtAr.ie >' thus culti¬ 
vated may have imd some share In 
forming the returnee of the per.od. 
which was one of weakness rather than 
strength. Its heroin s were usually 
characterized by morbid sentiment, en¬ 
hanced by Infirm health. The delicate 
creatures who fainted away on every 
occasion which called for courage and 
endurance, the lovelorn maidens who. 
failing of the wjsbed-for correspond¬ 
ence of affection, at once fell Into a 
rapid decline—these were prominent 
features in toe fiction, poetry and prose 
of sixty years ago. The changes In 
this respect which we now* observe ap¬ 
pear to me wonderful Indeed. Truly, 
wisdom has her miracles, seen In the 
progress of human thought. The Ideals 
of to-day for women are ideals of 
health, of strength, of self-reliance. 

The disturbances of French society in 
the earlier decades of the last century 
had caused a number of persons of that 
nationality to seek employment in New 
York. Among thes • was a lady who 
bore the historic name of Fabre. I 
must hav* had my first French lessons 
from her before I was well at home 
with the alphabet, as I remember be¬ 
ing called upon to speak French before 
1 was able to read. A tutor of the same 
nationality gave me my first lessons 
in Lit n. I recollect he Insisted that 
the Almighty In prayer should always 
be addressed ns "you*,* the pronoun 
"thou" Implying ari unwarrantable as¬ 
sumption of famlllaj-Jty. 

My early education was conducted by 
a governess, whose strong points were 
a taste for elocution, and the cultiva¬ 
tion of memory by a process which was 
then called mnemonics. At the age of 
nine years I was sent to a private 
school Just started by a lady who had 
once been prominent in New York sn- 
cjely. The school drill of that day 
consisted largely In the recitation of 
lessons committed to memory from text 
books. The first one given to me un¬ 
der this dispensation was "Palsy's 
Moral Philosophy." w'hleh I managed 
to recite in parrot fashion. I was glad 
when, having come to the end of this 1 
treatise, we passed on to "Mrs IVs 
Conversations on Chemistry," an en¬ 
tertaining work. full, however, of the 
details of experiments which were nev¬ 
er shown us. Passing to another school 
1 began the study of geometry, and 
also enjoyed x course of lectures on 
world history, given by a Mr. Bost- 
w*li*k, whese excellent chart antedated 
that of G n. Bern, so much admired In 
later years. 

The writing of compositions was one 
of the tortures inflicted upon the pupils 
of that time. To <ks«*nnt upon Fame. 
Courage. Poetry. History was difficult 
for children unaccustomed to the con¬ 
sideration of such topics. I sometimes 
handed in a copy of verses, which osico 
caused our principal to remark: "Julia 
Is quit* a dabster at rhyming." 

Spelling and English grammar were 
diligently studied. Our lessons In pars¬ 
ing were sometimes taken from Uow- 
pers "Task.” oftener from Milton’s 
"Paradise Lost ” Of the various text 
books then in use I recall with pleasure 
Blair’s Rhetoric, Hedge’s Logic, and n 
work of Abercrombie’s on "The Intel¬ 
lectual Faculties." To these I must add 
a “Political Class Book.” written by 
William Sullivan, of Boston, In which 
was given a very clear account of the 
principles and working of our Govern¬ 
ment 

The formation of handwriting receiv¬ 
ed considerable attention. New York 
offered many facilities for the study of 
foreign languages. Of these Italian 
and German most attracted me. I left 

.. 
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school at the age of sixteen with a men¬ 
tal determination to add to my slender 
stock of knowledge by a strenuous pur¬ 
suit of studies at home. In this I was 
fortunate to have the assistance of a 
very competent tutor. 

In the days of my youth young la¬ 
dles usually went Into society at the 
age of eighteen. Balls were given in 
private houses, the strictly fashionable 
circle of that time being small enough 
to make this possible. For these occa¬ 
sions the parlor carpets were usually 
removed, the floor smooth planed and 
sometimes adorned with designs in col¬ 
ored chalk. The moms were lit with 
wax candles, and the number of these 
was much considered In the estimation 
of the entertainment given. I remem¬ 
ber a bachelor who was wont to pervade 
the ball rooms of tny youth wearing 
a very serious expression of counte¬ 
nance. One might have supposed him 
to be occupied with reflections upon the 
vanity of the scene before him. It was 
presently ascertained that he busied 
himself with counting the number of 
lights, as he would address himself to 
one or other of the guests, saying. 
"There are Just one hundred and fifty 
candles In these rooms. At Mrs. S.’s 
ball I counted two hundred." 

In those days the region of Broad¬ 
way in New York, now wholly given 
up to business, was a sort of debatable 
grand, on which belles and bachelors 
walked together, discussed the last 
drama or concert, and took careful noie 
of the costumes of those whom they 
met. Into this region the chaperon, 
elsewhere indispensable, did not enter. 

The milliner was an important func¬ 
tionary in my little old New York, and 
the headgear proper to th* several sea¬ 
sons occupied us more. T fear, than the 
Inward adornment commended by bt- 
Paul. Easter Sunday was much ob¬ 
served in regard to bonnets, especially 
In the congregations of the Episcopal 
churches. We went to the Easter serv¬ 
ice freshly adorned and glanced eager¬ 
ly through aisles and galleries, tak¬ 
ing note of the array of our fellow 
worshipers. . 

Appearance at church was much 
thought of. and hrtdes always niaue 
their debut in bridal bonnets of white 
rllk or satin. Anniversary week was 
for us a sober carnival. The most pop¬ 
ular meetings were held In Broadway 
Tabernacle. Many parents disapproved 
of what they called "the gay world. 
The daughters of such families old not 
attend th«* balls of fashionable society, 
but moved In nn ‘ntlmate. friendly 
circle, often Interesting themselves In 
church work But girls of both de¬ 
scriptions. grave as well as gay. at¬ 
tended the anniversaries In their best 
spring attire, and listened to wonder¬ 
ful statements from returned mission¬ 
aries. or to fervent exhortations from 
frpuiar preachers 

In general society the waltz was dis¬ 
allowed by fathers of the stricter sort 
As the German element became more 
recognized among us the round dances 
made their way more and more. No 
chairs were provided for the german, 
hut th* dancers stood In a circle and 
lhe dance Itself scarcely occupied more 
than one hour. Fashionable dinners 
began at G o’clock, or possibly half an 
•hour later.

The educational routine already de¬ 
scribed differs but little from that pur- 
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sued In the school days of my daugh¬ 
ters. In these. It is true, the study of 
English grammar gave place to that of 
the Latin tongue. Spelling was no 
longer so strictly considered, a theory 
having come Into vogue that correct 
spelling Is a natural gift, bestowed on 
some Individuals and withheld from 
others. I heard experts complain, some 
thirty or more years ago, that the 
young people of that time were sc arcely 
trained at all in chlrography. 

In reviewing the girlhood of forty 
years ago the effect of our Civil War 
must not be overlooked. The Intensest 
Interest of that time centered In its 
military operations. Fashion forsook 
Its round of dress, dance and dinner, 
and hung with keen anxiety upon the 
| latest reports from the battlefield. 

Many young women rendered brave 
service in the care of the sick and 
wounded. The sharp lines of social 
demarcation were for the moment for¬ 
gotten. The women of the North were 
as a unit in the strength of their pa¬ 
triotic feeling. Those of the South 
were no doubt equally fervent in their 
devotion to the cause which they held 
to be Just. 

Among us of the North the practical 
faculty came Into increased demand. 
The knitting of socks for our soldiers, 
the preparation of lint and bandages 
occupied fingers familiar with Lhe ele¬ 
gant trifles of life/ liuge oazars in aid 
of the sanitary commission were plan¬ 
ned and successfully carried out. with 
large pecuniary results. Young ladies 
took orders for cakes and embro.dery, 
to be sold for the nenelit of the sol¬ 
diers. 

The exigencies of the war had called 
Into the field much of the young man¬ 
hood of the community. The places of 
the elder sons were taken by a very 
youthful set of partners who desired to 
meet "the girls." If at all. upon a foot¬ 
ing of easy fellowship. Culture was now 
no longer at a premium, and the more 
thoughtful girl graduates from schools 
began to take refuge from the prevail¬ 
ing nonsense in classes and clubs. 

But now tomes upon the scene a new 
agency. College education, long sought 
by the few*, derided and denied by the 
many, is at last conceded to girls w*ho 
are wise enough to desire It. Oberlln, 
In far Ohio, had granted It many years 
earlier, as did Antioch when Horace 
Mann became Its president. But w'hen 
Vas3ar and Wellesley opened their doors 
the new feature appeared In our very 
midst. The tiros and cons gf the ques¬ 
tion at first divided society pretty 
sharply. The greater number opposed 
the new departure and preferred ad¬ 
herence to the old lame curriculum. 
But the measure soon spoke for Itself, 
and the right of our sex to a full par¬ 
ticipation In the advantages of the 
higher education became established 
throughout the land. 

Upon the results of this great en¬ 
largement It Is scarcely necessary for 
me to dwell. The entrance of women 
Into the professions, their acceptable 
services In many departments of public 
work, the Independence of position se¬ 
cured to them by the cultivation of 
their natural abilities—these are fa< ts 
so familiar as not to need a special 
mention In the present connection. 

Th* rehabilitation of the drama in 
this middle period opened for our youth 
a new source of enjoyment and instruc ¬ 
tion. The elder Booth. Forrest and 
Macready had already gained among 
us the favor of a limited publM. but 
by the time that Edwin Booth came up¬ 
on the stage the ancient prejudice had 
gradually given away. I cannot but 
esteem this change an evidence of our 
advance In polite culture. It PftMs 1,16 
even now* to recall the old time un- 
charity shown to plays and players. 
These last were regarded by the Foncr 
people of my young days ns outlaws n 
view which even their authority could 
not Induce me to share. I nm proud to¬ 
day to have enjoyed the friendship of 
Charlotte Cushman, of Edwdn Booth 
and of Tommaso Salvlnl. Our indebt¬ 
edness to these artists and to others 
of their grade Is such as no amount of 
money can repay.

What shall we say of girlhood at the 
present day? We may say that It 
moves In a wider sphere and with a 
freer gait than at either of the earlier 
periods here spoken of. It has, or 
should have, an uthletlc body and an 
active mind. The old notion of accom¬ 
plishments has been discarded, but the 
good gospel of work has taken Its 
place, and In that work a large free¬ 
dom of choice ami opportunity Is al¬ 
lowed. A certain proportion only of 
our girls enter college. These, after 
their graduation, occupy themselves 
mostly with pursuits Into which the 
Idea of public service largely enters. 
This proportion modifies the position of^ 
all. The coming-out party Is no lotj 
anticipated as "the crisis of my fate." 
Society now accepts both the college 
girl and her less studious sister, and 
exacts only that each shall live a use¬ 
ful and reasonable life, employing tal¬ 
ents for worthy ends, and having re¬ 
gard to the principles which are found 
to have a steadfast value In human 
life. 

The varieties of taste and pursuit 
which we see among the young women 
of to-day are so many proofs of what 
nature can accomplish under the con¬ 
dition of freedom. In the typical "soci¬ 
ety girl*’ the new development Is least 
apparent. Yet, In the class to which 
she of right belongs are seen many re¬ 
freshing outcroppings of originality. 
Although born of wealthy and fashion¬ 
able parents she may elect to go to 
college: she may choose for herself a 
profession; she may devote herself to 
the practice of art. to the study of 
philosophy. Her predilection may be 
in favor of athletic spoils, and we may 
see her name on the list of winners at 
golf or tennis. In whichever direction 
her choice may lead her she will not, 
by following It. necessarily become un¬ 
acceptable to the circle in which she 
was born and bred. She will, on the 
contrary, become recognized In that 
circle as a beneficent influence, her 
very presence tend.ng to redeem It 
from frivolity and intellectual stagna¬ 
tion. 

The familiarity with European 
which is now common among our 
pie considerably affects uur >"2 
girls. Americans who travel in Europe 
often meet parties of their youthful 
fellow countrywomen, unuer the escort 
of some elderly guaidian, who conducts 
them Lorn place to place in search of 
various points of interest. Such expe¬ 
ditions, if well managed, may L*e fruit¬ 
ful in instruction as well In pleas¬ 
ure. Yet It Is much to be desired that 
young persons who go abroad should 
first learn enough about their own 
country to have some notion of the 
value of its institutions. 

The marriage of American heiresses 
to titled Europeans, oft»*n poor In rep¬ 
utation and almost always poor In es¬ 
tate. Is a fact mortifying to our na* 
t tonal self-respect. We surely may hope 
that the better training which Is now 
almost imperative for cur girls will 
tend to make them lovers cf their na¬ 
tive laud, pre ferring to Uivell at home 
:ather than to ommit themselves to 
lifelong exile from all that should be 
most dear to them. 

We hear with pain of the wild antics 
of some very young maidens, and of 
certain vices which tend to invade the 
domain of the privileged classes, so- 
called. I (.llude especially to gambling 
and the use of narcotics ami stimu¬ 
lants. These regn-ttable traits rarely 
ohow themselves among college-bred 
women, but wherever they may appear 
I feel assured that the better sense of 
the greater number and the experience 
of later life w ill more and mor** correct 
the excesses of youthful frivolity, and 
that w*e shall see among all classes, 
with a few unusual exceptions, the 
ncrmal conditions of orderly and decent 
behavior 

In these days, us in others, sweeping 
statements of praise or of Marm arc 
to be avoided. In all the time • f w’hlch 
I have ha<l experience Individual ex¬ 
ceptions have been seen In contrast to 
the prevailing human average. Utudl- 
otm women In many :ig**s have

tres. Poclety Is never so foolish as 
to show, here and there, men and wom¬ 
en whose elevation of character sroes 
far to redeem Its general a -pert of frlv^ 
ollty. It is never so w Is.- hut that you 
shall find at Intervals those fools and 
groups of fools whom th* satirist de¬ 
lights to ridicule. 

In what I have here written 1 have 
only attempted tocharacterizc the aver¬ 
ages of the several periods under con¬ 
sideration as I have been able to ob¬ 
serve them. Let me say In conclusW>n 
that I turn from this rapid survey of 
our past with high hopes for our fu¬ 
ture. I carnestlv believe that Ameri¬ 
can society will fulfill the promise 
which Its early days gave to the world, 
nod that Its moral progress will not 
fall behind Its undisputed advance !n 
the appliances of civilization.

chines are permeated with the odor of 
turf smoke, and tl)e natural color of the 
wood used In their construction has 
long since been dyed black by the burnt 
pea t. 

It :s astonishing with what accuracy 
these century-old machines open a e. On 
a loom similar to the one pictured above 
was woven the Irish linen presented to 
Queen Victoria on the occasion of h» r 
Jubilee In IS$7. The linen was said to 
be the finest ever manufactured. 

Predictions have been made to the ef¬ 
fect thr*t the homespun Industry will 
agnin spread over the whole of Ireland 
LlttM surprise will be caused by tbi-s. 
at least to those who hav** followed the 
grow th of the lace Industry during th* 
past few years. In ninny districts it has 
been almost Impossible to eng<1ge ser¬ 
vants on account of their belli* busily 
employed working the most costly Iti-h 
lace and other kinds of fancy rn»edle- 
w'ork Schools have bo*n established at 
different centers of population for In¬ 
st rucUon in lace work, and as many u* 


fifty pupils attend sfngle seminaries 
dally. Special sales of Irish home-made 
productnave been held with great suc¬ 
cess in London. Dublin and Belfast. 

The lace and homespun Industries are 
closelv allied. The peasants of the 
M>uth have practically »j monopoly of 
the Foe business, while the homespun 
weaving centers In the north. Years 
ago large quantities of woolen fabrics 
Ker- manufactured ne*r Belfast, but 
the « ott ge looms have long si *ce b-en 
ousted by the big fat toriemploying 
thousands of men and women. 

Most of the homespuns are sold to 
the merchants of the many small vil¬ 
lages dotting the country. Thev are 
then purchased In hulk by the big re¬ 
tailer. who receives order* from all 
parts of the world. At present an at¬ 
tempt is being made to deal directly 
with tho people without the Interferes e 
of the middleman. As there Is every 
chance of Its succeeding, I* Is to be ear¬ 
nestly bot»*d th «t the weavers theirs 
selves will reap the profits. 
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A Cheap Little Greenhouse* 

O It Is Possible For $50 To Build and Kquip a Small Hothouse 
That With Proper Pare Should Yield a Hundred 
Per Cent. In Pleasure and Profit. 


The greenhouse, pure and simple. Is 
possible only In exceptionally favored 
localities, where the soil Is so well 
drained that water does not rise In ex¬ 
cavations and the winters are so mild 
that sun heat under protecting glass is 
all that tenderest plants demand. Who¬ 
ever In scuh & location has a stretch of 
sunny outer wall, with a few feet of 
spare space along It. may have loads 
of flowers the winter through, at a very 
slight expense either In money or trou¬ 
ble. and all the more If a drum wilh 
heated air from a furnace flue Is scl 
up Just outside the wall 

For such a greenhouse dig down be¬ 
side the*house wall to a depth of three 
feet and a breadth of six. all along the 
available stretch. Tut down a con¬ 
crete floor, six Inches thick, and wall 
up to a foot above ground with elth*r 
stone, brick or concrete. Upon top of 
this wall set a wooden frame—two by 
four scantling are stout enough for It. 
Board up the frame within and without 
to a height of eight Inches Above that 
have glass, running on to a glass roof. 
The roof is a lean-to, stayed against 
the house wall Have a door In the 
end. with steps down to It. If possible 
also have a door from the house—thus 
In sharp weather one can go In and out 
without letting In cold air. 

Fifty dollars should build and equip 
such a greenhouse. Seventy-live Is a 
liberal estimate. Fit It Inside with slat 
walk ways, laid upon the concrete floor, 
a bench of earth all Along the side, Its 
top level with the glass, and rac]^ ris¬ 
ing like steps against the house wall 
space. Also have strong hooka over¬ 
head to hold swinging baskets and pots. 

Plant in each outer corner a strong 
root of some climbing rose. Marechal 
Nlel or Cloth of Gold will do excellent¬ 
ly Dig through the concrete floor and 
make a rich bed for the rose roots. Let 
them stay there constantly. Have the 
roof movable so It cAn be raised In 
summer, or taken wholly away. Train 
the roses upon wires Just underneath 
the roof. 

Passion flowers may well be set In a 
deep box of the richest earth against 
aome part of the house wa11 and trained 
to cover It with purple bloom. If the 
greenhouse stands outside a parlor, 
by making the walls high enough to 
let the roof reach the tops of the win¬ 
dow's. the glass of them may have 
traceries of living bloom. 

Plant seed and root cuttings In the 
bench, pricking them out. as they grow, 
Into little pots, and shifting from the 
little to big ones. Plant bulbs also In 
the bench-hyacinths and tulips for 
Christmas blossom about the first of 
August, and later ones In succession. 
Plant also a few bulbs in pots. Set 
them In the shade under the bench for 
six weeks, until they have struck strong 
roots, then set In the light and water 
freely while they are growing. After 
the buds axe well set. take the pots 
Into the house—70 degrees will not hurt 
them, though the greenhouse tempera¬ 
ture will run between 50 and 60. Cro¬ 


cuses will bloom In It. and many, many 
other things. Almost any flower will 
bud. In fact, though for perfect blos¬ 
som a little more warmth Is needed.

WOMEN OPTICIANS. 


The Unique Work a New York Up-State Girl Is Doing 
—Optics a Popular Science Among Women Seek- 
ins; a Profession — Several Prosperous Female 
Physicians Have Worked Into This Lucrative 
Specialty From Their General Practice. 


Many women of late have taken up 
optical work with success. The opti¬ 
cian is very nearly as essential nowa¬ 
days as the butcher or the baker. Some 
of the polytechnic Institutes are giving 
regular ciurseft In op les and the young 
women graduates secure places with 
Jewelers or department stores that deal 
In optical good*. If ever a business 
needed corselentl us. honest practition¬ 
ers. this business does, and the wom¬ 
an optician finds flesh subjects for 
study every day. 

One of the three incorporators of an 
Indiana optical company and eye Insti¬ 
tute Is a woman, who formerly sold op¬ 
tical goods for n wholesale house. In 
order to sell the goods Intelligently she 
studied something of the principles 
that applied to them. It has not been 
many years since the optician's busi¬ 
ness came to be regarded as a separate 
profession from eye treatment In gen¬ 
eral. There are so many unschooled. 
Ignorant venders of spectacles abroad 
that the woman who Is alive to the 
importance of her business has much 
chance of notice. Thus it was with the 
Indiana optician. 

A young woman In upper New York 
State has a unique optician’s shop. The 
front parlor of her mother's cottage la 
the eye-testing office, and her patrons 
are friends and neighbors w ho are glad 
to get Individually fitted glasses so 
near at home. This girl was advised 
by her family physician to study optics 
as a profession eminently suited for 
women and one of the few callings not 
overcrowded. He provided her with 
books dealing with the anatomy of the 
eye and the diseases and injuries likely 
to alllict It; also treatises on mechani¬ 
cal manipulations, and text books 
based on the experience of opthaimte 
surgeons. Having mastered these 
books she attended a Massachusetts 
school of optics. She continues her 
studies still, after four year's practice. 
The dealers In optical goods know her 
efficiency by the supplies she orders. 

In several cases women physicians 
have studied optics with advantage. A 
prosperous woman physician in an 
Ohio city came Into the profession by 
this door. Competition was too strong 
In her original profession, but well- 
grounded medical knowledge has con¬ 
tributed greatly to her success aa an 
optician. A woman klndergartner. 
w'hose young pupils frequently showed 
defective vision when playing with col¬ 
or blocks, was Induced to interest her¬ 
self In optical studies, and has now 
become a regular practicing optician. 
Charleston. S. C., has a woman optician 
successfully established who studied 
opthalmology in the office of her father, 
himself an authority on such matters. 
The daughter had a good general edu¬ 
cation and was afterward sent North 
to get Ideas as to new Inventions and 
conveniences In optica! Instruments. 


fesslon, experience having demonstrat¬ 
ed that they are fair minded In their 
dealings, and will not sell worthless 
spectacles or tell a patient that they 
can provide glasses to relieve his eyes 
when they know' that his complaint Is 
deep-s».*ated and comes w ithin the ocu¬ 
list's province and not the optlclan'a 
A knowledge of physiology, anatomy 
and chemistry Is Indispensable to the 
expert optician. Great accuracy and 
discrimination are needed In the meas¬ 
urement and fitting of the spectacle 
frames, and for this reason skilled pro¬ 
fessors of optics frequently select wom¬ 
en for their * hlef assistants. 

tawing to the quick profits and in¬ 
creased opportunities In this trade 
many unscrupulous people are engaged 
In It "The science of optics taught in 
one week by mall. Fees. Including de¬ 
gree of Oph. D. and diploma, 116,** Is 
the announcement Issued by one unique 
school. Ten-day courses to the same 
end are common There are ex-bar¬ 
bers now flourishing In the optician's 
business; also ex-cobblers. ex-flsh deal¬ 
ers and ex-furnlture storekeepers, the 
rapidity with which the rudiments of 
eye.testing can be acquired tempting 
endeavor. A barber In Topeka went to 
Manila with the Kansas regiment. On 
returning to Pan Francisco he decided 
to abandon bis trade, took a "course" 
In the study of optics, developed Into a 
full-fledged professor and Is now do¬ 
ing a lively business, all In a few 
months' time. This profession Is well 
worth the attention of educated, earn¬ 
est women In search of an interesting 
and remunerative occupation.

The royal decorations held by women 
are signal honors, some of them particu¬ 
larly. because there are so few women 
upon whom they have been bestowed. 

The Order of St. George of Russia has 
been given to but one woman, and she 
the ex-Queen of Naples. Its cross was 
awarded her by the Czar In recognition 
of her bravery at the Siege of Oaeta. 

The Emperor of Austria has beslowrd 
upon Just one w'omsn, "Carmen Fylva." 
the decoration for arts and sciences. The 
Emperor of Germany conferred upon 
his sister, the Crown Princess of Greece, 
th** Louise Order with the red cross en¬ 
graved on the medal. It was done in 
recognition of her efforts to relieve the 
wounded of the Turko-Greek war 

Not many women outside of Portugal 
have been honored by the decoration of 
the Royal Order of St. Isabel. But 
Queen Alexandra of England Is one of 
the few. The order was instituted by 
John VI. of Portugal in 1801 at the sug¬ 
gestion of his wife. Outside of the royal 
members it must contain twenty-six 
ladies of title, each twenty-six years Of 
age or ebe married. They visit In turn 
twice a week the founding hospital, 
and on Lbe feast of St. Isabel, July 4, 


they atl attend church ami nf(^rward| 
accompany the Que n to the hospital. 

Another decoration which Queen Alex¬ 
andra has was given her by her father, 
the King of Denmark, and she prizes It 
highly It is a copy of what Is known 
a* Dagmar's Cross, a relic be d Ln th# 
highest reverence by the Danish peo¬ 
ple. The original is kept in the Museurifl 
of Northern Antiquities at C penhagiH 
Admiring Danes make frequent pilgrim* 
ages to sec It and recount the v.rtues 
of the good Queen Dagmar, the darling 
Queen of the Danes, on whose br*«iist It 
was laid when she died In tbe time of 
Charles V. the tomb was rpened and th# 
cross removed to the museum. 

Queen Alexandra's duplicate contain# 
a splinter from the true Dagmar eras*. 
It is of gold, one and a half inches long 
by one-half inch broad, and covered on 
both sides with figures ln enamel. On 
th** front Is depicted Christ on the cross 
and on the l>aok are other figures Of 
Christ and the saints. 

The Queen also belongs to the Order 
of the Royal Bed Cross, one of the thre# 
honorary titles In England which can 
he bestowed upon women. Sbr heads 
the list »f the RoyaJ Order of Victoria 
and Albert, to which twenty-threo roirki 
ladles belong, and the newest member 
of which is the Queen of Holland.

Washington, Nov. CO.—[Special.]— 

President Roosevelt has ordered the 
appointment of George W. Lleberth to 
the Sixth Kentucky Internal Itevenuo 
Collectorship held up. Mr. Lleberth’3 
bond has been approved and bl* cotn- 
slor. made nut. All that w n neces¬ 
sary fo~ him to do was to take charge 
of the office and receive the commis¬ 
sion. Through an executive order, how¬ 
ever. the Internal Revenue Bureau ha^ 
fulled to send an agent to Covington, 
and Mr. Lteberth’s commission If stored 
aafely away in the appointment divis¬ 
ion of the Treasury Department. How 
lcng R will lay there remains to be seen, 
but D. N. Comlngorc Is still the Collec¬ 
tor. and his friends say he has a good 
chunco to remain so. The statement is 
authorized at thc/Treasury Department 
that charges have been filed against 
George W. Lleberth. the appointee. The 
nature of these charges cannot be 
learned, but they were evidently deemed 
of sufficient Importance by the Presi¬ 
dent to delay the commission pending 
an Investigation. 

When Mr. Lleberth was appointed to 
the collectorship considerable surprise 
was manifested In Washington. Mr. 
Comlngore had made a very acceptable 
Collector, and his office force did not 
run the politics of the district. On the 
day the Kentucky Republicans stormed 
the White House, the President, think¬ 
ing he would get rid of them, appointed 
Mr. Lleberth with Mr. Craft When the 
President was asked a few days after¬ 
ward how It was that Sapp, who had 
persistently viola Led. the Civil Service 
tjdes, *wns allowed t* lesign. And Com- 
ingoi d made an < • ifficer 

and observed the law. was removed, the 
President said: "Yes. i know 1 never 
thought of It at the time, but it was a 
mistake." 

Until this morning, however. It was 
not known that he intended to go far 
enough In the matter to interfere with 

the regular routine. 

• • • 

Will Soon Be Settled. 

The fight over the position which has 
now been renewed will not be of long 
standing. It will be necessary for the 
President to eend in his list of recess 
appointments to the Senate for con¬ 
firmation on next Tuesday or Wednes¬ 
day, The list will contain either the 
name of Mr. Comingorv or Mr. Lleberth. 
Mr. Richard P. Ernst, of Covington, 
wtio has managed Mr. Lleberth’s fight 
for him, Is expected In Washington to 
eee the President about the matter. 
Former Gov. Bradley Is, also a strong 
Lleberth man. and while he may not 
care to make another visit to Woshing- 
ton and wear out his welcome at the 
White House, he will probably urge 
that Lleberth’s name be sent to the 
Senate. Senator Deboe and Representa¬ 
tive Borc-ing will also see the President 
for Lleberth Internal Revenue Commls- 
sloner Yerkes favors the retention of 
Comlngore. and the followers of Mr. 
Yerkes say that the Commissioner Is 
not as far out of touch with the White 
House as some of his Kentucky Re¬ 
publican friends would have believed.

Of the Union Leaders Are

TEN ARE STILL AT LIBERTY 


BELIEF THAT THEY WILL SUR¬ 
RENDER MONDAY. 


MANY INDICTMENTS FOUND. 


Union and Nonunion Miners and 
Guards Included In List of 
Offenders. 


FIFTY ALREADY ARRESTED. 


Madlsonville. Ky.. Nov. 30.—[Special.] 
—Two of the strike leaders highest In 
authority. Vice President Barnaby arid 
National Organizer Blakely. were ar¬ 
rested to-day on warrants charging 
them with conspiring to Intimidate non¬ 
union miners, Barnaby was arrested on 
the street by Deputy Sheriff Jennings. 
He was taken before Judge Hall, where 
he waived examining trial. Bond was 
fixed at *500 to appear at Circuit Couiit 
and answer to any Indictment that 
might be returned against him by the 
grand Jury. The bond w*as signed b> 
two prominent citizens and he was re¬ 
leased, Blakely voluntarily surren¬ 
dered to Judge Hall in open court, and 
he, too, was released on a *500 bond. 
The arrests to-day make five In ail of 
union leaders. President Wood was ex¬ 
pected to arrive here to-day, but ait this 
writing had failed to put In. an appear¬ 
ance. Officers meet every Incoming pas¬ 
senger train ready to arrest him the 

moment he alights 

• • • 

Ten Still To Be Arrested. 

Th^re remains yet to be arrested ten 
of the union leaders. Most of theee men 
are at Nortonville. Their attorneys say 
they will be here Monday and will sur¬ 
render to the Sheriff. All the men wrant- 
ed are prepared to furnish bond. AH 
of them have $500 In cash on their per¬ 
son ready to deposit with the court as 
surety for their appearance oft examin¬ 
ing trial. 

The examining trial of Charles Plack- 
man the negro leader, who was ar¬ 
rested last Wednesday, was called be¬ 
fore Judge Hall to-day. By agreement 
of both sides the case was continued 
until next Tuesday. Packman, who 
has been In Jail since his arrest, was 
released on bond this afternoon. His 
bond and that of Blakely’s was signed 
by a prominent business man of Ear- 
llngton. 

• • • 

Two Others Still In Jail. 


The other two men arrested. Bailey 
and Dorsey, are still In Jail. These two 
men are charged with being the leaders 
of the strikers who held up the em¬ 
ployes of the Relnecke Mining Com¬ 
pany and at the point of the rifle forced 
them to remain away from work for 
eight days. Charged with the same of¬ 
fense, are thirty-eight other union 
strikers w f Ko w'ere indicted by the last 
grand jury. Since the Indictments were 
returned officers have been looking, for 
them with bench warrants for their ar¬ 
rest. but they have remained in hiding 
and so far have eluded arrest. Many 
of these men are thought to be in the 
union boarding-house at Nortonville, 
and should the plan of campaign fore¬ 
cast In this morning’s Courier-Journal 
be carried out and the names of the 
men occupying the building be given to 
Gen. Murray, these men can then be ar- 
rested. 

Guards Also Indicted. 


At the time the indictments w*ere re¬ 
turned against the union miners, in¬ 
dictments were also returned against 
fourteen nonunion miners and guards. 
Several of these were arrested and re¬ 
leased on bond, the coal companies be¬ 
coming securities, but a majority of 
them have not been arrested. Bench 
warrants were issued recently and of¬ 
ficers are now looking for them. Almost 
one hundred union miners and thirty 
or more nonunion miners and guards 
stand Indicted on various charges, such 
as intimidation, shooting and wounding, 
etc. About half of those Indicted have 
been arrested and all but two have 
bt* n released on bond. In many In¬ 
stances a cash bond has been furnished 

by the union miners. 

* * • 

Hundred Men In the Camp. 


Over a hundred union miners are 
quartered at (he new union building at 
Nortonville to-night. This is the largest 
number ofmen who have remained at 
NortonvMe at night since the camp was 
dispersed last Sunday. 

Chief Detective J. B. Harlan and 
Special Agent Jeff Harlan, of the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville railroad, claim to 
have been threatened by the union 
miners at Nortonville. and there Is no 
doubt cause for alarm, as these two 
rr.en have taken an active part In se¬ 
curing evidence against the strikers. 
Only last Wednesday as the union min¬ 
ers. who had been here, to attend the 
trial of the twenty-one miners arrested 
Ir. camp, were returning home, some of 
the men became disorderly on the train 
and the Harlan brothers were called to 
qudl the disturbance. In the fight that 
followed, two of the strikers were 
knocked down by J. B. Harlan and a 
pistol was taken from one of them. 
Since that llnte many threats have been 
made to get even, and to-day the 

threats were renewed. 

• * • 

Programme Meets With Approval. 

The plan proposed and published ex¬ 
clusively In this morning’s Courier- 
Journal to restore law and order In 
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Ilopklns county is the only thing dis¬ 
cussed here to-day. The plan proposed 
meets with the hearty approval of the 
best citizens, and many were heard to 
say It was the only proper course left 
for the authorities to pursue, and many 
think this course will be the one taken 
by Judge Hall and Gen. Murray. A 
well-known citizen raid to the Uourier- 
Journal correspondent this evening: 

"The plan proposed In to-day's Gou- 
rier-Journal to restore law and order in 
Hopkins county should be carried out 
to the letter. It Is the only thing the 
authorities can do. disarm both sides 
and there can be no mure trouble. I, 
wdth other old citizens, will advise Gov. 
Beckham, Gen. Murray and Judge Hall 
that this plan be carried out." 

Judge Hall and Gen. Murray still re¬ 
fuse to make known what action they 
w'lll tnke regarding the situation, but 
that something will be done in the next 
day or two Is a settled fact. Gen. Mur¬ 
ray, when aecn to-night, said to the 
Courier-Joarnal correspondent that he 
had read with Interest the plan propos¬ 
ed to bring ar.out a trpeedy end of the 
mining troubles here, and that he be¬ 
lieved it to be a good or*£. He positive¬ 
ly declined to say if t Is course would 
be pursued by Judge Hall and him¬ 
self.

PRESIDENT GIVES REASON FOR 
NOT REAPPOINTING JENKINS 
GOVERNOR OF OKLA¬ 
HOMA. 


HIS CONDUCT WAS IMPROPER. 


Thomas B. Ferguson, Chairman of the 
Territorial Republican Com¬ 
mittee, Named. 


Washington. N)/. 70-The President 
tO-4ay appointed Tho.nas B. Ferguson 
Governor of Oklahoma, vice William M. 
Jenkins, removed. 

In taking this action the President at¬ 
tached to the papers the following mem¬ 
orandum: 4 

"Gov. Jenkins, of Oklahomn, Is herfby 
removed because of his Improper con¬ 
nection with a contract between the Ter¬ 
ritory und the Oklahoma Sanitarium Com¬ 
pany. The decision Is based purely upon 
his own written statements, and his oral 
explanation <*f them at the final hearing. 

,r Ono of the duties of the Territorial 
Governor Is to enter into a contract with 
some person or corporation for the keep¬ 
ing of the insane of the Territory. Gov. 
Jenkins made such a contract with the 
Oklahoma Sanitarium Company, a cor¬ 
poration. the promoters of which reserved 
$10,000 of Its stock for the Governor, and 
subject to his orders. 

"in the Governor’s explanation of the 
affair, he says he told the promoters at 
the time they desired him to sanction 
the contract, ’that it was an important 
contract, and that 1 had some friends 
whom 1 would like to have interested In 
the company, to whom l owed some po¬ 
litical obligations which 1 would not he 
able to pay by an appointment or any¬ 
thing of that kind.’ The slock was de¬ 
livered to a banker subject to the Qov- 
«rnor’s order, and was turned over to 
these friends whose political services the 
Governor thus sought to reward. 

"The extent of the favor to the Gov¬ 
ernor or his friends is suggested by the 
fact that the only known sale of the 
stock since the contract was given out 
was at double the price paid for It. 

• • • 

Helpless Wards Suffered. 


"A performance of the contract was 
to be the solo business of the corpora¬ 
tion, it Is ©obvious either that the Terri¬ 
tory was obligated to pay for more than 
the service was worth or that Its helpless 
wards were to have the enormous profits 
contemplated tuken out of their keep. 

•*The Governor's confessed relations to 
the matter disclose such an entire lack 
of appreciation of tho high Judiciary na¬ 
ture of the duties of his office as to unfit 
him for their further discharge. 

"A sound rule of public policy or morals 
forbids a public servant rrom seeking or 
accepting any personal benefit in a trans¬ 
action wherein he luis a public duty to 
perform. 

"A chancellor would not for one mo¬ 
ment retain n trustee who In dealings for 
the trust reserved an advantage to hlm- 
rclf. The thought is not to be tolerated 
that the President can be les9 vigilant 
and exacting in the public’s interest.

On Thurs¬ 
day by cutting a passage through the 
woods unknown to Col. Barrera, who 
occupied a ^mall hill at Buena Vista, 
a detachment of the Government forces 
attacked Barrera’s troopB in the rear. 
A cross-fire In both front and rear re¬ 
sulted In disaster to the attacked and 
the ultimate surrender of the town. 
The, Government lost In the Buena 
Vista engagement Oapt. Damian Es¬ 
pinoza and several other officers. From 
Panama comes the news that the sur¬ 
render of Colon to the Government 
struck the Liberals like a thunderbolt, 
and that they are stllL unable to re¬ 
alize the fart that the city Is again In 
the hands of the Federal authorities.

Gen. Alban Cheered. 


Gen. Alban’s Colon triumph, without 
the aid of the troops from the gunboat 
General Plnzon, is regarded here as an 
achievement that may possibly lead 
him to the highest honors In the serv¬ 
ice of the republic. He was welcomed 
at the railway station last night by a 
large crowd. He went from the station 
to the barracks under escort of a torch¬ 
light procession, headejJ by a band. 
Along the line of march many "vivas" 
were heard, and there was much firing 
of squibs. The restaurants were open 
until 10 o’clock In the evening for the 
first lime In many months. 

The recapture of Colon Is admitted to 
be almost a death blow’ to the Liberal 
cause In this department. There is no 
doubt that guerrilla warfare will be re¬ 
sumed In the mountains, but stronger 
forces and bettor organizations are 
considered essential requisites for the 
Liberals if they Intend to resume the 
struggle seriously.

Americans Guard Trains. 


Both Panama and Colon are quiet 
Trains on the railroad still carry armed 
American guards and are running on 
time. 

The German man-of-war Stein ar¬ 
rived at Colon last night. The steamer 
Sunrise belonging to the United Fruit 
Company was wrecked at Bocas del 
Toro in the rough weather of Thursday 
night. The troops from the General 
Plnzon have been taken by train to 
various points along the line of the 
railroad, where many Liberals still re¬ 
main. f^r the protection of the road.

END OF HARD-FOUGHT TRIAL 


THE DEFENDANT ADVISED NOT 
TO RETURN TO STURGIS. 


CASE A CELEBRATED ONE. 


Dixon, Ky., Nov. 30 —[Special.]—The 
Jurors returned a verdict of not guilty 
lr. the Dr. Clark case this morning at 
9 o'clock. When the verdict was read 
by the Clerk the crowd In the court 
n nm loudly applauded the verdict, and 
Dr. Clark Jumped up and shook hands 
with his attorney, the court and the 
Jurors. 

This ended one of the hardest fought 
criminal cases ever tried In the county. 

It Is not thought Dr. Clark will go 
back to Sturgis to live, on account oi 
the bitter feeling existing there against 
him. Immediately after the acquittal 
he went to the train In company with 
his wife, his two daughters and son- 
in-law and a number of friends from 
Sturgis, to return home. He had en¬ 
ured the car when he was called to the 
telephone and was advised by his at- | 
torneys not to go to Sturgis. After a 
consultation with his family he re¬ 
turned to town and left with his attor¬ 
ney, A. O. Stanley, for Henderson. 

The case has been ;i noted one in 
West Kentucky. Dr. <*lark was ac¬ 
cused of causing the death of Miss Cora 
Waller, a beautiful young woman of 
Morg&nfldd, by a criminal operation. 
Miss Waller and Tom Holt, a Deputy 
Sheriff, drove to Sturgis last Septem¬ 
ber a year ago and went to Dr. Clark’s 
office. Miss Waller died In an operat¬ 
ing chair and Holt committed suicide 
over her dead body. 

Dr. Clark has steadfastly denied that 
he performed an operation. He was 
tried at a special term of the Webster 
Circuit Court last January, the Jury re¬ 
turning a verdict of ten years in State 
prison. The Court of Appeals reversed 
the lower court and granted a new 
trial. 

Dr. Clark was represented by A. O. 
Stanley, of Henderson: W. E. Bourland, 
of Dixon, and H. X. Morton. Judge L. 
C. Flourney, Prosecuting Attorney for 
the Commonwealth, and L. B. Henry, 
County Attorney, prosecuted the care. 

The case went to the Jurors last night 
at 9 30 o’clock, and they deliberated for 
one hour. Then they retired for the 
night and were back in the Jury room 
this morning at 8 o’clock. At 9:35 they 
reached a verdict which, made two 
hrurs and fifteen minutes to reach a 
verdict in the case. The court room was 
was as still as a death chamber as the 
Jurymen filed In one at a time. After 
they were in their seats Judge Dorsey 
asked each of the jurors If they had 
reached a verdict. Each one answered 
In the affirmative. The verdict was 
read. "Not guilty." and then the wildest 
scenes were witnessed, people yelling, 
stamping their feet, clapping their 
hands and throwing their hats in the 
air. After quiet had been restored Dr. 
Clark arose from his seat, followed by 
hls wife and two daughters, and shook 
hands with each one of the jurymen, 
thanking them for their verdict.

The expert accountants who are ex¬ 
amining the books of former Treasurer 
Stuart R. Young yesterday decided to 
work to-day and at night until they 
completed the investigation.

The last report made by Treasurer 
Young on November 21 showed a bal¬ 
ance In both banks of $118,S3S.?1. and 
the report Just made by Treasurer 
Camp only shows a balance $67,597.03. 
Between November 21, however, and 
the time Mr. Camp’s report was made 
numerous warrants w r ere drawn by the 
Auditor and cashed by both banks. 

City Controller Hancock says there Is 
no law which directs the Controller to 
make an official examination of the bal¬ 
ances In the banks. Mr. Young made 
dally reports to him and these never 
failed to balance. 

Mr. Young always kept the stubs of 
the check books In his own ]>osseaslon. 
The stubs showed the correct balances 
In the banks, but it is claimed that Mr. 
Young got the city's money In making 
out the checks falsely. This Is apt>ar- 
ently the only way he could have 
gained possession of any of the funds 
without being discovered by some of 
the officials. 

Mr. Hancock says that Mr. Young 
was usually prompt in making his re¬ 
ports to him, and that he never had an 
occasion to complain to the Mayor of 
any misconduct or neglect of duty on 
the part of Mr. Young.

John Seigel, His Victim, Struck At 
Him With Knife and Policeman 
Used His Club. 


The examining trial yesterday In the 
Police Court of Patrolmar. Paul Bron- 
ger, charged with the death of John 
Seigel, resulted In his dismissal by 
Judge McCann. The former charge 
against the officer was manslaughter— 
the specific allegation b*lng that Seigel 
had died as the effects of a clubbing by 
the officer. A warrant for murder was 
sworn out before the trial. 

Mr. Aaron Kahn, who, with W. Nick 
Vaughan, represented Bronger. offered 
In evidence a lisL of twenty-six offenses 
on which the dead man had been ar¬ 
rested. 

Coroner H. M. McCullough was the 
first witness, and he testified that Sel- 
gel’s death was due to a hemorrhage of 
the brain caused by a fracture of the 
skull. The Injury might have been caus¬ 
ed by n full. Dr. McCullough stated 
that Seigel*s reputation was bad. 

The diffic ulty occurred November 21, 
at Fifteenth street and Broadway, and 
Bert Lewis, colored, testified that he 
was going down Broadway and saw 
Bronger and Seigel In some dispute. 
Lewis said that he then saw Bronger 
hit Seigel and that Bronger lilt Seigel 
a second time ns the wagon came up. 

Tom Stewart, colored, testified that 
Seigel left his cart and ♦•nine Into the 
saloon at the corner and took a lot of 
negroes In to have a drink. He also In¬ 
vited Bronger, but the latter declined. 
Seigel came out first ami Bronger ar¬ 
rested him. Stewart snld that he saw 
Bronger hit Seigel twice. 

Mrs. William Goff and Lizzie Doelker 
testified that they saw Seigel standing 
on the corner with the officer, but they 
saw no blow struck. 

Bronger. taking the witness stand, 

a disorderly manner. Sebud Jumped 
off and fell, and after abusing Bronger, 
went Into the saloon. Coming out, Sei¬ 
gel renewed his abuse. Bronger ordei- 
ed him to be quiet, whereupon Bronger 
said Seigel drew a knife and lie struck 
him. Bronger stated that when the 
wagon drove up Sejg**l broke nway and 
again drew hi* knife. Bronger then 
•truck him again. Seigel is suid to buv© 
dropped with this blow.

David; there Is the cancellation of those 
mortgages, the story of the visit to the 
circus with BllJy P.. the original ten-cent 
piece, and finally the engagement of John 
and Mary. The curtain fall* on the 
Christmas dinner and the. opening of that 
famous bottle* of champagne, for which 
David must have paid at least "four 
shillings." 

In looking over the list of successes of 
the lost half dozen year* one cannot help 
noticing the foot that three were rural 
comedies, "The Old Homestead," "Shore 
Acres’* and "Way Down East."

It drols 
with rural trp« and country sc-nes, but 
there all similarity with its pre»lrces--or* 

I ends. The dramatization of Wcslcott's 
I story Is not what the public has got to 
I know as a "b'gosh drummer.'* Joshua 
Whitcomb fed ttamps from his kitchen 
door, and in the city fell a victim to (he 
wiles of the sharper. Nathaniel Berry 
maHe sacrifices In order that his brother's 
farm might be saved, and Squire Bartlett, 
of "Way Down East," was puritanical 
that he had but little real charity for the 
girl who had been deceived. "Dav.d 
Harum" possesses none of the trails which 
mark the average Ft age hero from the 
country. He Is a shrewd, cunning old 
chap, who believes In the Golden Rule 
a* expounded by himself: "Do unto the 
other feller as you would have hlru do 
unto you. only do him fust.** He could 
navigate around this city's bustling streets 
without any danger of being hit by the 


car*, and the confidence man who made 
his acquaintance would undoubtedly regrw 
It. One of the good things In the bo<m 
was the horse trade between Harum and 
the sanctimonious Deacon Perkins, and 
this is mad© use of In the opening act of 
the play. Mr. Crane gives a capital por¬ 
trait of Harum, rounding It out with the 
story of the visit to the circus, told In a 
drawling, halting manner by the old fel¬ 
low* who sees not the things about him, 
but scenes of forty years previously.

HUNTING THE 

STRANGE OKAPI. | 

Englishmen Will Travel Through •* 
the Wilds of Africa. 


The expedition upon which Mr. A. E. 
Butter, of Faekally. accompanied by 
Mr. Darrah. has started across Africa 
to Lake Rudolf and the region beyond 
should be of uncommon interest. 

Leaving Berbera. Mr. Butter will 
make hls way through Somaliland, skirt¬ 
ing Abyssinian territory, wuthwards to 
Lake Rudolf. Thence he will go eouth- 
west to Lake Albert, with the intention 
of penetrating Into the great forest of 
Semlikl, through which Stanley marched 
in search of Emin Pasha. 

The primary object of Mr. Butter's 
expedition, which Is of a sporting na¬ 
ture, Is to find a living specimen of the 
okapi, that strange beast, half zebra, 
half giraffe, a skin of which—the only 
cne of Its* kind known—Sir Harry John¬ 
ston recently brought back from Africa 
and is now in the Natural History 
Museum at Kensington. 

No whrite man ha* seen this animal 
in Its live but It Is morally cer¬ 

tain that it still exists, as the skin that 
Sir Harry Johnston secured was quite 
new. 

Besides seeking for the okapi, how¬ 
ever, Mr. Butler will pay some atten¬ 
tion to the geography of the country 
through which he pasws, and the Brit¬ 
ish Government has token the opportun¬ 
ity of attaching a noncommissioned offi¬ 
cer and sapper of the Survey Depart¬ 
ment to the expedition. These will Join 
Mr. Butter at Harac, and. it Is hoped, 
contribute toward the work In which 
MaJ. Austin, owing to ill-luck, only 
partially succeeded. 

Though, the expedition has no political 
significance, the survey to be made will 
probably be of considerable assistance 
to the Government In Its ultimate de¬ 
limitation of the Southern Abysslan 
frontier, really the only portion yet not 
definitely fixed. 

Mr. Butter has not decided upon how 
he will return from the Semlikl forest. 
He can either retrace his steps or make 
hls way through the Congo. Hls final 
decision will moet likely depend upon 
what luck he has In hls search for 
the okapi. 


t THE HUMORS 

OF SKETCHING. 


•f Artists Tell Many Stories of Their 

Experiences. ^ ^ -jj 


A most Interesting volume might be 
written on the amusing experiences of 
artists In search of subjects for their 
pictures. 

Mr. Boughton. the Royal Academic¬ 
ian, tells many diverting stories of hls 
adventures when sketching. On one 
occasion when he was sketching In the 
Alps. In search of n suitable back¬ 
ground of dark pines for a contem-L 
plated picture he suddenly came In 
sight of the precise situation he was 
seeking with the figure of a pictur¬ 
esquely-dressed old woman In the fore¬ 
ground. 

"I asked the old lady," Mr. Boughton 
continues, "to remain seated until I had 
made a sketch of her. a proposition to 
which she cheerfully assented. In a 
few minutes, however, she asked me 
how long I should be. 'Only about a 
quarter of an hour,' I reassuringly an¬ 
swered. 

' Three minutes or so later she again 
asked me—this time with manifest anx¬ 
iety—If 1 should be much longer, 'oh, 
not many minutes.' 1 said, ‘but why do 
you ask so anxiously?* *OhI It’s noth¬ 
ing.' she sadly answered; ‘only I’m 
sitting on an ant-heap!* ** 

One of Mr. David Murray's oddest ex¬ 
periences was this: He had almost 

completed a picture at a place several 
miles away from the place where he 
was staying, and to avoid the fatigue 
ol carrying it all the way back he left 
It In the custody of the pretty daughter 
of a neighboring farmer. 

On calling for hls picture on the fol¬ 
lowing morning he saw to hls amaze¬ 
ment and horror that hls beautiful 
painting was all of one tint. As the 
fair custodian Into whose keeping he 
had committed the picture the previous 
evening was not ip evidence, he asked 
her mother what had happened to hls 
painting. 

"Well,** she answered, "my lassie was 
that vexed to see the files sticking to 
the pic ture that she dusted It; but." 
she add*»d, tearfully, "lor. she spoilt a* 
her duster." 

On another occasion, when Mr. Mur¬ 
ray was sketching In Picardy, he had 
exhausted hls canvases, and In default 
of Anything better painted hls next 
subject on a stretched locket-handker¬ 
chief. This picture, which was exhibit¬ 
ed In the Orosvenor Gallery, was seen 
by a wealthy old lady, who expressed 
a wish to purchase It. Mr. Murmy 
thought It right to explain that the pic¬ 
ture had been painted on one of his 
pc iket-handkerchlefs. 

"On your pocket-handkerchief!" the 
old lady exclaimed. In dismay. "Then 
I'm sure you've ruined It, for If will 
never com** out." 

Mr. R. W. Leader, A. R. A., has a 
fund of amusing anecdotes of hls 
sketching experiences. Once when he 
was painting hls well-known picture of 
the Manchester ship canal In process of 
construction, two of the navvies en¬ 
gaged on the work sauntered up to hls

Ex-Champion Declares That Overcon¬ 
fidence Proved His Undoing 
At Hartford. 


EAGER FOR ANOTHER MATCH. 


T ERRY McGOVERN, th© great¬ 
est Uttle fighter that erver cam© 
out of Brooklyn—or any Oliver 
place, as far as that is con¬ 
cerned—has met hts fate at last. The 
potent wallop that sooner or later crosses 
over to the Jaw of almost every boxer 
has been handed him. and hie meteoric 
career of unbroken glory la ended. The 
whol-e ©porting world to-day 1* puzzling 
and figuring, trying to understand bow 
McGovern came to lose, and bow Young 
Corbett, a lad »o little known, with de¬ 
feat© ©portting hi© record here and there 
like Jam-spot© on a tablecloth, happened 
to defeat him.

All credit to two 
Denver sporting writers, for these m«n 
stuck by their little wonder, and again 
and again In broad type declared that 
he hod every ebanc© to win. Thvlr 
hopes were wnell rewarded, and to-day 
William Roth well, of Denver, popularly 
known as Young Corbett, is the fistic 
hub of the American ring.

Might Have Expected It 

McGovern’© two-round downfall cam© 
Ju©t a© it might b« expected to ©ome day 
arrive, says a Western critic. Carry¬ 
ing too many guns for the fancy ©par¬ 
rots, and too much speed for the elug- 
gvrs, Terry ©till had one fault that wa» 
bound to prove fatal in the end. Hv 
would come on wide open, relying on his 
terrCfcto activity with either hand to so 
discommode the other fellow that th© 
unprotected face would receive small in¬ 
jury. In all hi© fight© he has been Jabbed 
and smashed, but the blows lacked steam 
and heart.

Confidence will jwel* IJJJ 
ch**«t of h'8 future foe©, and confidence 
will go a long way to beating even cham¬ 
pion©. 

Terry Talks of Bout. 


Still unnerved by Ids defeat at the 
hands of Young Corbett. McGovern in¬ 
tend© to take every means to induce hi© 
conqueror to meet him again. McGovern 
think© he !© entitled to another chance, 
and doe© not ©ee how Corbett can re¬ 
fuse.

President Roosevelt and Other High Offi¬ 
cials Enthusiastic Over Army and 
Navy Contest. 


QUARTERBACK DALY PLAYS A 
WONDERFUL GAME CF 
FOOTBALL. 


MAKES A SPECTACULAR RUN. 


Country’s Chief Executive Grows So 
Excited He Takes To the 
Side Lines. 


CHEERED BY ENORMOUS CROWD 


P hiladelphia. Nov. so.-Prob- 
ably the most distinguished 
gathering that ever witnessed a 
football contest In this country, 
nnt! admittedly the greatest crowd that 
ever entered the gates of Franklin Held. 
*nw West Point defeat Annapolis this 
afternoon by the score of U to 5. 

From the moment that President Roose¬ 
velt and his party entered the great 
amphitheater until half an hour after tho 
timekeeper had blown his whistle, an¬ 
nouncing the cessation of hostilities, there 
was a most continuous uproar, such as 
probably hAS never taken place on any 
football field In the country. Even the 
President and several members of his 
Cabinet, worked up to a nervous pitch 
t»y the excitement, left their seats In the ^ 
private box which had been set apart 
for their occupation and took positions 
on the side line benches, ^hlch are usual¬ 
ly used for subplayers and coaches. There 
was not a seat unoccupied, and hundreds 
stood around the field through the entire 
game. 

The day broke cloudy and threatening, 
tuit Just about the time that the presi¬ 
dential train pulled Into South-street sta¬ 
tion on the Pennsylvania railroad, the 
sun broke through the clouds as though 
to weleomo the distinguished guests. The 
train bearing tho President and members 
of the Cabinet reached South-street sta¬ 
tion a few minutes after I o'clock. Lunch 
was served on the private dining car and 
the party at 1:45 o'clock started for 
Franklin field, which Is but a few yards 
from the station. 

• Two lines of policemen had been drawn 
\ip on the sidewalk, and the President and 
his party marched to the entrance of the 
grounds escorted by a platoon of police. 
The President, Provost Harrison, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, and Lieut. 
Commander Cowles were first to enter the 
grounds. They were followed closely by 
half a dozen Philadelphia detectives. 
Chief Wilkie and several other secret 
service men, selected for the occasion; 
Secretary Long. Secretary Root, Postmas¬ 
ter General Smith. Secretaries Cortelyou 
and Loeb and many army and navy offi¬ 
cers. Admiral Dewey had slipped into 
the grounds almost unnoticed, and hud 
taken a seat In the navy stand. 

• • • 

The President Is Cheered. 


Tho President's appearance was the sig¬ 
nal for a tremendous outburst of ap¬ 
plause. which continued until he had 
walked down tho center of the gridiron 
and across the field to his seat in the 
north stand. Tho President's silk hat 
was on his head scarcely five seconds 
from the time he entered the grounds 
until he had taken his seat, so continuous 
was the ovation. 

Hardly had tho President and party 
taken their seats before the navy team 
came upon the field from tho west en¬ 
trance. Tho followers of the Annapolis 


eleven made the stands shake with their 
cheers, arid blue and orange Hags seamed 
to be floating from all sections of the 
field. 

Six minutes Inter the West Point lads 
trotted out, and then the black, orange 
and gray, of the army, was w.ivm! de¬ 
liriously from the big south stand. No 
time was consumed In formalities. The 
coin was tossed and Capt. Nichols, of 
the navy, called the turn correctly. Ho 
chose the west goal, with a slight ad¬ 
vantage of wind, and at 2:15 Graves had 
kicked off In the game that Is now foot¬ 
ball history. 

• • • 

Teddy On the Side Lines. 

From the moment the ball was put In 
play until tho timekeeper's whistle blew, 
there was no more Interested spectator 
of the game than President Roosevelt. 
The contest had been in progress hs« 
tbun ten minutes when he left his seat 
In the private box und took up h<s posi¬ 
tion on the side line bench. When Casnd 
broke through the navy** line and ran 
sixty-five yards, the President jumped to 
his feet excitedly and advanced toward 
the gridiron, hut returned to his seat a 
moment inter, when the ball wan put in 
play again. 

At the end of the first half Secretary 
Root and Gen. Miles cam>* across the 
field to escort the President to the army's 
stand. With 8ecr« ary 
tectivc on his right, and Secretary Cor- 
telyou. Lieut. Commnnder Wain wright 
and Secretary Root on his left, President 
Roosevelt walked across to the south 
Btnnd and again occupied a seat on the 
side line. 

• • • 

Daly Makes His Great Run. 

When tho two trams rewimed piny at 
3:2S. and Daly, of the army team, made 
his great run of 106 yards for a touchdown. 
President Roosevelt Jumped to his feet 
with on expression of surprise cm his face, 
and. Ilk© thousands of other spectators, 
could scarcely realise what a remarkable 
piece of football mechanism Daly really 
Is that he could make such a phenomenal 
run through an entire field. 

The keenest Interest was manifested by 
all the distinguished spectators, and not 
one made a move to leave the field until 
the game was ended. The presidential 
party left the grounds at 4:30 o’clock and 
went Immediately to the South-street Sta¬ 
tion siding, where the special train wvta 
In wafting. It was precisely 5 o'clock 
when the train pulled out for Washing¬ 
ton* President Roosevelt stood out on tha 
rear platform wkh hared head and sm led 
bin acknowledgments to the cheering 
thousands* 

There wo* an element of luck tn the 
victory of the West Point eleven this af¬ 
ternoon. They were outplayed by the An¬ 
napolis tram In both halves, but It war* & 
ease of too much Daly. This great little 
quarterback ran the army team with rare 
Judgment, and, beside making the entire 
eleven points f*'r hls» team, prevented at 
least two touchdowns by the mon hrill’ant 
tackling ever sotP on Franklin Arid.

Twice navy runners cleared ail of the 
West Point team with the exception of 
DaJy. The latter, instead of rushing up 
to meet the oncoming runner, fro: t«l 
slowly toward hhn, and tn thl* way timed 
his tackling beautifully and caught his 
man squarely.

J OCKEY CASH SLOAN. Tod's big 
brother, and who a few years ago 
was much better known here¬ 
abouts than Tod, got home from 
Russia last week, and thus regaled a Now 
York newspaper man anent his season 
ahroad: 

”1 suppose you know that moat of my 
riding has been done for Jean de Reszke, 
the opera singer, but second cal) for my 
services was held by a Mr. Bloch, a 
banker of Warsaw, and a well-known per¬ 
son on the Russian tracks. For that mat¬ 
ter I guess his name goes at almo^ any 
European track. 

‘‘Out of 139 mounts 1 had abroad I won 
104, nnd ran second and third times too 
numerous to keep count of. Amohfe my 
winnings were two of the big Derby* and 
two of the Imperial prises of Russia. 

"For Mr. De Rcszke 1 rode sixty-three 
winners and sixty-one losers, or more win¬ 
ners than losers, and through my r.d ng 
for him alone won the winning record In 
the history of the Russian turf. 

"That was thirty more winners than 
were ever ridden by any one Jockey In onj 
season on the Russian turf. For Mr. Bloch 
1 rode eighteen winners and seventeen 
losers, or again more winners than losers. 
Later In the season I did some good riding, 
and altogether I made some of the Rus¬ 
sian owners and Jockeys open their eyes 
to the possibilities of the American Jockey. 

"To say that the Russians aro a fine 
set of iicople would not be doing them 
Justice. They are the nnest body of men 
In all Europe. Money la no object with 
them when it comes to raalng. As to tlylr 
treatment of American Jockey a* why they 
can’t do enough for them. Rusrians race 
for two reasons, the one is for the sport 
of It and the other Is the honor to b‘ 
gained. Ho far as the money gained, that 
is a fifth cr sixth consideration. TboJ-e 
fellows over there spend money so quick, 
an 1 .“o much of It. that It nvike* your 


[ head spin. When they get on their spend¬ 
ing clothes and get fairly Into the game 
they make a Western plunger look 1 ke a 
boy with $3 trying to show New York 
what a gobd time Is. 

“There Is the greatest demand In Russia 
for Amerlcah Jockeys, and, for that mat¬ 
ter. American horses*. 1 had almost for¬ 
gotten to mention that In the spring meat 
I rode for Mr. Bloch forty-two mourns ar.d 
of that number won, or rather ran In the 
money, thirty-five times, while 1 had elev¬ 
en win#. I won the big Derby and the 
Imperial prize n«t Warsaw on the same 
day. and you can guess there wa< some 
talking when the raws were over. 

“Mr. De Reszke won 7.1WJ more rubles 
than were ever won In one season in the 
history of Russian turf. In all aggregating 
about 190,000 rubles. I rod* his two Ameri¬ 
can two-year-olds, Santiago and Dakota, 
hut over thera they are known as Rus¬ 
sian horses. You see. there la a rule gov¬ 
erning foreign entries. 

“A horse l>orn out© de of Russia and 
entered In any race on a Rtisstnn track 
must carry tlftccn pounds, but If ihe entry 
ho a mare, then she only has to carry 
seven pounds. Accordingly, when Mr. De 
Reszko decided to eflier Santiago and Da¬ 
kota In Russia h*- had tho mare shipped 
to his place In Poland and the two-year- 
olds were foaled there, which, according 
to the Russ'an way of figuring t out, 
makes them Russian two-year-olds, other¬ 
wise they would have had to carry the 
weight | rescribed or have been dl-quali¬ 
fied. 

"From what I could gather, thero were 
twenty-eight American horses entered on 
the Russian track* during the past sea¬ 
son. hut next season, from present ac¬ 
counts. there will he thirty-live, ami, if 
the feeling keep* up during the winter, 
there may he m«re. 

"Thu*© were thirty-five American Jock¬ 
eys licensed »h©re during the past senran. 
and applications have been made for a 
dozen more for the coming year. 

"I will remain In New York for mm© 
few days nnd then go West.

A SPECIAL from New York ©oy» 
It was a foregone conclusion 
when the racing year w**a half 
over that William C. Whitney 
or John E. Madden w'.ould lead the lint 
of winning owners on the American turf. 
The end of the season found these two 
turfmen so far in advance of all others 
that the winnings of th© two ooinbincd 
about equaled the combined winnings of 
tho next five stables on the list of win¬ 
ners In 1901. 

But for the transfer of Blue Girl from 
the Ifladden barn to the Whitney Stable, 
Madden w'ould have been first on the Hat 
by a safe margin of more than |90.00o. 
whereas, by the transfer, the Whitney 
Stable took the lead by a Mile 1©** than 
#6.000, that stable having earned $108,440, 
against $102,856 for Madden. 

The combined racing stable of James R. 
and Fox hall P. Keene, trained as one 
establishment. I# third on the list with 
$54,136 won. Frank Farrell, the Tammany 
politician, is fourth with a total of 148,066; 
the fifth Is Green B. Morris with $15,735; 
the sixth Is th.* Pepper Stable with $tl.- 
080; the seventh 1# Oirence H. Mackey 
with the eighth Is J B. Ha gain 

with $31,045; the ninth is W. H. Sealcy 
with I2S.665; and the tenth Is Richard T. 
\Vll#on, Jr. with $27.10). 

Tho leading stable deservedly won that 
place, for the rMabllshm nt Is tho larg- 
eat and most expensive on the American 
turf. Mr. Whitney started the Bvason 


with forty-live horse© In training In h!s 
American stable, the eart<abll#hm©nt finish. 
Ing the year with fifty horse© In train¬ 
ing, aside from th© large oollectlon of 
yearling© that will replenish th© stohU 
next season. 

TTi« Farrell Stable only sprung Into 
prominence after the season was well de¬ 
veloped. the owner, who raced on a mod. 
emu- scale In 1900, buying the bast of tho 
horses sold out of the stable of Charles 
lielBchmann's Sr»n, and earning his protn- 
inevnoe on the turf with these. Green B. 
Morr’s won all that has been placed to 
the credit of hi# stable with horses that 
h*- trained from the tiro© tho racing year 
In New f York opened. Clarence H. Mack- 
ay practically l«gan his turf career with 
tho season of 19ol. though hts color© wero 
Introduced to the racing public the fall be¬ 
fore, when his horse Ttanastar ran and 
won a single race Just before the turf 
year of 1900 ended.

A NEW AND NGYEl_ YACHT MODEL 

Cup Challenger With a Great Breadth of Beam Pro¬ 
posed In England. 


S IR THOMAS LtPTON. since his 
return to England, has raid that 
now 1© the time to win tho 
America's Cup if It to be 
won. and he has talked of the advisability 
of another challenger being made for the 
cup at once. That the yachtsmen aero#© 
the Atlantic are anxious to win the cup 
Is shown by the number of men wrho have 
been reported as ready to challenge, but 
the trouble seem© to be to find a designer 
to design the challenger. The Yachtsman 
In its latest Issue publishes the ptans of 
a yacht which It suggests might be suc¬ 
cessful In th© cup race. It Is u boat with 
great beum and great sail area and com¬ 
paratively small displacement. This boat 
has been named Diver's Joy. and tha 
Yachtsman has this to say about It: 

"The dimensions of Diver's Joy are: 
Load water line, 80 feet; beam, extreme. 
J2 feet 6 Inches; draught, 21 feet 6 inches. 
The displacement Is 139 tons. nnd. as wt 
have not bulit many cup challenger#, w». 
are unable to any what proportion of this 
would be lead ballast—probably about 
seventy tons, allowing for u large quan¬ 
tity of live ballast. The name given to the 
boat has reference to the criticism certain 
to be passed upon her after a superficial 
inspection, but w'ould we hope, prove 
In reality apt on th© lucus a 
non lucendo principle. It refers, of 
course, to the way In which the 
topside# forward of tho greatest beam are 
gradually cut down and roundtd off In 
a circular curve inboard. The object of 
this is to got rid of a very largo area, 
which, on the weather side, is fiat abuck 
when the vessel )# turning to windward. 
Sufficient. Wf believe, of the boat is left 
here to throw off anything but the steep¬ 
est #ca to leeward, and such water as 
would find Its way on to the foredeck 
would be spray. At nil events, this would 
probably be so In such conditions as ure 
likely to b© met In cup racing. If this b© 
giantod, the gain Is very great, for on a

fluence. Then, there Is a very decided 
gain tn lightness, against which may prob¬ 
ably lx* sot the necessity for very strong 
bowsprit gear and fittings, and the slight 
drag of a deeply-Immersed dolphin-striker 
und bobstay. The bowsprit Is nosed up 
purposely to avoid pitching in a heavy 
sea. 

"The beam, though 3 V/i feet sound© 
enormous. Is really nothing ©ut of th© 
way. The best #m*ill cruiser In the world, 
Capt. Slocum's famous Spray, Is, we be¬ 
lieve, a much more beamy lK>at tn pro¬ 
portions. Great beam will only prove dis¬ 
advantageous for racing In moderate and 
light weather, when It Involves great dis¬ 
placement. Here the displacement does 
not #vcm at all large for the mormoua 
sail plan. This contains some 14.000 square 
feet (Y. R. A. measurement), and whether 
It could be made to stay in the boat la * 
a little doubtful. That the vessel could 
carry It well w© have n* doubt what¬ 
ever. 

"While on the subject of fin-keel boats. 

It hns often struck us us extremely prob¬ 
able that when these large vessels dis¬ 
play any marked falling off In form dur¬ 
ing a race the cause may be n collection of 
weeds on the fin. Some method of avoid¬ 
ing this might be devised. For Instanoe, 
a thin wire rope might be led from th© 
extreme lowvr part of the bulb through 
an eye on the bowsprit end, or tho stem, 
and thence Inbonrd This line would hav© 
a piece snllced Into It at a length from the 
after end and equal to the depth of the 
fin. leading through a small pipe up to 
the deck. This would keen the wire up 
and down the forepart of the fin. and oc- 
cuslonnlly It w’ould ho slacked up and the 
line forward hauled taut, thus throwing 
any weed# off from th© fin. Another (and 
expensive) method might be employed, 
viz , a series of scissors down the fore¬ 
part of the fin. ull being worked by one 
movement Inside the vessel. Fulling some , 
such dodge, It would always he pruoent, 
Just before the start of the race, to shake 
such a veHsel up, and let her gather good 
stern way." 

The plans ®f the Diver's Joy show a 
boat with only about five fe©t draught of 
hull, with a fin about sixteen feet deep. 
The bottom of the lead Is fiat, and at the 
forward end it rises In a straight Une to 
the rabbit line. Then there Is an easy 
curve to the wuter line. The sail plan 1© a 
lofty one, and It Is extremely short on 
tho base.

The abatement of the smoke nuisance 
In Louisville promises to become the 
most popular public matter the Com¬ 
mercial Club has yet undertaken, and 
If it does not succeed it will not be be¬ 
cause the sympathy of the people are 
not with the club In the undertaking 
Yesterday dozens of letters were re¬ 
ceived from business men. manufactur¬ 
ers and private citizens Indorsing the 
work and promising any aid in their 
power to have a law or ordinance 
passed to do away with smoke. 

The fight being made by the club has 
reached Indianapolis, and Mr. E. H 
Vincent, manager of one of the largest 
manufacturing concerns In that city, 
hns addressed a communication to the 
club. In which he makes some good sug¬ 
gestions. 

"Smoke consumption, literally," said 
he, "Is an Impossibility. Smoke preven¬ 
tion is practicable and economical. 
There need be no argument at all on 
that proposition. The entire absence of 
smoke necessitates the chemical com 
position of two parts of oxygen to one 
pert of carbon vapor. That means 
complete combustion. Complete com¬ 
bustion can only be obtained by auto¬ 
matic stoking. There ore several stok¬ 
ers on the market that will undoubt¬ 
edly do axvay with from 90 to per 
cent, of the smoke In any city. 

"The present settings of many of the 
large boiler plants In the business and 
manufacturing districts of Indianapolis 
are such that considerable expenses 
would be Incurred in making the 
changes necessary to Install the stok 
ers, but there Is not a plant In the cdty 
that will not pay for all the expense 
incurred In three years’ time by the 
saving Jn fuel. 

"We have at our plant 750 horse-pow¬ 
er boilers. In which we are using 
screenings or slack coal. We are not 
making more smoke than would ordi¬ 
narily be made In a common cook stove 
burning bituminous coal. The use of 
anthracite coal has been suggested, but 
that would Incur an expense that would 
wreck almost any manufacturer In the 
country, and Is entirely out of the ques¬ 
tion. However, by the use of automat¬ 
ic stokers the cost of operating can be 
so reduced that the expense Incurred in 
putting In such stokers can be saved In 
from one to three years. I do not be¬ 
lieve that there is a manufacturing 
plant that could not be equipped with 
these stokers at a cost of not exceed¬ 
ing $2,000. and In the down-town dis¬ 
tricts office buildings could be equip¬ 
ped nt a cost of from $$00 to $1.2(W. ac¬ 
cording to size." 

The Commercial Club has selected no 
means by which smoke can be con¬ 
sumed. All It wants Is a law passed 
making It mandatory on owners of fac¬ 
tories and public buildings to adopt 
some method to prevent smoke, and It 
does not care how It Is done.

EW YORK COURT SETTLES RE¬ 
LATION BETWEEN BROKER 
AND DEALER^ 


oker Cannot Sell Without Notify¬ 
ing His Patrtn—Bearing On 
Louisville Case. 


The Supreme Court of New York has 
Just handed down, a decision In the case 
of Max Schwartz vs. J. Overton Pain© 
& Co., brokers, that has attracted a 
groan deal of attention In local financial 
circles and may have some bearing 
on the suit now perdrng against S. C. 
Henning & Co.. Instituted by Mr. St. 
L>hn Boyle to recover certain collateral 


he put up for stocks. These collateral 
were lost, it is alleged, during the May 
panic by failure of Henning to protect 
Mr. Boyle’s stock. A suit for $1*0.000 
Instituted by Henning against Boyle to 
recover money lost In the same panic 
is also pending In the United Stains 
Court here. As yet. Mr. BoyOe*» attor¬ 
neys have not seen the decision, and de¬ 
cline to express an opinion as to what 
bearing It may have on the local cxisrs. 
However, men fand liar with the cnee, 
think that the decision Is oip» of the 
uXnvost Importance to men all over the 
country who lost thousands on that day 
because their brokers failed to i fiity 
th^m before selling their holdings. 

In the New* York oa»L» Schwartz sued 
Paine & Co. to recover $1,000 damages. 
The suit was to recover damages tie- 
cause Schjvartz. who was a customer 
of the Pain** firm, was sold out by the 
firm In the panic, because h? was not 
protected by mi Ill clem margins to carry 
in m through the flurry. 

Schwartz oontend-d that he had been 
sold out without receiving notice t*o re¬ 


margin and protect his account- He 
had a running account with the Paine 
firm, and on May 0. when the Northern 
Pacific panic occurred, he had 100 ghar s 
of American Smelting stock, 100 shires 
of Chicago Gas. and 20 shares of Man¬ 
hattan. Two days bef< re the panic 
Sdbwartz called ;.t the brokerage office 
and inquired rs to hto account. He h id 
$4*w) on d posk and woa told tfcoJt his 
account was util right He asserted on 
the stand that he did ncg. hoUber further 
nbnrt It. The afternoon of i<1>> panic 
he called again to Ft-e if more margins 
were needed, and he was told that he 
had been sold out arid owed the firm 
$ 1 , 000 . He protested and «aUl that hj 
should hav- »**cn given ?>• wire of tt>* 
sale in advance and an opportunity to 
remargin. He brought suit for $0,000. 
but the Jury derided that as he had 
only had an actual damage of $1,000 that 
was all he was ent.ltUd to. In giving 
the verdict, the court upheld the prin¬ 
ciple that a customer can recover in 
such cases. The Paine firm rented Its 
case on the fact that such a decision 
as rendered would mean possum ruin 
every stock broker. The case has 
be^n appealed, and the final d?cts:on 
will he oyrly awaited here.

Tho preferred stock has 
earned and paid Its 8 per cent, dividends dur¬ 
ing tha worst years of the trade’s history, 
and the present management la making 10 to 
12 per cent, on tho common and paying G.

UNION MANAGER AT 
FRANKFORT. 


WAS FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED. 


One of the Best-Known and Most Pop¬ 
ular Telegraph Operators In 
the South. 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Charles Newton, aged about fifty 
years, local manager for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and one of 
the best known and*most popular op¬ 
erators In the South, was found dead 
!n bed at his home on the South Side 
to-day. He had been a sufferer from 
loectnotor ataxia for a number of years, 
and his sudden death was not a sur¬ 
prise. He was at his desk yesterday 
and did not complain at bedtime. 

Mr. Newton had been local manager 
for the Western Union Company for 
about twelve years and had a wide ac¬ 
quaintance over the State. He came 
originally from Arkansas, where for 
several years he was manager at Hot 
Spring*. A brother is manAger for the 
company at Little Rock, and another 
brother Is manager at San Antonio, 
Tex. Mr. Newton was married about 
twenty-six years ago to Miss Elisabeth 
Robinson, daughter of Mr. Joseph Rob¬ 
inson. one of Frankfort’s pioneer citi¬ 
zens, and she and three children sur¬ 
vive him. His oldest son, Mr. Joseph R. 
Newton. Is general passenger agent of 
the Frankfort and Cincinnati Railroad 
Company, and his second eon, diaries 
NewHon. Jr., Is assistant manager for 
the Western Union at Lexington. The 
funeral will take place from the resi¬ 
dence of the family at 4 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, the Rev. William Crowe, of

In¬ 
ferred that the architect was associated 
with Col. Denny In his efforts to make 
trouble for me. 44 

On direct examination Col. Meade was 
asked concerning the party at his home 
In Boston. In reply he said; 

4, \N hen I testified concerning that 
matter. I did so undir protest. I was 
ordered to do so and had to. I did not 
want to, for I did not consider the mat¬ 
ter pertinent to the case.'* Col. Meade, 
referring to MaJ. Lauchhehner, at the 
Boston party, testified: 

44 He was very drunk. He was noisy, 
obtrusive and objectionable. I kept him 
in my-library some time In order that 
he might recover himself. Later in the 
evening he sat In the parlor while the 
youngsters were singing some songs 
and wept. I saw him weep. 44

GOVERNMENT CLOSES 

IN THE BONINE CASE. 


Ayres’ Father On the Witness Stand 
Tells of An Interview With 
the Defendant. 


Washington. Nov. SO.—The Govern¬ 
ment to-day closed Its case in the trial 
of Mrs. Lola Ida Bonin.* for the killing 
of James Seymour Ayres. Jr. Attorney 
Keene, of counsel for the defense, made 
a preliminary statement In behalf of 
Mrs. Bonlne. It was made evident from 
Mr. Keene's statement that the defense 
would try to show lack of motive for 
the crime on the part of Mrs. Bonlne 
and to support her plea that Ayres was 
killed In a struggle after he had tried 
to intimidate her with a revolver. 

The principal witness on the stand to¬ 
day was Prof. Schaeffer, a chemist, 
who made a microscopic examination of 
the wrapper worn by Mrs. Bonlne on 
the night of the tragedy, and who said 
that he had found no traces of blood 
upon It. He also said that lie saw no 
blood on th*- slipper* which she had 
worn on that occasion. Another wit¬ 
ness of the day was Ayres* father, who 
told of an interview he had had with 
Mrs. Bonlne three nr four days after 
the killing. He outlined his efforts to 
arouse her sympathy, hut said that 6h* 
did not respond.

BRIBING DISCLOSED. 


Former Chicago Bailiff Tells How He 
Aided Lawyer For Car Company 
To Win Cases. 


Chicago. Nov. 30.—Former Bailiff Jas. 
J. Lynch, the confeesed Jury briber, on 
whose testimony Alexander Sullivan, 
attorney, was Indicted for conspiracy, 
took the Ft&nd in Judge Smith’s court 
to-day and Immediately, launched Into 
a story of Juries which he had bribed 
In behalf of Sullivan. Sullivan, Lynch 
testified, was attorney for the West 
Chicago Street Railroad Company and 
represented the company In defending 
damage suits. He said he talked fre¬ 
quently with Sullivan In regard to brib¬ 
ing Jurors. ’’Sullivan told me,” said 
Lynch, "whenever possible to get hold 
of an Irl*h Catholic on the Jury and to 
tell him that the plaintiff was an A P. 
A. and that he should be beaten, as he 
was an enemy of the Church. The sums 
paid Jurors ran from 350 to $100. Some¬ 
time I bribed one and In some cases as 
high as three. I was paid the same 
amount as the Juror, but when there 
was more than one man to be bought 
I was paid le**» per man.” 

’’Can you recall where Sullivan paid 
you the money for your wotk?” As¬ 
sistant State’s Attorney Barnes asked. 

“Yes\ In the county building hallway. 
In his office, and once I remembcr.ln the 
Judge’s chambers when the Judge was 
out.” 

Counsel for Sullivan attempted to 
have Lynch's te^t.mony confined pirlct 
jy to direct evidence of a conspiracy, 
but they w re overruled. 

It Is alleged that Sullivan and oth¬ 
er* conspired to keep Lynch out of the 
jurisdiction of the Cook County Courts 
following the exposure of the bailiff.

PENNSYLVANIA IS BUYING 
STOCKS IN COAL CARRIERS. 


This Is Given As Reason In Wail 
Street For Rise In Reading 
Shares. 


New York. Nov. SO.— In explanation of 
the remarkable rise In the price of 
Reading and other coal road shares. It 
Is eaJd in Wall street that the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Company Is buying up the share# 
! to secure controlling Interests In every 
one of the coal carriers. ReaJlng re¬ 
cently acquired the Jersey Central 
through J P. Morgan, and It la now 
said Morgan is securing the stock la 
the other coal roads and In the Heading 
itself, for the purpose of turning 
the entire outfit over to Pennsylvania. 

The total « aplta! stock and bonded in¬ 
debtedness of these roads would be 
greater than that of the Steel Trust. 

It l* said that this vast scheme of the 
Pennsylvania Company wus devised by 
k, Vanderbilt. A. J. Cassatt and J. 
P Morgan, and that all throe are bend¬ 
ing ©'cry energy to accomplish it. These 
i combined companies will own w’barfa 
from which Iron and coal can be ship¬ 
ped anywhere. 

Wall street theorists, building on thlg 
Pennsylvania trust, nuggest that Mor¬ 
gan and his friends have plotted threa 
gr«-at railroad and Industrial trusts for 

the United States. 

According to them, the Pennsylvania 
Company will be the Eastern end of the 
Central system, which will reach the 
Pa !tic bv way of the Union Pacific* 
Missouri Pacific an.! Atchlsm railroad*.
